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SIX QUESTIONS FOR BOB KULINA

B ob Kulina, the president 
of Darby Development 
LLC, has been an 
executive at Monmouth Park for 
more than 40 years. When the 
horsemen took control of the 
track in 2012, he was appointed 
president. Lynne Snierson spent 
some time with Kulina as the 
2013 Monmouth meet was 
drawing to a close. 


MAT: How has business 
been this year? 


BK: It’s been OK. Our live 
handle and transmissions are 
going to be up between 3 and 5 
percent. Attendance is going to 
be up because some of our big 
days were pretty strong. With 
that in mind, Pm not going to 
complain that we’re up a little. 


MAT: The New Jersey 
horsemen-through Darby 
Development—took over 
control of the track before the 
2012 meet. What is die best part 
about the arrangement? 

BK: We’ve only had the place 
for 16 or 17 months. It took 
all of last fall and most of this 
spring to get it back to square 
one after the damage from 
Hurricane Sandy. Now there’s no longer ‘they.’ It’s not ‘they said 
this, or they said that.’ It’s under our control. Whatever we do, 
if it works, that’s great and if it doesn’t, it’s on us. There is no 
finger pointing. You pick a course and you sail it. If you make a 
mistake, you can’t blame it on somebody else. You’re looking in 
the mirror. For some people that may be a strange feeling, but 
for me it’s the way I’ve always done business. 


MAT: What is the worst aspect of horsemen assuming the 
management role? 


BK: There are a thousand reasons why, but we are not happy 
with our product. Until we can get some purse dollars, we’re 
struggling to compete. There are variables in the marketplace. 

It is well documented that there is a lack of foals, and the purse 
structure in die Mid-Atlantic is pretty impressive when you look 
at NYRA, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, and now Maryland’s 
purse dollars are increasing. So the competition for horses is 
probably at an all-time high. Most racetrack executives will say 
the same thing, but right now I wish I had slot dollars to be able 
to play the game with diem. 


MAT: Monmouth is 
authorized to open two OTB 
facilities. What is the status? 


BK: We’re trying to move 
forward on some of these big, 
visionary projects we’ve been 
wrestling with. We bought a 
site with a small building in 
Hillsborough for a new OTB. 
My aggressive plan is to open it 
in mid-January to early February 
and ideally, I’d like to have it 
open two weeks before the 
Super Bowl (Feb. 2). We have 
a right to put 20 individual 
machines in 12 existing bars and 
restaurants. For 2014 we will 
have a new OTB operating, and 
will be in bars and restaurants 
(with betting machines) 
operating in north and central 
New Jersey. We’ll move forward 
with that. 


MAT: What’s the status of 
the federal lawsuit about sports 
betting in New Jersey and at the 
track? 

„ BK: We signed the deal with 
0 William Hill for sports wagering 
| and we just lost a decision in 
2 the circuit court. We expected 
to lose it, although were pleased 
it was a 2-1 split decision and 
we expect it will be heard in the United States Supreme Court. 
We’re building a sports room and we have free play football 
pools for the public. I’m relatively pleased where we are with that 
considering what it is. We’re giving away real money-close to 
$100,000 in prizes-and people are winning. We think the upside 
is incredibly high. We believe sports betting will be legalized, 
whether it’s in six months or 26 months, but it will happen. 

When it does, it will be another source of revenue for us. 


MAT: How are plans to develop the property with more 
entertainment options? 


BK: We are 99 percent moving forward with a new summer 
stage/enclosed amphitheater that will seat 7,500 people. Our 
objective is to open that in the very early summer of T4. It’s a 
business model that we think long term can have a very viable 
future for this property as a full entertainment venue with racing, 
music, and hopefully, sports wagering, and maybe down the road 
with slot machines. We’re not sitting back and lamenting what we 
don’t have. Our original plan was to have it open for this year, 
but die hurricane changed that. 
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Sierra Ancha, again 


I t causes a double take. Found in the 
pedigree of Ramona and Edward 
Barney's recent New Jersey-bred stakes 
winner Sierra Ancha is. . . Sierra Ancha. 

“I leave the naming up 
to her (wife Ramona) ” 
said Edward Barney 
the longtime trainer 
known as “Barney” 
around the backstretch 
of Monmouth Park and 
beyond—“even my wife 
calls me Barney” he says. 

Husband and wife, each 
now 85 and owners of a 
farm in Colts Neck, N.J., since 1971, had 
success with the previous Sierra Ancha, 
a daughter of one their first broodmares. 
The foal of 1980 (by Spin Off out of 
Joves Mark) earned $52,740 and produced 
seven foals. All were winners, among 
them Luciente, who produced two 
winners from five foals, stakes-placed 
Cowboy Chili being her best. 

Cowboy Chili is one of three 
broodmares owned by the Barneys, and 
her first three foals are the only runners 
in their stable, all winners this year at 
Monmouth Park. Chili's Cowgirl won her 
first and only start in late July and Amblin 
Easy broke her maiden Sept. 29. 


Version two of Sierra Ancha, a 4-year- 
old gelding by Mo Mon, has been third or 
better in six of nine starts this year and 
captured the Charles Hesse III Handicap 
on New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival 
Day Sept. 21. 

“My wife spent a 
lot of time out west 
as a young person,” 
said Barney. “She 
subscribes to the

While it's unusual to see a horse 
with the same name as one found in 
their pedigree, it's not unprecedented. 

A few examples include Raise You, a 
winning daughter of Raise a Man foaled 
in 1984. Her great-granddam was Raise 
You (through Raise a Man's sire Raise 
a Native). Following a similar path was 
die 1987 mare Marshua, whose sire 
Marshua's Dancer was out of Marshua. 
And perhaps die most popular of all is 
River Lady. One, a foal of 1963 by Prince 
John, became the dam of French classic 
winner and influential sire Riverman. Two 
daughters of Riverman were named River

Mid-Atlantic-breds sell at Keeneland 


M imi Thorington's Maple Leaf Farm 
sold the top-priced Mid-Atlantic- 
bred at Keeneland's September 
Yearling sale, Sept. 9-21 in Lexington, 
Ky., getting $350,000 for a daughter of 
Malibu Moon. 

The first foal out of the stakes-winning 
Yonaguska mare Hidden Expression, the 
filly was sold by Charlton for her breeder. 
Live Oak Plantation made the purchase. 

Thorington had success with Malibu 
Moon before, having bred his multiple 
graded stakes winner Sweet August Moon. 
The Pennsylvanian spent $290,000 on 
Hidden Expression at Keeneland's 
November breeding stock sale in 2011 
because she was in foal to the stallion. The 
mare, a half-sister to Grade 1 winner 


Bullsbay, graded stakes winner Our 
Khrysty and stakes-winning juvenile 
Vegas No Show, produced a Hard Spun 
filly this year and is not in foal. 

Eighty-two Mid-Atlantic-breds were 
sold at this year's sale, with 16 bringing 
six figures —10 Pennsylvania-bred, three 
Virginia-bred and one each foaled in 
Maryland, New Jersey and West Virginia.

De Francis Dash, Laurel Futurity 
offer place in history

S ecretariat won here. So did Barbaro. 

So, for that matter, did Mom’s Command and Shuvee, Housebuster and 
Smoke Glacken. 

On Saturday (Sept. 21) at Laurel Park, the Maryland Jockey Club ran three 
races-the Laurel Futurity and Selim a Stakes for 2-year-olds and 2-year-olcl fillies, 
respectively, and the Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash-that once were among the 
bellwether events in their divisions. They were races that made champions and, on 
occasion, helped to launch Hall of Fame careers. 

No one knows what die future holds for this year’s winners—Yes I’m Lucky, 
Aibhilin and Immortal Eyes-but die smart money doubts that among them is a 
Hall of Famer or a champion. These days-now a couple of years removed from 
modiballs-all three races are ungraded. The two juvenile contests carry purses of 
just $100,000, not chump change by any means, but nothing too overwhelming in 
these days of slots-enhanced purses. 

Yet if you think the lack of a grade, or even purses that no longer stand out, have 
robbed these races of their cache, you had only to spend a few minutes with the 
winning connections to realize that nothing could be farther from the truth. 

“This takes on extra meaning,” said Gareem Nicholas, the young assistant to 
Eddie Pies a Jr., trainer of Yes I’m Lucky. His charge took the Futurity impressively, 
winning by more than 6 lengths and stopping the clock in 1:01.30 for SV 2 furlongs on 
the grass. 

Yes I’m Lucky-who’s also good-sees him name added to a dazzling roster of 
winners. Four Triple Crown winners-Affirmed, Secretariat, Citation and Count 
Fleet—have won the Futurity. Another Crown champ, Whirlaway, ran second in the 
Futurity. 

“This race was a big milestone for 2-year-old colts,” Nicholas added. “It’s died 
down a little, but it’s still a big race, so it feels good to win it.”

Retired: With a slight tendon injury, 
8-year-old Maryland-bred Richard’s 
Kid, after 47 starts, 12 wins and more 
than $2.4 million in earnings. The son 
of Lemon Drop Kid initially raced 
in Maryland for his breeder, Robert 
Meyerhoff, and trainer Richard Small 
(for whom the horse is named). The 
gelding was sold to Arnold Zetcher, 
transferred to trainer Bob Baffert in 
California and won the Grade 1 Pacific 
Classic in 2009. Sold to Zabeel Racing, 
Richard’s Kid added a second Pacific 
Classic in 2010 and spent more than a 
year racing in Dubai. Returned to the 
United States and sold again to a group 
including Dave Kenney and Triple B 
Farms, Richard’s Kid moved to trainer 
Doug O’Neill’s barn and placed in five 
graded stakes before winning the Grade 
3 Cougar II Handicap at Del Mar this 
summer. Stud plans for Richard’s Kid, 
the fifth-leading Maryland-bred earner 
in history and two-time Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year, had yet to be 
announced. 

Received: The Mike Venezia Award 
and the 2012 Eclipse Award, retired 
jockey Ramon Dominguez, in a 
ceremony at Saratoga. After starting his 
career in the Mid-Atlantic, the jockey 
rose to the top of the game with more 
than 4,900 career wins and in excess of 
$191 million in career purses earned. 

He was forced to retire after suffering 
a head injury in a fall at Aqueduct in 
January. The Venezia Award is given 
periodically to a jockey who exhibits 
extraordinary sportsmanship and 
citizenship.

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PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



T hese days, the surname Napravnik 
is pretty much synonymous with 
Thoroughbred racing. But well 
before her younger sister Rosie was mak¬ 
ing constant headlines as a top jockey, 
Jasmine “Jazz” Napravnik was laying the 
groundwork for a career as a success¬ 
ful breeder, owner and trainer. And it’s 
thanks to 25-year-old Farah’s Moment 
that she has become all three. 

Having long outgrown her pony by 
age 13, Napravnik was in the market 
for a junior racehorse. Trainer Charlie 
Conaway Jr. happened to have one: a 
homebred mare his daughter Kelly had 
ridden in junior races. By Christopher R. 
out of the Better Arbiter mare Farah’s 
Image, Farah’s Moment made 43 starts 
from 1991 to ’96 at Charles Town and 
Delaware Park with what can at best 
be considered very modest success. By 


die time Conaway retired her at 8 in 
November 1996, she had put up stats of 
6-3-4 and $15,493 earned. 

Fortunately, she could jump. And it 
was through their pony racing contacts 
that she came to the attention of the 
Napravnik family. 

“She was very special to me,” Jazz said. 
T actually won my first race on her. And 
then I rode my very first timber race on 
her and won that.” 

Some local eventing followed for 
a few years before 19-year-old Jazz 
decided she wanted to breed her 
mare. “I was on a very tight budget 
and I wanted to breed a horse I could 
steeplechase, so I needed a stallion that 
could jump. Plan B was that if it wasn’t 
fast enough to be a racehorse, I would 
make it an event horse because I was still 
eventing then.” 


Jazz was working for Jack Fisher at 
the time and was fond of his timber 
champion Saluter, by Salutely. Scouring 
stallion directories, she came across Boy 
Done Good, another son of Salutely 
and the only Thoroughbred stallion 
competing in the advanced level in three- 
day eventing at the time. Shown under the 
name “Salute The Truth,” the 17-hand 
chestnut stands at Steuart Pittman’s 
Dodon Farm in Davidsonville, Md. 

“Then I went and visited him at the 
Horse Expo in Timonium, and saw how 
cool he was with all that commotion 
going on. He was a very good looking 
horse, very athletic, great bone. And I 
didn’t know a thing about bloodlines. I 
knew what average folks know as far as 
serious breeding goes. But I knew that my 
mare could jump; I knew that he could 
jump and I knew he had—technically, 
in my mind-a half-brother who was a 
timber horse (Saluter).” 

Date made, contract signed. Farah’s 
Moment foaled a chestnut filly on May 
19, 2003. Named Farah T Salute, she 
made her first start as a 3-year-old for 
her breeder (running in the name of 
Napravnik’s Flying Horse Farm) in a 
maiden claimer at Colonial Downs on 
June 23, 2006. In the irons that day was 
Rosie Napravnik. She won. “And we were 
like ‘Oh wow-she’s a racehorse! Yay!’” 
Jazz laughed. 

She ran at 3, 4 and twice as a 5-year- 
old. “She just wasn’t into it as much, so 
I sent her to my mom to teach her to 
jump; she did a little eventing. She was 
just going really, really well. I had taken 
her foxhunting a couple of times. So we 
brought her out at 6. She won at a point- 
to-point but then we had a little trouble 
getting her going at a sanctioned meet; 
she was a little too rank on the front 
end. On the flat she had always been a 
closer, so I switched jocks and got her 
rated. Xavier Aizpuru rode her in her first 
start that fall at Middleburg and she was 
second in a photo. Then we took her to 
Aiken where Xav won on her, and then I 
got brave and bold and made the trip all 
the way to Palm Beach and she won the 
stake down there- the Palm Beach Filly 
and Mare Hurdle Stakes, again with Xav.” 

Farah T Salute continued to be 
useful, picking up checks. At age 7 she 
won the Crown Royal Hurdle Stakes at 
Callaway Gardens (Pine Mountain, Ga.). 
Jazz thought about retiring her then, 
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but the mare was going so well that she 
reconsidered. “So we brought her back 
the next year, and as a filly who really 
couldn’t compete with the allowance 
boys, the schedule was limited. She had 
three starts in the spring of her 8-year- 
old season, finishing seventh each time— 
lackluster efforts.” 

That was enough to convince Jazz that 
it was time to take her horse home. But as 
it happened, 2011 was the first year that 
filly and mare steeplechase races were 
offered at Saratoga. . . and Jazz was 
pressured into running Farah T. “I said 
‘OK, I’ll train her this summer and as long 
as she trains well I’ll go ahead and run her.’ 
She probably trained for me better than 
she had ever trained in her entire life.” 

It was die Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes 
on August 11,2011. Napravnik and 
Aizpuru felt pretty good about the way 
their mare came into the race. “She went 
to Saratoga, warmed up, circled, walked 
across the line, was great, turned in, stood 
-and stood. She got to the start and never 
left. Xav sat there and smacked her widi 
the whip, and she just refused to move.” 


The official chart states that “Farah 
T Salute completely refused at the start 
despite strong encouragement from the 
rider.” 

“It wasn’t a laughing matter that day, 
but I can certainly laugh about it now. 

And from now on,” Jazz added, “I will 
not be pressured into running anything 
that I have retired!” 

Farah T Salute earned that right. With 
her record of 35-5-3-4, she banked 
$91,700. 

Faced with the prospect of breeding 
her stakes winner in the spring of 2012, 
Jazz did a bit more research. “I did some 
nicking, went and looked at a bunch of 
sires. A friend suggested Albert the Great, 
said he was absolutely awesome. I looked 
at his nicking with Farah T, went up and 
looked at him and said ‘OK, this is the 
sire.’ The day she was bred, looking at the 
two of them side by side, I thought ‘This 
is definitely the right choice.’” 

Meanwhile, Farah’s Moment was also 
about to come home. She had been given 
to a client of Jazz’s mother in Vermont 
eight years previously. When told those 


owners could no longer keep die mare, 
Jazz picked her up and brought her back 
home. She started tiding her right away, 
as the owners had kept the mare in good 
condition. In October 2012, a friend was 
looking for a horse to take foxhunting. 
Farah’s Moment, then 24, answered the call. 

A year later, Farah’s Moment is chilling 
out in a paddock in Monkton, Md., 
with her daughter Farah T Salute and 
her grandson, foaled this past March. 
Called “Connor,” the colt was co-bred 
by Jazz’s grandmother, Judith Freer. “We 
are hoping to get the name Gram Got 
Conned. My grandmother is a very non- 
horseperson, although she loves following 
my sister’s and my careers. When I asked 
her if she would put up the stud fee for 
me and she agreed, I just about hit the 
floor. We were laughing and joking and I 
said ‘I’ll just name it Gram Got Conned.’ 
Her maiden name is Connor, so she 
loved the idea. My breeding empire isn’t 
starting now. But Farah’s Moment will be 
my original foundation mare, and I would 
love to eventually expand and be able to 
have a nice line of homebreds.” ^

Editorial

Stand up, 
be counted, 
in sales market 
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I n 2009, Fasig-Tipton's New York-bred 
yearling sale in Saratoga grossed $4.3 
million on 107 horses sold. Four years 
later, thanks mainly to slots-infused purses 
in the state, the gross reached $14.2 million 
with 196 horses. 

Think about it. . . let it settle for a min¬ 
ute. . . Now, close your eyes and consider 
Fasig-Tipton's Midlantic fall yearling sale at 
Timonium in late September. Couldn't that 
sale consist of yearlings bred solely in the 
Mid-Atlantic states, where revenue from 
slot machines boosts purses in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Delaware? 
This year, those first three states produced 
176 yearlings at the sale. Fourteen more 
came from Virginia and four hailed from 
New Jersey, giving the region 194 of the 
289 sold. And that's not counting the 
Delaware-certified horses, who are also 
eligible for enhanced purse bonuses. 

That's impact. Real impact. 

The rest is up to the breeders, just like 
the success of the New York-bred sale 
landed in the laps of New York breed¬ 
ers. They had to produce quality foals, 
improve the sire power, add to the mare 
pool and create a meaningful place to buy 
young Thoroughbreds. Timonium already 
fits that latter description, but how much 
better can it be for the region? 

The state incentive programs in the 
region are competitive with any other 
Thoroughbred state, rewarding breeders 
who sell and owners who buy. Maryland's 
new program should stabilize, then boost, 
that state's foal crop-finally. Pennsylvania 
surged with the advent of slots money and 
owner/breeder bonuses a few years ago. 
West Virginia is becoming a power, and 
sent several well-bred horses to the sale in 
September. Maryland, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Virginia all realized six-figure 
sales at Timonium and optimism was a 
fixture along with The Corner Stable crab 
cakes and auctioneer's prattle. 

So why not compete harder with the 
Kentucky-breds at Timonium? Turn the 
fall yearling sale into a regional showcase. 
Make buyers take note. Host an event. 
Offer some sort of travel incentive or local 
hotel deal. 

Better yet, take a page from European 
sales and create a restricted race or bonus 
program for graduates the next year at 


Laurel, Parx, Penn National, Charles Town, 
Delaware Park or Colonial Downs. 

Get aggressive. Now's the time. 

Talk to Fasig-Tipton about a special 
session or something. The company ran 
335 horses through the ring in one, mara¬ 
thon, 10-hour day this year. A return to 
two sessions isn't that far away anyhow, so 
be creative. Much of the work is up to the 
region's breeders and consignors to supply 
the horses. Save your best yearlings for this 
sale, instead of trying to make them com¬ 
pete at others. 

National buyers will show, just like diey 
did this year. Regional buyers will step 
up, just like they did this year. The num¬ 
bers will improve, just like they did this 
year. Make Timonium's yearling market 
Saratoga light. Fasig-Tipton sounds like it's 
with you. 

“One of the things that should be evi¬ 
dent is the commitment we've made to this 
region and continue to make to this 
region," said company executive Boyd 
Browning. ‘We haven't wavered in tough 
times. We've put a lot of money into this 
facility, which we don't own. We've got 
deep roots in Maryland, it's important to 
us. The auction team you see here is the 
auction team that works in Saratoga. The 
people on the grounds here are the same 
you see other places. It's not like we have 
an A team and a B team. We feel commit¬ 
ted." 

Like die breeders in Maryland and other 
states, Fasig-Tipton weathered smaller foal 
crops the last several years and made it 
work. Now, there's sun coming through 
die windows, a litde light peeking through 
the clouds, a change in the climate. Yes, 
the company offers sales in other loca¬ 
tions (including an October yearling sale in 
Kentucky widi 1,100 in the catalogue) but 
it's up to this region to support this region's 
sales options. 

Browning sounded like he was all for 
new ideas after this year's sale. 

“It's unrealistic to expect gains of (New 
York's) magnitude right away, but this 
year's sale should provide a stimulus for 
higher prices and more horses," he said. 
“This is not a Maryland-bred sale, or a 
Pennsylvania-bred sale or any specific state 
sale, but they add a lot to it." 

Let's see how much. ^

Playing a 
Strong Hand 

Maryland goes all in with growing 
incentives for breeders, owners

L ate in the day at Fasig-Tipton’s Midlantic Fall 
Yearling Sale Sept. 30, breeder and consignor David 
Hayden leaned on the wall behind the seats in the 
pavilion. His yearling colt by Tiz Wonderful, Hip 325, 
stepped into the ring. 


Hayden took a deep breath, glanced 
around for potential bidders and hoped 
for the best. 

Then his phone buzzed. On the 
other end was Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission Chairman Bruce Quade. The 
day before, Quade had driven from 
Ocean City to Timonium for a meet¬ 
ing about the state’s Thoroughbred 
climate and a reception introducing the 
state’s newest stallion. The commis¬ 
sion had recently brokered an agree¬ 
ment to strengthen incentives to own¬ 
ers and breeders, and Quade wanted 
to know how things were going at the 
sale. So he called Hayden, a fellow 
commissioner and co-chair of a task 
force on breeding. 

One horse does not make a horse 
sale-or a breeding program-but con¬ 
sider the early returns a success as 
Hayden’s Maryland-bred colt shot up 
to $175,000, the second-highest price 
of the sale. 

“He was as excited as I was,” said 
Hayden, who narrated the sales pro¬ 
cess for Quade as the price climbed. 


It’s doubtful the incentives had any¬ 
thing to do with Hip 325’s sale-at 
that price, buyers are purchasing class, 
quality and potential not a state-bred 
program. 

But the extra money available for 
the future racehorses surely didn’t hurt 
on a day full of buzz about Maryland’s 
new program. 

Breeder Doug Brown saw an imme¬ 
diate impact as he sold a Maryland- 
bred colt (by Outflanker) for $22,000. 
It’s the most Brown has ever gotten for 
a yearling at Timonium. 

“It does make an immediate 
impact,” he said. “The Maryland-bred 
program made a big difference. My 
consignor, Bill Reightler, said people 
actually came up and said they wanted 
to see Maryland-breds. That’s a notice¬ 
able change.” 

Breeder John Price sold a Marsh 
Side colt for $20,000, and would have 
been happy with less. Bruce Wells 
wasn’t blown away by his horse’s price 
at the sale, but was told that the buyer 


(a New Jersey-based trainer) was shop¬ 
ping specifically for a Maryland-bred. 

“We’ve stayed in Maryland and it’s 
nice to be rewarded for our loyalty,” 
Wells said. “I used to think the old 
bonus was good, but the new one is 
going to be a big help. We breed to sell 
primarily, but I might keep one a little 
more often now, too.” 

Andrew Motion’s two-horse con¬ 
signment included no Maryland-breds, 
but that didn’t stop people from asking. 

Hayden’s wife and business partner 
at Dark Hollow Farm JoAnn had obvi¬ 
ous reason to smile, but spoke for many 
Marylanders. 

“Do you want me to tell you what 
it means? Do you want me to tell 
you? There’s been an exuberance we 
didn’t have,” she said. “There’s been 
an upbeat feeling lately. We don’t know 
if we just feel that way because things 
are looking better for us or because 
things are looking better for everybody. 
It seems like they’re looking better for 
everybody. We feel like it’s going some¬ 
where. People never stopped believ¬ 
ing in Maryland-breds, we just needed 
something in our corner and we didn’t 
have it for so long.” 

The corner is full now, thanks to 
a summer of negotiating between 
the commission, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, the Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and political leaders.

The new program for Maryland-breds, 
which went into effect with die fall meet at 
Laurel Park, includes: 

■ A 17.5 percent owner's bonus for 
horses that win maiden, allowance or 
claiming races of $20,000 or more; it's the 
same bonus that has been in effect and 
does not apply to stakes or starter races. 
In 2014, the bonus expands to claiming 
races of $10,000 or above and includes 
horses that finish first, second or third. 
In 2015 and 2016, die bonus increases 
to 30 percent and expands to all races. 
Cost of the program will be shared by the 
Maryland Bred Fund and the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Purse Account, with the 
purse account taking on full responsibility 
in 2016. Since 1982, owner bonuses have 
been paid by the Bred Fund. 

■ A 30-percent breeder's bonus for 
horses that finish in die top three in all 
races (in stakes, the award is based on the 
first $100,000 of the gross purse); paid by 
the Bred Fund. This program went into 
effect with Laurel's opening in September 
and expands on die old bonus of 17.5 
percent paid on wins only. The breeder's 
bonus program is paid by the Bred Fund. 

■ A 10-percent stallion owner's bonus 
for a horse that finishes in the top three in 
all races; paid by the Bred Fund, up from 
7.5 percent. The bonuses had previously 
been paid for wins only. 

There's more to the story, of course, 
and the changes did not happen without 
some back-and-forth between the parties - 
over die various funding components 
mainly. As it did with the 10-year agree¬ 
ment reached late last year, the commission 
oversaw the negotiations and the ultimate 
compromise. 
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Quade sees that as the state agency's 
responsibility and called the owner and 
breeder bonuses a key piece in the indus¬ 
try's redevelopment. 

“It's up to us to use the money wisely," 
Quade said of the added revenue from 
slots. “The industry is a three-legged stool 
with the tracks, die owners and the breed¬ 
ers equally invested. The commission's job 
is to manage or oversee all sides of the 
industry for die best interests of racing 
and breeding." 

Maryland's first casino opened in 2010. 
Since then, more than $66 million has been 
raised for purses with another almost $20 
million contributed to the racetrack rede¬ 
velopment fund. 

While even figures like that can't make 
an overnight difference, the revenue has 
made an impact as the farms, tracks, own¬ 
ers, trainers and breeders start to feel the 
return of a healthy business. Regionally, 
Maryland lost ground to earlier slots- 
fueled racing programs in neighboring 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Delaware. 
The new incentives give the state a way to 
compete, and people are noticing. 

For five years, business at Shamrock 
Farm in Woodbine declined by 10 percent 
annually. Some of the attrition was normal, 
but much of it involved clients moving their 
mares to Pennsylvania, thanks to the state's 
rich purses and incentives for breeders 
and owners. Stallions followed the mares, 
meaning Pennsylvania's Thoroughbred 
industry grew while Maryland's shrunk. 
Now, die clients-and mares-are coming 
back. Business at Shamrock was up about 
10 percent in 2013. 

“And we hadn't even finalized anything 
yet," said farm manager Jim Steele. “I foaled 
more mares than I had in the past few years. 
This is going to be a positive thing for own¬ 


ers, trainers and breeders. It helps put us on 
a par with the other states and let's face it, if 
the breeding business is healthy, it's going to 
help the races. This gives people that breed 
in Maryland a chance." 

Steele is realistic, however. A few more 
mares, a few more foals and some anec¬ 
dotal sales increases are all examples of 
momentum not the end of the need for 
growth. Steele talked about a cliche in 
reverse. There's a sign at a store near his 
home that-paraphrased-says “We regret 
to inform you that the tight at the end of 
the tunnel has been turned off. . ." 

In the case of Maryland breeders, 
somebody just installed a new bulb and 
everybody can see. 

“The perception was that we were 
already dead," he said. “Now, people say 
‘whoa, you're turning around.' Perception 
is worth more than reality. We have turned 
around, it's going to take a little time to get 
through the tunnel though." 

Steele sees something in the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry that ensures partici¬ 
pation and, ultimately, recovery in a foal crop 
that has declined 72 percent since 1991. 

“We were losing mares every year and 
they were going to Pennsylvania and we 
were getting beat up," he said. “I under¬ 
stand, but I think Marylanders want to see 
their horses race in Maryland. We have 
good horsemen here, good farms. There's 
something about going where the money 
is, but there's something about wanting to 
stay home too. It all goes hand in hand. If 
our incentive program is comparable to 
other states, then stallions are going to want 
to come into this state, mares are going to 
stay, foals are going to be born here. . ." 

That will be good news in Annapolis, 
where state legislators seem to debate the 
racing/slots relationship annually. There 
are no slots at Thoroughbred racetracks, 
and racing's share goes toward industry 
concerns-purses, owner/breeder incen¬ 
tives and racetrack capital improvements. 

The connection gets tested, however, 
by citizens, legislators and other industries 
seeking assistance. Quade sees a need for 
continued work on the 10-year agreement, 
purse incentives and anything else that 
might help the industry justify itself. 

“It's quite a project trying to turn 
around an industry that's been flagging, 
any industry," said Del. Eric Luedtke of 
Montgomery County. “The state stepped 
up to the plate with significant funding. 
(Breeding incentives) are the types of 
results legislators want to see. They want to 
see the industry helping itself and making 
progress. The industry is working together 
and making good decisions for how to use 
this assistance." 
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Legislators like to see efforts to boost 
breeding and ownership in the state. While 
nothing can prevent horses from other 
areas competing at Maryland tracks, the 
assistance was always intended for in-state 
horses, owners and breeders as much as 
possible. Annapolis wants to see active 
farms producing horses. 

“One of the strongest selling points has 
been protecting the industry, protecting 
die open space and the jobs the industry 
creates,” Luedtke said. “Making sure we 
have actual breeding activity happening 
in the state is a big part of that. The 
assembly didn’t make die investment in 
horses in hope of helping horse owners 
from elsewhere. We were hoping to help 
Maryland’s horse owners, horse breeders 
and Maryland’s farmers.” 

Steele, long an advocate for the farm¬ 
ing/ agriculture industry in Maryland, likes 
to see the progress and the state recognition. 

“We’re not just breeders, we’re not just 
stallions, we’re not just owners, trainers, 
farmers, we’re a combination of every¬ 
thing,” he said of the horse industry. “The 
governor has realized breeding farms 
are good for open space, good for the 
Chesapeake Bay. Farms have a tax base. 
When racing goes bad, people just pick up 
and go to the other state, so it’s all con¬ 
nected and the farms matter.” 

In today’s times of tight state budgets, 
the connection between slots and racing 
frequently gets questioned-in Maryland, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
New York, pretty much anywhere. Luedtke, 
chair of the Finance Resources Subcom¬ 
mittee, says Maryland is no different. 

“There are almost annual efforts to 
defund die purse dedication account and 
we have to make the case to legislators that 
it’s worth the investment,” he said. “On a 
political level (the new incentive program) 
makes it a lot easier to defend.” 

The fall yearling sale and early results 
from Laurel provide the only immedi¬ 
ate data for this effort. Will it lead to 
a larger, healthier Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try? Will the incentives bring more mares, 
stallions, breeders, buyers, owners? Will 
Maryland compete with other slots states? 
Can it return to its place as a regional 
Thoroughbred leader? 

Time will tell. 

Brown unintentionally expanded his 
modest breeding program when a mare 
he thought was barren turned out to be 
in foal. 

Her weanling, and a full-brother to the 
$22,000 yearling, will be part of Fasig- 
Tipton Midiantic’s December Mixed Sale 
in Timonium. The string totals three mares 
and he’s thinking about breeding a fourth. 


“Look at the history of Maryland rac¬ 
ing, the sad part is watching the numbers 
go down,” he said. “We’re not even in 
die top 10 (nationally) anymore. What 
happened? We all know what happened. 
Maybe we can get the mares back. The 
proof’s going to be in the pudding, but 
I really believe once we get these purses 
starting to kick in, it’s really going to make 
a difference. It can bring some excitement 
to the business again.” 

Chanceland Farm sold six Maryland- 
breds, one for $102,000 and another 
for $75,000, at the sale in September. 
Co-owner Bob Manfuso joked about the 
returns being “not bad for amateurs,” but 
he and partner Katy Voss are anything but. 
They breed, buy, sell, prep, raise and race 
Thoroughbreds that fit anywhere in the 
country. And he likes the new program. 

“Bonuses and things have to help 
breeders, absolutely,” Manfuso said. “It 
makes horses more valuable here and at 
die racetrack. But I think we need, very 
candidly, for the tracks to do a better job 
marketing their product and taking care of 
the owners. They’re the end users. They’re 
the ones that matter.” 

And that’s a topic for another discus¬ 
sion. Manfuso also sees a big benefit in 
educating buyers about die Maryland pro¬ 
gram. The state lost ground to other states, 
but now competes in the same arena. 
Inform those end users about the benefits 
of racing in Maryland, he said, and con¬ 
tinue the turnaround. 

Buyer Ellen Charles regularly supports 
the regional programs and welcomes the 
chance to buy and race quality Maryland- 
breds. 

“This is already die best source of 
Maryland-breds and I think it’ll get better 
as things come together,” she said. “(The 
new incentives) are going to bring better 


stallions here because people with better 
mares want to breed to better horses. I’d 
love to buy nice Maryland-breds here.” 

Racing at Laurel resulted in early bonus 
payments, including two qualifying wins 
by Maryland-breds on opening day. Cross 
Mountain, bred by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Friedman, won a $20,000 open claimer 
on the turf. The Friedmans received a 
bonus of $5,301. Owner Equine Service 
received a bonus of $3,392.25. Two races 
later, Sagamore Farm homebred Daring 
Dancer won her debut in a race wordi 
$40,000. The 2-year-old Empire Maker 
filly earned $22,800 in purse money, plus a 
$6,840 breeder bonus and a $3,990 owner 
bonus. That’s $33,630 earned in a race widi 
a $40,000 purse and almost $11,000 more 
than a horse without Maryland roots would 
have made. 

As percentages, bonus payments will 
increase with purses and will expand fur¬ 
ther in the next three years. 

Larry Murray, private trainer for the 
Bender family and manager of its Glade 
Valley Farm in Frederick, feels the prog¬ 
ress even if he cautions the industry-a 
little-about getting ahead of itself. Making 
an impact on the breeding side may come 
more slowly than some anticipate. For 
starters, a foal conceived in 2014 won’t 
be a racehorse until 2017 at the earliest. 
Other states in the region still have a head 
start when it comes to foal population 
and racing opportunities. And the nation’s 
economic climate will still have its say on 
whether racing grows or not. 

But there’s no doubting an impact. 

“It’s going to be huge,” he said of the 
future. “The money coming in is just the 
tip of the iceberg. The atmosphere is a 
lot better. Everybody’s encouraged. We’re 
about to see a resurgence in Maryland rac-

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Making the most 
of a second chance 

Sick at Saratoga, Quality Road colt tops 
strong Midlantic yearling sale at $250,000

T he colt was ready to go. Bay, powerful, well put together and in the 
right spot as a Saratoga yearling on the eve of the sale. His sire, mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner Quality Road, created the necessary buzz. His 
dam, the French Deputy mare Chalonnaise, had produced winners and a 
stakes horse. Her family boasted plenty of black type. His consignor knew 
how to get horses ready, even if Saratoga was the big leagues. 


In a mix of Kentucky bluebloods and 
big pedigrees, the colt fit. 

And then he didn’t. 

Laid low by a case of colic, the bay 
colt went home to CandyLand Farm in 
Delaware after missing out on his oppor¬ 
tunity on die big stage. 

“Picture one of us getting married 
and on die day of our wedding we get a 
104-degree fever and the next day we’re 
fine,” said CandyLand’s Herb Moelis. “The 
bride is not going to think much of you.” 

Not right away anyway. 

Over time, Moelis and his colt proved 
their worth-returning at Fasig-Tip ton’s 
Midlantic Fall Yearlings Sale in Timonium, 
Md., Sept. 30 and topping the list of 289 
sold for a price of $250,000. Bortolazzo 
Stables, a client of leading trainer Todd 
Pletcher, made the purchase and helped 
fuel a banner day which realized gains 
across the board in number sold, gross, 
median and average. 

“We weren’t shocked, but when you go 
through those sales results the nice thing is 
the diversity of owners and the participa¬ 
tion from people from various states and in 
all price ranges,” said Fasig-Tip ton’s Boyd 
Browning afterward. “It’s really a sign of a 
healthy market. It was very encouraging. It 
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just felt good. At 3 o’clock this afternoon 
if you walked in you’d say ‘I’m at a real 
horse sale.’ It’s not like going to the dentist 
or something. People were excited to be 
here, there was a lot going on and that’s 
contagious.” 

The mood certainly spread on the 
sales-topper. Hip 186 in a big book of 
390, the Kentucky-bred made Hip 185 
($126,000) a sales-topper for about a min¬ 
ute as the bids came quickly. Bidding 
by phone, Bortolazzo got a half-brother 
to stakes-winning, graded stakes-placed 
$238,827-earner Nathan’s H Q. Bred by 
Classic Thoroughbreds, the March foal 
is from the family of graded stakes win¬ 
ners Concord Point, A Penny Is a Penny 
and Tasha’s Miracle, stakes winner Simply 
Spiteful and others. 

Moelis breathed a sigh of relief as the 
colt wound up selling for just about the 
average price at the Saratoga sale, and 
rewarded the patience. 

“We were very depressed, all of us,” 
he said of the Saratoga scratch. “You just 
keep prepping and saying, We’re going to 
be OK’ and yet Saratoga to Timonium is 
a little bit of a difference. Up there, the 
feeling is there’s plenty of money. Here, 
you aren’t sure. He got sick the day of 
the sale. It was tough, but the people at 


Fasig-Tip ton were very cooperative, very 
helpful.” 

The colt spent seven weeks at 
CandyLand after Saratoga, and did little to 
change the opinion of Moelis, who passed 
along credit to farm manager Mike Palmer. 

“I knew it was a high-profile horse in 
the sale because we had him in Saratoga,” 
said Moelis. “We’ve always loved this sale 
and he sold for what he should have sold 
for. He’s a nice colt. He looks just tike his 
dad. The Quality Roads I’ve seen don’t 
look like him. He does.” 

Incentive boost 

Much was made about recent news 
surrounding Maryland-bred owner and 
breeder incentives impacting the sale and- 
while difficult to measure—there was no 
doubting a more confident marketplace 
and plenty of discussion about a bright 
future. Seventy-one Maryland-breds sold 
at the sale, none better than Hip 325 at 
$175,000. The Tiz Wonderful colt, bred 
and consigned by Dark Hollow Farm, is a 
half-brother to 2012 Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly Mystic Love (one of 
eight graduates featured on the catalogue’s 
back cover) and buzzed the pavilion late in 
the session. Cary Frommer made the pur¬ 
chase as agent, outbidding Pennsylvania- 
based trainer Butch Reid for the bay. 

A May foal, the colt carries a deep female 
side that includes Mystic Love, grand- 
dam Mystic Dance, Dance Fee, Chancellor 
M. H. and even the great Go for Wand. 
Dark Hollow’s David and Jo Ann Hayden 
claimed stakes winner Mystic Dance, bred 
by Christiana Stables, for $25,000 in 1995. 
She made just three more starts and joined 
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Herb and Ellen Moells, with farm manager 
Mike Palmer (right), topped the sale with a 
Quality Road colt (above), who sold under their 
CandyLand banner for $250,000. 

the broodmare band at Dark Hollow. The 
daughter of Nepal’s six foals to race, led 
by $336,100-earner Dance Fee, all won. 

Daughter Memories of Mystic, by Dixie 
Union, produced Mystic Love, a two-time 
stakes winner by Not For Love. 

The Haydens (who just weaned Mystic 
Love’s full-brother) expected a solid price, 
but beamed at the final number. 

“I thought we could get 75 to 100,” said 
JoAnn Hayden. “He’s got a big, old walk 
on him and he just has a look about him. 

People kept saying his sire seems to have 
more narrow horses than him, but they’ve 
never seen his mother. She’s a stocky thing. 

We had a lot of scopes and a lot of people 
looking, but you never know. He’s a lovely 
colt and we foaled the mare so there’s a 
long connection.” 

A member of the Maryland Racing 
Commission’s breeding industry task force, 

David Hayden worked long and hard to 
help get the new breeder and owner incen¬ 
tives in place. His wife stays out of the 
politics, mostly, but knows her horses. 
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“He’s the big-picture guy, I’m the one 
checking on them and seeing them every 
day,” she said. “The one that sells for 
$5,000 and the one that sells for a $100,000 
get the same treatment and you haven’t a 
clue what the potential is. I know how we 
raise them. I’m happy for the mare, I’m 


happy for us obviously and I just hope he 
does for the new owner what we think he’ll 
be able to do.” 

The session’s top-priced filly waited 
until late, as Hip 380 (nine offerings from 
the end) brought $150,000 from Matt 
Schera. Advised by Maryland trainer James 
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A Maryland-bred Tiz Wonderful colt out of Memories of Mystic brought 
the second-highest price at $175,000 for breeder Dark Hollow Farm.

“Chuck” Lawrence, the Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Stormy Adantic was con¬ 
signed by Paramount Sales and-like the 
Dark Hollow colt-carried a deep female 
pedigree with regional ties. Her dam 
Pontiana was bred in Maryland by Allaire 
duPont, the daughter of multiple Grade 1 
winner Shine Again and top sire Deputy 
Minister. DuPont bred the yearling’s entire 
female side going back to fifth dam Hem 
and Haw. 

That and more attracted Lawrence. 

“Being from that family really attracted 
me,” he said. “I used to go there and 
remember talking to Mrs. duPont about 
horses and was such an admirer of her 
program. I know the family is great and the 
individual is spectacular. She had one of 
the best walks of any filly I saw at die sale.” 

A Connecticut resident, Schera is new 
in the game and has purchased 10 yearlings 
since meeting Lawrence in Saratoga. They 
bought three at Timonium for $240,000, 
after getting two at Saratoga for $585,000 
and five at Keeneland September for 
$825,000. 

“Matt has always been a fan of die game 
but had never owned horses until now, and 
has really stepped up,” said Lawrence. “It’s 
unbelievable to get a chance to buy at that 
level, a great opportunity. We’ve bought 
some nice individuals and we’re excited 
about getting diem to the races.” 

Florida-based buyer Lisa McGreevy 
made a splash on her first trip to the sale, 
buying two for client Champion Equine—a 
Sharp Humor colt for $126,000 and a Not 
For Love filly for $102,000. 

The former, Hip 185, sold just before 
the eventual sales-topper and was con¬ 
signed by Scott Mallory for Tim and Cathy 
Jennings. Bred in West Virginia, die dark 
bay or brown colt was produced from the 
Chief’s Crown mare Cecilia’s Crown and 
is a full-brother to multiple stakes winner 
Princess Cecilia and a half-brother to inter¬ 
national stakes horse Capital Attraction. 

McGreevy paid somewhat less, but had 
to work harder to win a back-and-forth 
batde to land Hip 312 at $102,000. The 
Maryland-bred daughter of Not For Love 
was consigned by Chanceland Farm and is 
out of Lucky Dance, a half-sister to Mary¬ 
land Million Turf winner Broadway Pro¬ 
ducer (by Not For Love). McGreevy pre¬ 
vailed, while on the phone with her client, 
but not before some stressful moments. 

“They’re making you pay a litde bit 
more for good horses,” she said. “I really 
diought we had her earlier and they jumped 
into the game pretty late. She was very ele¬ 
gant, and a good size. The Maryland-bred 
program and Maryland Million options

make a difference, absolutely. I was happy 
with the quality of horses here and I think 
the really nice horses stand out here.” 

Annually a presence at Timonium, 
owner Ellen Charles and trainer Rodney 
Jenkins bought one yearling-spending 
$120,000 for a West Virginia-bred Not 
For Love colt consigned by Bill Reightler, 
agent for O'Sullivan Farms. Hip 63, also 
Maryland Million eligible, is out of mul¬ 
tiple Charles Town stakes winner Sweet 
Annuity. Granddam Roberta Grump 
produced 10 winners, including West 
Virginia-bred standouts Russell Road and 
Shesagrumptoo. 

Like many buyers, Charles and Jenkins 
had to write a big check but were happy 
to do it. 

‘We came here with a line on Maryland 
Million, Maryland-breds, West Virginia- 
breds,” said Jenkins. “Those programs are 
good, and you're seeing pedigrees you 
didn't use to see. The better the programs

the better the horses. It makes these horses 
more expensive, for better or worse for us, 
but if you’re a breeder it’s a good thing. It’s 
the only way racing moves up.” 

Hip 63 fit the bill with his looks, too, 
Jenkins said. 

“Scopey” the trainer said when asked to 
describe his new horse. “I thought he was 
very scopey and covered a lot of ground. 
He had everything Mrs. Charles was look¬ 
ing for.” 

Agent Jimmy Schenck spent $120,000 
to get a colt by Quality Road for owner 
Maggi Moss, and walked away from the 
ring smiling. 

“I thought he was the best horse here, 
he just had the look,” Schenck said. “It’s 
diere. He’s a cool horse. I don’t really know 
how to describe it. He looks like a horse 
that could run in graded stakes. You could 
just picture him doing it.” 

Schenck ought to know. Two years 
earlier, he picked out So Many Ways 
($22,000) for Moss and the filly earned 
more than $700,000 before selling recently 
to Japanese breeders. Schenck thought she 
was the best horse in the sale, too, and 
got a bargain. This year, the agent came 
for a colt, saw Hip 148 at the Chanceland 
consignment and kept coming back for 
more looks. Owned by Marilyn Doetsch, 
the dark bay or brown Kentucky-bred is 
out of Aroma de Mujer, a stakes-winning 
daughter of Trippi with a rich family that 
includes Saint Verre, Aly Mar and others. 
The colt heads to Frank and Goree Smith’s 
Elloree Training Center in South Carolina 
for some early lessons, then to one of 
Moss’ trainers next year. 

Schenck has been buying horses for 
Moss for six years, with several success 
stories (Clear Faith, Free World, a pinhook 
or two) behind him in addition to So Many 
Ways. 

“You get a chance to look at them 
here,” he said. “I’ve practically been sleep¬ 
ing widi this horse since Saturday. I kept 
going back to check on him, make sure 
he’s eating, make sure he’s not running the 
stall or something. I like to spend time with 
them, watch them. I could have scratched 
him on die back ring if he did something, 
but I was pretty sure I was going to buy 
him. I’m not sure how high I was going to 
go but I was going to buy him.” 

Virginia bloodstock agent Debbie 
Easter bought the day’s first six-figure 
horse, a filly by Harlan’s Holiday consigned 
by Charlton for Audley Farm Equine. Hip 
16 sold for $115,000 and the Virginia-bred 
brings a pedigree that includes Toccet’s 
Charm, The Ruler’s Sister, Wallop and In 
C C’s Honor. 


“I thought she was a classy filly by 
breeders that breed nice horses,” said 
Easter. “She’s by a sire that gets real run¬ 
ners so I thought if I could get her for 
around a hundred thousand I was getting 
good value. They raise good horses so 
that’s a good thing and it makes you look 
at them.” 

Easter said she purchased the filly for 
Virginia resident Dianne Manning, who 
has horses with Tony Du trow and Dale 
Capuano. 

Florida agent Barry Berkelhammer 
bought three at the sale, one in his name 


and two in the name of partner Gary 
Mottola. Combined, they cost just shy of 
$200,000, topped by a $75,000 Maryland- 
bred Warrior’s Reward filly consigned by 
Chanceland. The bay filly is out of a half- 
sister to Grade 1 winner Borrego from the 
family of champion Truth of It All, I Ain’t 
Bluffing and Acting Happy among others. 

“I just thought she was a big, balanced 
horse that looked very athletic and by 
a stallion I think is going to be good,” 
Berkelhammer said. “There’s always good 
value here, plenty of good horses and they 
seem to be buyable. People set realistic

reserves, which means they are here to sell 
them. That makes it good for us.” 

Berkelhammer spent $60,000 on a 
Majesticperfection colt from the Candy- 
Land consignment and another $60,000 
on a Discreetly Mine colt from Allied 
Bloodstock. 

Diversity, Strength 
in Marketplace 

Geographically and financially, Fasig- 
Tipton’s Midlantic sales attract a wide range 
of buyers and that’s its strength, according 
to Browning. Well, that and access to qual¬ 
ity horses to sell. 

“You draw a 250-mile circle around 
this sales pavilion and exclude what goes 
into the Atlantic Ocean, you feed so many 
racetracks and there’s so much racing activ¬ 
ity on this central corridor of the East 
Coast,” he said. “It’s at the absolute top of 
the game to very solid regional programs 
to less prominent tracks but still very 


meaningful to the overall sport. There is 
an opportunity to race a horse you buy 
here, whether you want to spend $5,000 or 
$25,000 or $500,000, with an easy drive to 
this place. That translates to buyers and it’s 
really a sign of a healthy market.” 

Prices ranged from $1,000 to $250,000. 
Sales tickets included more than 175 buy¬ 
ers. Horses were bred in Florida, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York, Virginia and West Virginia. 

Those state programs certainly help 
Fasig-Tipton’s numbers and are important 
pieces to the equation. The New York- 
bred yearling sale in Saratoga has grown 
quickly over the past five years. Though 
not restricted, Browning sees Timonium as 
a similar market-attracting yearlings bred 
in a multitude of regional states. 

“Hopefully, by having a strong sale it 
gives people more confidence to bring an 
even better quality horse here next year,” 
he said. ‘You’re only as good as the overall 


product you have an opportunity to sell. 
If people have more confidence in the 
market, then they bring better horses here 
to sell. That means higher numbers for the 
sales company, a better pool of buyers, 
everything.” 0

Will Take Charge seizes 
moment at Parx; Close Hatches 
roars to Cotillion triumph

H all of Fame trainer D. Wayne Lukas has saddled horses from 
coast-to-coast over a period of several decades, yet he’d never 
made a trip to Parx Racing. 

So that’s why longtime Pennsylvania horsemen were abuzz when Lukas 
himself, trademark dark sunglasses and all, was there on the Bensalem 
backstretch to greet Willis Horton’s Will Take Charge as he came off the 
van Sept. 19 to prepare for his engagement in the $1 million Pennsylvania 
Derby~G2 two days later. 




Lukas was an ever-present figure at the 
white-faced chestnut’s side from the time 
he arrived until the minute he loaded into 
die starting gate for the track’s marquee 
event Sept. 21. He held the colt for baths, 
relaxed in a chair outside his stall, super¬ 
vised his morning gallop while holding court 
at the rail, and then oversaw a paddock 
schooling session die day before the race. 

Since his nose victory in the Travers 
Stakes-G1 over the Eric Guillot-trained 
Moreno at Saratoga Race Course Aug. 24,

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Will Take Charge had been embroiled in 
controversy. Guillot accused 21-year-old 
Luis Saez, the rider of Will Take Charge, 
of using a battery, or electrical device, on 
the colt to shock him into running faster, 
based on a post-race video. 

The accusations made national head¬ 
lines and prompted an investigation by the 
New York State Gaming Commission and 
the New York State Police, taking some of 
the luster off the Travers win for Lukas 
and Horton. 

Certainly the Pennsylvania Derby was 
seen as a chance for Will Take Charge to 
prove that the Travers result was legitimate, 
but it was also a chance to leap into the 


race for champion 3-year-old. And to add 
an element of intrigue to the 34th renewal 
of the lVs-mile race, Moreno was back 
for another crack against his Travers con¬ 
queror. Guillot, however, elected to stay in 
California. 

Facing the top pair were five rivals: 
Blue Grass Stakes-G1 winner Java’s War; 
die entry of Transparent and Romansh 
from Godolphin Racing; Battier, cour¬ 
tesy of Todd Pletcher; Fury Kapcori, who 
was sent from Hollywood Park by trainer 
Jerry Hollendorfer; and locally based Speak 
Logistics. 

If Lukas felt any pressure, he never 
showed it, as he mingled with the crowd on 


the fifth floor of die Parx grandstand and 
would have been inconspicuous had he not 
been dressed in a dark blue suit and tie. 

As expected, Will Take Charge and 
Moreno took most of die betting action, 
and what transpired turned out to be 
one of die most memorable Pennsylvania 
Derbies ever. 

Just like he did in the Travers, jockey 
Jose Ortiz gunned Moreno to the lead, but 
the son of Ghostzapper had to overcome 
being crowded at the start by Battier, who 
was piloted by Parx regular Angel Castillo. 
Once recovered, Moreno led into the first 
turn and onto the backstretch, pressured 
throughout by Fury Kapcori, and reeled 
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With Princess of Sylmar staying in New York to tackle Royal Delta a week later, Close Hatches 
dominates the Grade 1 Cotillion for owner/breeder Juddmonte Farms and trainer Bill Mott. 


off fractions of :23.35, :46.74, 1:10.41 and 
1:36.11. 

Will Take Charge, meanwhile, was 
motoring along just off the pace and in the 
three path, as Lukas thought that was the 
best place to be on the track, which was 
deeper than normal. 

At the head of the stretch, Will Take 
Charge appeared to be hopelessly trapped 
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behind a wall of horses. But as Moreno 
tired and drifted off the rail, Saez saw 
an opportunity. He dropped the chestnut 
down and urged him through a wide open¬ 
ing, and he accelerated quickly to leave 
Moreno and the field in his wake. The 
crowd went wild as Will Take Charge took 
charge and powered away to a 214-length 
victory in 1:49.28. 


Despite tiring, Moreno battled back to 
hold off the onrushing Battier, who was 
flying down the stretch after having lagged 
in next-to-last place for much of the race 
and fell short by a neck for second money. 

“I really think we Ve turned the corner 
on this big, gangly horse,” said Lukas of 
die nearly 17-hand son of Unbridled’s 
Song. “He’s getting that explosive kick that 
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you want to see. I would be surprised if the 
best isn’t in front of him.” 

Leading the colt into the winner’s circle 
was a beaming Horton, a retired resident 
of Marshall, Ark. (population: 1,300) who 
was also making his first trip to Parx. After 
the photo was snapped, however, Saez 
dismounted and bolted toward the jockeys’ 
room, despite being implored to come back 
for the trophy presentation with local poli¬ 
tician Tommy Tomlinson and Greenwood 
Racing brass. Instead, Saez rushed to catch 
a flight to Charles Town; later that night he 
would win the $400,000 Researcher Stakes 
aboard Take It Like a Man. 

“This result should go a long way 
towards proving that we won the Travers 
fair and square,” said Horton, who added 
that he first heard about Guillot’s allega¬ 
tions on television and as of that day 
had not been contacted by investigators 
in New York. “For his next race, Wayne 
(Lukas) and I are in agreement that the 
Breeders’ Cup (Grade 1 Classic) is where 
he’s headed.” 

Lukas opined that he thought Will Take 
Charge was now “very much in the pic¬ 
ture” for the 3-year-old championship after 
his back-to-back stakes scores, and that the 
Classic would be the deciding factor. Will 
Take Charge also became the first horse to 
win the Travers and Pennsylvania Derby. 

Horton, whose family owned D.R. 
Horton Custom Homes, the nation’s larg¬ 
est homebuilder based in Ft. Worth, Tex., 
has been involved in racing for a half cen¬ 
tury. With his brother Leon, they got into 
the business with a few horses for several 
years without any great success before put¬ 
ting together Horton Stable. 

One of die first horses purchased by 
the Horton Stable was Partner’s Hero, now 
at stud in Pennsylvania, whom they got for 
$390,000 at the 1995 Fasig-Tipton yearling 
sale in Saratoga. The son of Danzig was 
their first stakes winner and went on to 
win five added-money events, including the 
1997 Kentucky Cup Sprint Stakes-G2, and 
earned $554,731. 

No Princess, No Problem 

The Cotillion Stakes, which shared top 
billing on the card, attracted a quality field 
of 3-year-old fillies for its 44di running. A 
purse of $1 million and Grade 1 designa¬ 
tion should have been enough to entice 
Pennsylvania-bred Princess of Sylmar, the 
pro-tern leader of the division, to Bensalem, 
as owner/breeder Ed Stanco stood to earn 
not only the first-place prize of $556,000, 
but owner and breeder bonuses, too. 

The racing office made a considerable 
push, but Stanco and trainer Todd Pletcher

stood firm, choosing instead to stay at 
Belmont Park for the Beldame Invitational 
Stakes-G1 a week later against older fil¬ 
lies and mares, which included champion 
Royal Delta. The decision to stay home 
in New York turned out to be a wise one 
as the 3-year-old filly upset the odds- 
on favorite in the Beldame-Princess of 
Sylmar’s fourth consecutive Grade 1 win. 

The decision opened the door to Judd- 
monte Farms’ Close Hatches, trained by 
Bill Mott, who made a triumphant return 
to the races after having been sidelined 
since late June with an illness. She captured 
the 1 Lie-mile Cotillion by 2 lengths over 
previously undefeated Sweet Lulu. 

Hollendorfer, who made the trip from 
California to Bensalem to saddle Sweet 
Lulu as well as Fury Kapcori, was trying to 
stretch his filly’s speed two-turns as she was 
coming off a smashing score in the 7-fur- 
long Test Stakes-G1 at Saratoga Aug. 24. 

With Julien Leparoux aboard, Sweet 
Lulu set the pace in the Cotillion, but 
ultimately tired late over the deep track 
as Close Hatches and Mike Smith came 
roaring up to crowd, and then run by her, 
inside the eighth pole. Sweet Lulu was a 
nose better than Street Girl to save the 
runner-up spot. The final time was 1:44.03. 

In the winner’s circle, Hollendorfer was 
one of the first to congratulate Mott on the 
win. Of Sweet Lulu, he said, “I don’t like to 
do this (ship her East), but I wanted to take 
the opportunity to run in a big race with a 
big purse, and I still have the luxury of six 
weeks before the Breeders’ Cup,” Nov. 1-2 
at Santa Anita. 

Of Close Hatches, Mott said, “She got 
away good, and Mike (Smith) put her in 
die clear and she took it to them. For a 
moment diere, I was thinking maybe he 
let her go a litde too early, but it worked 
out well.” 


Smith acknowledged that he probably 
joined the leaders earlier than he would 
have preferred, “but taking any more of a 
hold of her would be the wrong thing to 
do,” he said. “I could have been on the lead 
if I wanted, to be honest with you.” 

While Garrett O’Rourke, racing man¬ 
ager for Juddmonte Farm, said they weren’t 
thinking past the Cotillion, the Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff-Gl might be under consider¬ 
ation. Close Hatches, a daughter of First 
Defence, improved her record to five wins 
from seven starts, and pushed her career 
earnings to $1,007,300. She was bred in 
Kentucky by Millsec Ltd. 

News and Notes 

■ Two other stakes complemented the 
Pennsylvania Derby card: the $300,000 
Gallant Bob Stakes-G3, a 6-furlong 
sprint for 3-year-olds won by Cloud Nine 
Lumoni’s City of Weston at 30-1; and 
the $75,000 Alphabet Soup Handicap for 
Pennsylvania-breds at VA& miles on the 
turf, taken by the grizzled warrior Roadhog. 
Ellendale Racing’s homebred won the race 
in 2010, finished sixth in the 2011 edition 
and was second in 2012. 

■ Parx officials had to be extremely sat¬ 

isfied with their decision to move the 
Cotillion and Pennsylvania Derby to one 
card in late September, positioned six 
weeks before the Breeders’ Cup. While 
attendance wasn’t tallied because admis¬ 
sion to the track is free, on-track handle 
was a robust $534,610 and total all-sources 
handle was an eye-popping $4,985,286. 
It was a sizable increase from last year’s 
Pennsylvania Derby/Cotillion card, when 
on-track handle was $564,554, but total 
handle was $4,361,459, and a big jump 
from 201 l’s on-track handle of $334,332 
and total handle of $3,424,149. Ok

Veteran Immortal Eyes earns De Francis Dash 
win to reach million-dollar mark

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T rainer Damon Dilodovico stood silently at the crosswalk between 
the paddock and the track as Immortal Eyes walked back after 
winning the $350,000 Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash at 
Laurel Park Sept. 21. Jockey Travis Dunkelberger had already delivered 
his thanks to the 8-year-old, patting him four, five, six times at the wire. 
Dilodovico walked to racing’s newest millionaire, patted him between his 
eyes, still quiet, but grateful. 


Then Dilodovico turned and shook 
Dunkelberger’s hand. And that was it. A 
quiet moment of thanks. 

Owned by Robert Abbo Racing Stable, 
Immortal Eyes won his 17th career race, 
earning a De Francis Dash win after hitting 
die board in Maryland’s best sprint stakes 
the previous two years. 

Skipping over a track that went from 
fast to sloppy quickly, Immortal Eyes rel¬ 
ished the exercise, ripping to the lead 
through fractions of :22.31 and :45.13 and 
rolling to a 6%-length win over Saturday’s 
Charm and stablemate Service for Ten. 
Favorite Sage Valley, shipping from New 
York, finished last. Immortal Eyes com¬ 
pleted 6 furlongs in 1:08.47. 

“It was a thrill, we won the Maryland 
Million Classic a few years ago but this 
was our biggest race, to be here, we grew 
up here, gambling,” Dilodovico said. “We 
were here when Mr. De Francis put his 
touch on die whole game, with the Sports 
Palace, to win his race, with his son and 
daughter here, it was pretty cool.” 

Dilodovico credited the team-his wife 
Christine, assistant Mike Geralis (who was 
part of die growing up and gambling 
theme)-and Immortal Eyes for the best 
moment in the trainer’s career. 

It was a long way from running for 
a $50,000 claiming tag this summer at 
Monmouth Park. Riding a two-race losing 
streak, Immortal Eyes lowered a rung at 
Monmouth, devoured optional claimers 
and began a three-race winning streak that 
included Monmouth’s Mr. Prospector and 
Teddy Drone Stakes. 

“Being an 8-year-old, Mr. Abbo thought 
we could get away with dangling him a little 
bit, maybe that confidence boost helped 
him,” Dilodovico said. “I was probably 
more nervous than anybody. No, I take 
that back, my wife who rubs him was the 
most nervous, then me, then the owner, we 
don’t want to lose a guy like this.” 

The son of Greatness finished second 
in the Icecapade Stakes in early Septem¬ 
ber then aimed at the De Francis Dash. 
Reunited with Dunkelberger, who guided 


him to big scores over the years, Immortal 
Eyes turned back time and rivals to increase 
his earnings to $1,090,051. 

Immortal Eyes began his career in New 
York, breaking his maiden for a $35,000 
tag while trained by Angel Penna and 
owned by Castle top Stable. Purchased pri¬ 
vately by Abbo, die Florida-bred made one 
start at Gulfstream Park before making his 
local debut in April 2010. He won 11 stakes 
at Charles Town, Mountaineer, Colonial 
Downs and Monmouth, but hadn’t won a 
big one in Maryland. The De Francis Dash 
fixed that. Disrespected at nearly 10-1, the 
local horse made good. 

“In Maryland, you always want to com¬ 
pete in the Preakness and races like this, 
but I don’t know if I’ll ever have that 
opportunity. To win the De Francis. . . it’s 
huge,” Dilodovico said. “We caught a little 
fire the last three or four years, but when 
we won our biggest races, they were on 
the undercard of the Barbara Fritchie or 
races like that. To be able to compete in 
the showcase, it’s just huge, just awesome.” 

Dilodovico moonlights for Inter¬ 
national Sound, doing anything there is to 


be done during the races. He’ll lay some 
wire, then saddle a horse. That’s his style. 
Before opening day of the Laurel fall 
meet, Dilodovico worked on the roof, then 
nearly jumped off it. 

“We were setting up for opening day, I 
was back and forth on the roof, I walked 
out on the catwalk, and they’re spreading 
dirt all over the inside. I was like, ‘Oh my 
God, they’re killi ng me. They’re going to 
slow this track down,’” the trainer said. 
“As it turned out, that and the rain made it 
perfect for him. That shows you how much 
I know about groundskeeping. I need to 
send some flowers to (director of racing 
surfaces) Robbie Mitten.” 

Dilodovico’s confidence changed as the 
rain came late in the afternoon. With six 
turf races preceding the De Francis Dash, 
die track went from fast and fair to sloppy 
and sealed. Dilodovico watched it and 
began to change his tune. 

“He loves to hear his feet rattle under- 
neadi him,” Dilodovico said. “I don’t feel 
like I’m a real confident person at all, but 
when I walked into die paddock, I had 
such an energy rush and a good feeling 
about it. I don’t know what it was, maybe 
the rain-I was thinking it packed the track 
to how he tikes it-that was as confident as 
you’ll ever catch me before a race. I said to 
my wife, ‘get tied on because this is going 
to be fun.’ That’s about all I’ll ever give 
anybody. Honestly, I’m never confident 
about any of our races, but for whatever 
reason, when I walked up to him, I just got 
a feeling. It was a good feeling.” 
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Wet but overjoyed, the Immortal Eyes team- with trainer Damon Dilodovico and owner 
Robert Abbo, center-met in the Laurel Park paddock for the De Francis Dash presentation.

Ben’s Cat gets there in Dash 

King Leatherbury saw it just like every¬ 
body else. 

“Rosie deliberately carried us out and 
out and out and out/’ said Leatherbury 
when asked what he thought watching the 
$100,000 Laurel Dash. “She was trying to 
win that race using that tactic. I asked the 
stewards afterwards, just for die heck of 
it, if she would have come down and they 
said absolutely.” 

Ben’s Cat made sure stewards didn’t 
need to be involved. The Maryland-bred 
gelding earned his 23rd career victory widi 
a hard-fought decision over Mr. Online. 
Jockey Rosie Napravnik didn’t give an inch, 
putting Mr. Online in the race early and 
drifting out throughout the stretch as Ben’s 
Cat and jockey Julian Pimentel ranged up 
on die outside. The duo finished closer to 
die photographers than the toteboard. 

Owned by Leatherbury’s The Jim 
Stable, Ben’s Cat finished 6 furlongs in 
1:07.40, just .11 seconds off the course 
record. Just think if he ran straight. 

Bred and trained by Leatherbury, Ben’s 
Cat won for the fourth time this year. 
Leatherbury cross-entered his stable star 
in the De Francis Dash (he had beaten 
Immortal Eyes on the dirt in November), 
but after analyzing spots opted to keep 
Ben’s Cat on the turf for the sixth start in 
a row. 

“I told everybody the day entries came 
out, it was 80 percent chance of running 
in the De Francis, then when I started 
analyzing, I changed my mind completely,” 
Leatherbury said. “I got down to three 
horses I wasn’t sure I could beat. I wasn’t 
guaranteed second in the other race. The 
turf race was just too easy to pass up—it 
turned out it wasn’t that easy. It appeared 
to be easy.” 

Mr. Online (and Napravnik) made sure 
of that. Making his seventh start since 
being claimed for $30,000 this past March, 
the 4-year-old made the 7-year-old work 
hard to finally get the decision. Ben’s Cat 
usually gets there and he got there again. 

“That’s his thing, just getting up in 
time, it looks like he knows what to do,” 
Leatherbury said. “He just has that. He’s an

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amazing horse, really. I’m just lucky to fall 
into a horse like this, most people never do. 

“I look back at things that happened 
and I think I didn’t really appreciate them 
when they happened. A lot of things I 
took for granted and didn’t get the enjoy¬ 
ment out of them as I should have, like 
they were supposed to happen. But they're 
not supposed to happen. Like Ben, for 
him to come along, that’s not supposed to 
happen.” 

Tricky Hat prevails in Turf Cup 

Jenn Patterson smiled at Graham 
Motion and company after the $100,000 
Laurel Turf Cup. 

“Hey, you get us plenty of times,” 
said Patterson, assistant for trainer Shug 
McGaughey, when given good-natured 
grief for beating Motion in the turf stakes. 

Motion and McGaughey took turns 
beating each other in photos. Motion got the 
best of McGaughey in the Lady Baltimore 
Stakes when Strathnaver (GB) edged Abaco 
by a head. Two races later, McGaughey 
avenged that defeat as Tricky Hat (Chi) 
turned away Motion’s Eagle Poise by a neck 
in the 1 %-mile Laurel Turf Cup. 

McGaughey continued to reap the 
rewards of his move to Fair Hill Training 
Center as Tricky Hat continued to come 
around in his training and his racing. 
Imported from Chile as a 2-year-old by 
owners Andrew Rosen, Robert Trussell 
and Gainesway Stable, the son of Hat 
Trick (Jpn) won for the second consecu¬ 
tive time. Not coincidentally, the 4-year-old 
gelding has been training at Fair Hill for 
those two victories. 

“He was really kind of a nasty sort 
of a horse, mean, wasn’t really healthy,” 
McGaughey said. “Being at Fair Hill has 
made an absolutely unbelievable differ¬ 
ence. When we sent him down, they said 
they were turning him out and he was 
doing better. I said feed him out there, 
feed him on the ground, do anything you 
want with him. He’s supposed to be used 
to all that.” 

After winning one of two starts in 
Chile, Tricky Hat made his stateside debut 
last summer, finishing seventh on the dirt. 
Freshened, he won his second start when

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switched to the turf for a Gulfstream Park 
allowance in December. He lost four in a 
row from February to July before break¬ 
ing through with a win at Saratoga against 
second-level allowance horses going 1 Vu 
miles. 

“He’s still got a nasty streak to him but 
he’s done remarkable, a much nicer horse 
to do anything with and he’s trained bet¬ 
ter,” McGaughey said. “I talked to Jenn 
after they got back from die races and he 
was turned out already. He came back from 
Laurel and was out in die paddock. You 
can’t do that at a racetrack. They’re stand¬ 
ing in a stall. Fair Hill has made a difference 
in him.” 

Strathnaver rewards 
Maryland choice 

Motion thought big, then thought pru¬ 
dent. The Fair Hill-based trainer contem¬ 
plated sending Strathnaver (GB) to New 
York for the Grade 1 Flower Bowl but 
decided to aim at the Lady Baltimore 
instead. The 4-year-old daughter of Oasis 
Dream (GB) made it work with a resolute 
effort to win die $100,000 stakes over 
Abaco and Hunter Forward (Aus). The trio 
finished a head and a nose apart. 

Owned by Andrew Stone, Strathnaver 
won her American debut at Gulfs tream 
Park in March, then took the Bewitch 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland in April. Motion 
blamed soft turf for a seventh in Belmont’s 
Grade 2 Sheepshead Bay Stakes and a 
stressful plane ride for an eightii in the 
Modesty Handicap-G3 at Arlington Park 
in July. She missed a start at Saratoga when 
the Glens Falls came off the grass, and 
wound up at Laurel. 

“I thought about the Flower Bowl, but 
the more I thought about it, I didn’t think 
I could do die Flower Bowl off her last 
two races, although I felt like I had pretty 
good excuses for those races,” Motion said. 
“The more I spoke to the guys in England, 
I thought it was perhaps ambitious of me 
and we needed to get her back on track. 
This was Plan B if you like.” 

Strathnaver slipped past bettors, return¬ 
ing $26.80 for the win. 

“I couldn’t believe the price. The only 
person I know who had a bet was the girl 
who gallops her, Joanna Patejuk She was 
very high on her.” 

Stakes Roundup 

■ Madame Giry had Cam Gambolati wor¬ 
ried. Cornelio Velaszquez did not. Sent off 
the 4-5 favorite in die Jameela Stakes for 
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Maryland Jockey Club President Tom Chuckas (center) presents a check to Ramon Dominguez for 
the Permanently Disabled Jockeys Fund as part of the festivities honoring the recently retired jockey 


state-bred fillies, Madame Giry used every 
inch of the 6-furlong trip to finally reel in 
Ju Ju Eyeballs. The daughter of Casdedale 
(Ire) earned her seventh career victory, the 
first in a photo. 

Gambolati breathed a big sigh of relief 
after the stakes. 

“I knew she would be back,” the trainer 
said. “Cornelio said he was going to cover 
her up but he liked to give me a heart 
attack but it came out OK, that’s the bot¬ 
tom line.” 

It usually does for die 4-year-old filly. 

Owned by Nutmeg Stable, Madame 
Giry earned her second consecutive win 
after taking the Smart and Fancy Stakes 
in August at Saratoga. Bred by Rain tree 
Thoroughbred Farm, Madame Giry won 
five in a row last year. Freshened for a 
winter campaign, she lost twice, then was 
freshened for a summer campaign which 
began with two losses but turned around 
with the stakes win at Saratoga. Gambolati 
kept her in Saratoga and aimed at Laurel. 

“She hit the gate pretty hard, I assume 
that was one of the causes, I didn’t expect 
to be that far back but Cornelio is a good 
rider, he knows what he’s doing, he has 
patience when things happen,” Gambolati 
said. “We did say one thing, it’s two wires, 
so to be patient with that. Those kind of 
races are usually bang-bang races.” 

Madame Giry made sure of that, cir¬ 
cling wide to run down six-time winner 
Ju Ju Eyeballs at Laurel’s second finishing 
post. 

“She’s a very good filly,” Gambolati 
said. ‘You have to have the right rider, 
because she’s a pretty strong filly. She’s like 
a pet, everybody loves her, but she’s gotten 
aggressive galloping, she’s matured and 
knows what it’s all about. She’s something 
you want to get up to in the mornings, she’s 
a pleasure to be around, she’s a pleasure to 
train and she’s a pleasure with the results.” 

■ Eddie Pies a shipped Yes I’m Lucky 
and jockey Chris DeCarlo to Maryland 
for the $100,000 Laurel Futurity. Sent 
off the marginal favorite over runner-up 


Tiger Bourbon, the son of Yes It’s True 
improved his position at every call, draw¬ 
ing off to win by GVi lengths. Timonium 
maiden winner King Racer finished third. 

Owned by Trilogy Stable and Plesa’s 
wife Laurie, Yes I’m Lucky won for the 
fourth time in five starts. The bay colt took 
his debut at Monmouth, shipped to Calder 
to win the Frank Gomez Memorial Stakes, 
returned to Monmouth to win the Tyro 
Stakes on the turf, then finished second in 
the Grade 3 Sapling. 

■ Hot Squeeze and Aibhilin finished on 
the line together in the $100,000 Selim a 
Stakes. Edwin Rivera knew who won. The 
jockey stood up at the wire and made the 
sign of the cross as Aibhilin galloped out 
with her second career victory, a head deci¬ 
sion over favorite Hot Squeeze. The Parx 
shipper trained by Cathal Lynch reeled in 
the Saratoga shipper over the Maryland turf. 

The daughter of Sky Mesa toyed with 
four rivals in her debut in June at Parx 
before finishing third in Monmouth’s 
Colleen and fourth in the Sorority. Owned 
by David and Margaret Wimer, Aibhilin 
rated in fifth in the SVa-furlong dash as 
Hot Squeeze, a debut winner at Saratoga, 
skipped on the lead. The favorite looked 
secure until the final strides when Aibhilin 
lassoed her late. 

■ Laurel’s first Saturday card of the fall 

meet, dubbed the Fall Festival of Racing, 
included seven stakes and total purses of 
more than $1 million. In addition, the day 
offered a salute to recently retired jockey 
Ramon Dominguez, with an autograph 
session and a donation by the Maryland 
Jockey Club to the Permanently Disabled 
Jockeys Fund. Dominguez started his 
American career in Maryland, leading the 
state in wins twice and winning more than 
1,000 races in five years before moving 
on to New York and stardom. Maryland 
Jockey Club president Tom Chuckas 
announced that Dominguez would receive 
Pimlico Race Course’s 2014 Special Award 
of Merit. %

Going out a winner 

Fourth in Hesse, Jersey-bred Hermosillo 
retires on top for Kenwood Racing, DiMauro

T he winner’s circle celebration was 
designed to double as a retirement 
party for the hard-knocking Hermo¬ 
sillo. But even though the former New 
Jersey-bred Horse of the Year did not 
beat the odds and prove victorious in the 
Charles Hesse III Handicap at Monmouth 
Park one more time, he still got his well- 
deserved fairytale ending. 

Robb Levinsky, the founder and man¬ 
aging partner of Kenwood Racing, realized 
die 9-year-old gelding had lost a step or 
maybe two, so he decided that when the 
meet ended Oct. 6 it would coincide widi 
the end of Hermosillo’s storied racing 
career. Still, Levinsky didn’t have the heart 
to deny the horse a chance in the signature 
event on the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival card Sept. 21. 
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That’s why he and trainer Stephen 
DiMauro ran Hermosillo in the Hesse, 
which showcases the best older male horses 
bred in the Garden State and one he had 
contested five times before, winning in 
2009 and 2011, finishing second in 2010 
and third in 2012. 

Levinsky, who claimed Hermosillo as 
a 4-year-old for $20,000, said before the 
race, “We would not run him if he was 
not doing well. Maybe we’ll get lucky and 
everything will go his way. With an old 
warrior like that, they’re amazing. If he 
gets on the lead and things kind of break 
his way, you never know. I’m not going to 
count him out, but it’s going to be a stretch, 
truthfully.” 

Levinsky’s words turned out to be pro¬ 
phetic. Dispatched at 32-1 and the lon¬ 


gest shot in the field of 11 state-breds, 
Hermosillo did come out of the gate 
smoking and set the pace under Victor 
Santiago all the way to the quarter pole in 
the 1 Vie-mile race. Although he dug in and 
fought valiantly down the lane, he faded 
and settled for fourth behind Sierra Ancha, 
In God’s Country and Crafty Concorde. 

The losing effort was no disgrace in the 
eyes of his connections. Moreover, there 
was no regret that the horse known around 
the barn as “Handsome Herman” would 
soon be moving on. He got one more 
chance, finishing last in an optional claimer 
on the track’s closing day card. 

“I’m very happy with him and that’s 
why we’re ending his career the way we are. 
He’s not unsound and we could scrape out 
another year, we could drop him down to 
$10,000 claiming, and he would win races 
and we’d get good money for die Jersey- 
bred awards,” said Levinsky, who noted 
he’s owned more talented horses but never 
one who meant as much to him. “But we’re 
not doing that and didn’t want it to be like 
that for him. He’s given us everything he 
had and more, and we wanted him to go 
out on top. We absolutely owe him that 
much. We feel strongly about that, and all 
of us share in that.” 

Hermosillo was bred by Eddie Broome 
and foaled Feb. 9, 2004. He is a son of Sea 
of Secrets out of Exquisite Affair and his 
maternal grandsire is Black Tie Affair (Ire). 
A winner of 11 of 76 starts, Hermosillo 
bankrolled $679,031, and won honors as 
die New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year 
and champion handicap horse in 2011, a 
year made 14 starts. 

“He got a proclamation from the leg¬ 
islature,” said Levinsky. “That year was 
really satisfying. He worked so hard and 
came close in 2009, and 2010 wasn’t quite 
as good for him, but at 7 years old in 2011 
he really blossomed. It was a dream year. 
It was wonderful to see him get that award 
and get that recognition. That was really a 
wonderful experience for us.” 

But diose days are behind him. Luckily, 
Hermosillo is retiring as a sound and 
healthy horse, and as much as the Kenwood 
partners would have preferred he remain in 
the Garden State, he was headed to a new 
retirement farm either in Virginia with 
Barbara Luna or Adam Parker’s T Square 
Stud in Ocala, Fla., where Hermosillo 
spent the winter many years ago after being 
claimed. 

“He has a huge fan club and I would 
really have liked his home to be in New 
Jersey, but tight now they are the two 
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places that I have under consideration/’ 
Levinsky said. “There are a million places 
where I could just send him out for retire¬ 
ment, but I don’t want to lose ownership 
of him and have him go off and be God 
knows what and God knows where. So 
we’re going to put him in a place that will 
be his permanent home so we can see him. 
He’s going somewhere we can monitor 
him and be with people who love him and 
would never let anything bad happen to 
him.” 

DiMauro’s shedrow won’t be the same 
without him. 

“He’s been here for six years and we’re 
going to miss him very much. It’s not going 
to be the same when he leaves,” said the 
trainer. “He’s a quiet, no-nonsense type. 
He likes to be up in front of the stall, but 
he was never a problem and never tried to 
bite anyone.” 

Hermosillo, who also never turned 
down a mint or a rub on his muscular neck, 
was a gritty competitor, and all racehorse. 

“The only part I don’t know is if he’ll 
miss the track. I think he’s going to adapt 
fine, but if he really hates the farm, then 
we’ll find a job for him at the track that he 
will want to do, like being a lead pony for 
the stable,” said Levinsky. “If he hates it 
we’ll find him a second career and a low- 
stress job. After all of the joy he’s given to 
us, we’re going to make sure he’s happy.” 

SIERRA ANCHA CHARGES 
TO HESSE WIN FOR BARNEY 

Four-year-old Sierra Ancha upset the 
Hesse at almost 13-1 for owner/breeder 
Ramona Barney. The son of Mo Mon ral¬ 
lied from well back-for the first half-mile 
he was 20 lengths behind Hermosillo-to 
score by a half length over fellow closer 
In God’s Country. The winner covered the 
distance in 1:45.92 in his stakes debut. 

Trained by 8 5-year-old Edward 
Barney, the chestnut gelding was ridden 
by Shannon Uske. “He got a very good 
ride,” said Barney, who has been training 
at Monmouth Park since 1947. “Shannon 
knows him, she’s the only one who has rid¬ 
den him, and she’s won three on him now.” 
Sierra Ancha has a record of 13-3-2-4 and 
earnings of $134,125. 

The gelding is a fourth generation 
homebred for the Barneys, who own and 
operate a farm in Colts Neck. 

RIBO BOBO DOWNS 
TOUGH GROUP IN ICECAPADE 

There can be no arguing with perfec¬ 
tion. Certainly not by trainer Jason Servis. 


Servis claimed back Ribo Bobo for the 
bargain price of $6,250 at Gulfstream Park 
in March and won the $75,000 Icecapade 
Stakes with him six months later. The geld¬ 
ing has won all eight of his starts in 2013 
(through Sept. 29) and is tied in second for 
most wins in the country this year. 

“He’s super,” said Servis. “We love 
him. He’s like the barn pet with Ju Ju.” Ju 
Ju Eyeballs, who won the Just Smashing 
and Miss Woodford Stakes at Monmouth 
during the meet, was also claimed at 


Gulfs tream over the winter for the same 
owner, Mr. Am ore Stables. 

Florida-bred Ribo Bobo, a 5-year-old 
gelded son of Louis Quatorze out of the 
Private Terms mare Private Prom Party, 
didn’t just win the 6-furlong Icecapade 
Sept. 2, he ran away with it under Gabriel 
Saez, beating by 5 lengths Immortal Eyes, a 
two-time Monmouth stakes winner earlier 
in the season who would come back to win 
die Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash at 
Laurel three weeks later. Others behind 
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Coming from far back, Sierra Ancha surprised when getting to the wire first in the 
Charles Hesse III Handicap, headliner of Monmouth Park’s New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival.

Ribo Bobo came into the year with 
just five victories in 37 previous starts and 
hadn’t won an added-money event since 
the Foolish Pleasure Stakes at Calder as a 
2-year-old. When starting off his streak 
this year—six of the wins have been for 
Servis-Ribo Bobo might have been a little 
confused about which barn to call home. 

Servis haltered Ribo Bobo for $8,000 
Jan. 9 at Gulfstream Park, but then lost 
him through the claim box when the horse 
ran next out at the same track Feb. 21 for 
$6,250. In his following race, and still at 
Gulfstream, Servis dropped the slip in the 
box but had to survive a six-way shake to 
snap a shank on the halter at the end of 
die race. 

He hasn’t run him for a tag since. 

“He’s a nice old class horse. He’s got 
some issues, but they are manageable. 
Any old horse who tries hard every time 
has issues. It’s the ones who don’t try who 
don’t have any,” said the trainer. “We’re 
having fun with him and we’re excited 
about him.” 

PRINCESS PERFECT GIVES 
TRAINER FIRST STAKES WIN 

Not only did former claimer Princess 
Perfect upset die $60,000 Jersey Girl 
Handicap for state-bred fillies and mares 
as part of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
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Festival, her gate-to-wire win gifted trainer 
Claudio Gonzalez with his first stakes win. 

Gonzalez, the longtime assistant to Juan 
Serey, was sizzling hot at the Jersey Shore 
in only his second year. He visited the win¬ 
ner’s circle two other times Sept. 21, and it 
was one of several multiple win days for 
die up-and-comer, who had risen to third 
in the Monmouth Park standings with 26 
wins and was fourth with $691,900 in earn¬ 
ing through Sept. 25. 

In 2012, Gonzalez runners made 43 
starts, won six and earned $147,950. With 
three months left in 2013, his numbers had 
skyrocketed to 44 wins from 198 starts and 
$1,077,355 in purses. 

His score in the Jersey Girl with Somraj 
Singh’s Princess Perfect, who went off 
at 9-1 and led throughout, finishing 114 
lengths in front of First Acquital, was 
applauded by five-time Monmouth leading 
trainer J. Willard Thompson. He and his 
wife, Carol, bred Princess Perfect at their 
Quiet Winter Farm in nearby Colts Neck. 

“Whether I own them or not, I’m 
always happy to see one of die horses I 
bred do well,” said Thompson, who cap¬ 
tured the 2007 Jersey Girl Handicap with 
Jenny Bean Girl. “Besides, then I get the 
breeders’ awards.” 

Thompson broke Princess Perfect, a 
5-year-old daughter Crafty Friend, at his 
farm and sold a half interest in her when 
she was a yearling. Racing at Monmouth, 
Princess Perfect didn’t find the winner’s 


circle until her 15 th try in July of her 4-year- 
old season. This past April Gonzalez hal¬ 
tered her for $7,500 at Parx Racing. 

“We had to run in Philadelphia in the 
winter and that’s where she was claimed,” 
said Thompson. A fixture on the New 
Jersey racing and breeding scene for 
decades, Thompson enjoyed a solid meet 
of his own at Monmouth. Through Sept. 
25, he ranked eighth in the standings with 
14 wins. 

“Thank God,” he said. “I have just 14 
in training and I own most of them or half 
of them, and that makes it a lot easier. At 
the farm we’ve got four yearlings, all fillies, 
and five foals, four fillies and a colt, who 
will be weaned. I’ve only got five brood¬ 
mares now.” 

One is Venus Star, by Private Terms. 
A half-sister to Oliver’s Twist, she is the 
dam of Peri Whan, whose name means 
“end of the road’ in Persian. Peri Whan 
was a Thompson stable star during the 
Monmouth meet, winning twice and fin¬ 
ishing second three times in six starts. 

GEEKY GORGEOUS TAKES DOWN 
BOYS IN BREEDERS HANDICAP 

In the other of the three stakes on New 
Jersey Festival Day, Geeky Gorgeous, win¬ 
ner of the Regret Stakes on the Haskell 
Invitational card in her previous start, 
stepped back in against state-breds and 
defeated six males in the $60,000 New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap at 6 furlongs. 
A winner by 2 lengths, she completed the 
distance in a snappy 1:09.94. 

Ridden by Joe Bravo and trained by 
owner/breeder Danny Lopez, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Devil His Due enhanced 
her reputation as one of the best New Jer- 
sey-breds in training and upped her record 
to seven wins, three seconds and three 
thirds from 14 starts with $306,140 in earn¬ 
ings. This year she has two wins from four 
starts and was second in the Open Mind 
Handicap in her first start of the year. 

GRADE 3 SAPLING STAKES 
GOES TO DUNKIN BEND 

The track’s only graded stakes in 
September, the $100,000 Sapling Stakes-G3 
for 2-year-olds, saw even-money favorite 
Dunkin Bend notch his first stakes win 
when he defeated a short field which 
included a pair of Eddie Plesa Jr.-trainees, 
Yes I’m Lucky and Run for Logistics.

Claiming Farm 

Led by Paliuli, former veterinary student 
Hamm makes progress with new additions

J ennifer Hamm hasn’t been training 
very long, but she’s already demon¬ 
strated her ability to improve a horse 
off the claim. 

Hamm, on behalf of new owner A1 
Lupcho Jr. of Vineland, N.J., dropped a 
$6,250 slip July 20 for Paliuli, a 4-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Activist. In 
her previous start, Paliuli had finished off 
die board in the Wiseman’s Ferry HBPA 
Stakes at Penn National. 

“I met Mr. Lupcho on July 20 for the 
first time,” said Hamm, who previously 
worked with the New Vocations retirement 
program at Penn National but had to step 
aside when her mother was diagnosed widi 
cancer. “He said two things, one of them 
being, ‘Let’s claim a horse tonight.’ He told 
me not to even bother looking at her in 
die paddock, her (Thoro-Graph) numbers 
looked great, which he uses to base every¬ 
thing on.” 

Hamm ran Paliuli back in a starter 
allowance Aug. 9 and she ran fourdi by a 
head. Her next start, also in a starter allow¬ 
ance Aug. 29 with jockey Jorge Vargas Jr. 
aboard, resulted in a half-length victory, 
and she earned a nice paycheck of $12,960 
for her new connections. 

“It was awesome,” said Hamm of 
Paliuli’s win. “I give a lot of credit to Jorge, 
who came up from Pliilly just to ride her 
that night. His agent, Donna Servis, told 
me after die race, Jorge kept saying the 
entire ride up here that he had a feeling 
about this filly tonight.’ I was confident 
with Vargas aboard, as he’s patient and 
makes a move at the right time.” 

The win was the fifth of die year for 
Paliuli, putting her into a tie as the second- 
winningest horse at Penn National, one 
victory behind leader Reign Suzanne. 

“Paliuli was very spoiled die night after 
she won, as she ate almost half a bag of 
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peppermints and as much grass as her 
heart desired,” said Hamm. “She has so 
much heart and loves to run-I wish all 
horses were like her. She knows when it’s 
race time and her entire demeanor changes. 
She aims to please and she doesn’t like to 
lose.” 

Hamm also has two other horses for 
Lupcho: Sordid (claimed for $7,500 Aug. 3) 
and Brandon Luis Carlo, who came from 
Parx and finished second Aug. 16. 

The 27-year-old Hamm, a native of 
Reading, Pa., attended the University of 
Tennessee at Martin, with the hopes of 
becoming a veterinarian. While there, she 
was a member of the school’s rodeo team, 
excelling in barrel racing and goat tying. 

Hamm worked as a groom at Penn 
National and then as an assistant to train¬ 
ers Jeremiah Englehart and Ronald Rogers 
before venturing out on her own. She 
saddled her first career winner, Johnny’s 
Here, on April 14, 2012. 

GROFF FINDS SUCCESS 
WITH SMALL STABLE 

Trainer Erin Groff has been quietly 
compiling some solid numbers at Penn 
National this season, with her small barn 
winning at 17 percent and finishing in the 
money more than 33 percent of die time. 
One of her victories in September came 
with Robert Falcone’s Classy Senorita, who 
triumphed in die first race Sept. 14, win¬ 
ning by 9 lengths under Angel Rodriguez. 

Groff, who previously trained under 
her maiden name of McClellan, recorded 
her first win in 2010 with her first starter, 
Elmer’s Gypsy Rose. 

The native of East Hanover Township, 
Pa., was a veterinary assistant for Dr. Kevin 
Brophy when she was 16, when his practice 
was largely based at Penn National. From 




there, she said her love for horse racing 
blossomed. 

“I grew up showing in 4-H Clubs and 
always had a love for the horses,” said 
Groff. “But it didn’t take me long to fall in 
love with racing.” 

Groff groomed and galloped horses 
at Penn National through her high school 
years and then during college at Lebanon 
Valley, in nearby Annville, Pa. 

“Eventually, because of my son and 
wanting to do better for myself, I got my 
trainer’s license and quickly realized that 
I had a lot to learn,” said Groff. “I have 
been so blessed to have met some great 
people that have supported and helped 
me greatly. I started with just two horses 
in training and always did my own gallop¬ 
ing and grooming. I still have only grown 
to about six horses and still love galloping 
my own horses, but sometimes hire addi¬ 
tional help to gallop. I have also hired a 
groom, Andrew Depalmo, and we groom 
the horses together.” 

Groff said she’s content that her stable 
is small and she’s able to be hands-on with 
all her horses. 

“Overall, the business and Penn 
National have been very rewarding for 
me,” said Groff. 

OTERO GETS 2,000TH WIN 

Jockey William Otero, a regular at 
Penn National for the last decade, won his 
2,000tli career race Sept. 5 aboard Burst 
Away for trainer Lester Stickler Jr. Otero, 
a native of Puerto Rico who began rid¬ 
ing on the Florida circuit before moving 
to Grantville in 2003, said the milestone 
ride was a “very happy and emotional 
moment.” 

Otero was Penn National’s leading rider 
in 2004 (166 wins), 2008 (126) and 2009 
(176). 

Through racing of Sept. 24, Otero 
was in second in die rider standings with 
91 wins, behind David Cora (123 wins). 
Matthew Rispoli was third with 83 victo¬ 
ries. 

On die trainers’ side, John Locke led 
all other conditioners with 68 victories, 10 
more than Tim Kreiser. David Wells was 
third with 53. 

CLOSING POINTS 

■ The Tim Woolley-owned and -trained 
Airgead won the final turf race of 2013 
when he triumphed in a $35,960 allowance 
event at 1 mile, 70 yards, over a firm course 
Sept. 20. 
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With Otero aboard, the George 
Strawbridge Jr.-bred son of Badge of 
Silver gave his supporters a thrilling run 
for their money as he launched a rally from 
near the back of the 12-horse field in mid¬ 
stretch to run down the leaders and win by 
three-quarters of a length. 

It was the third win at Penn National 
this year for die 3-year-old Airgead, pur¬ 
chased by Woolley for $2,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 
Unraced at 2, he has earned $75,560. 

Fair Hill-based Woolley was putting the 
finishing touches on a strong season, tying 
a career high with 14 wins through Oct. 10. 

■ Trainer Doug Nunn saddled Red Jack 
and then climbed aboard the gelding and 
guided him to a neck victory in a 1 -mile 
turf event that was part of the International 
Fegentri Race for the Amateur Riding 
Association Sept. 6. 

Although Red Jack, a gray 4-year-old 
son of Exchange Rate, bore out during the 
stretch drive, Nunn was able to straighten 
him out and he crossed the finish line first 
at odds of 28-1, toting 145 pounds. The 
top four finishers where separated by less 
than a length, with Fabrizio Perego finish¬ 
ing second aboard Gospel Hour, followed 
by Allen Rice riding Gogolego, and Paul 
Madden with Azulyekit.

I t was a September to remember at Parx 
Racing, thanks to the racing office's 
efforts to create cards offering rich add- 
ed-money events every weekend. 

The stakes fest kicked off Sept. 2 with 
four stakes topped by the $350,000 Smarty 
Jones Stakes-G3, named in honor of the 
horse that put die Bensalem oval on the 
map back in 2004. 

Pat Chapman, who bred and owned 
Smarty Jones, was in the winner's circle to 
hand out the trophy to the connections of 
winner Edge of Reality, which included 
Smarty Jones' jockey Stewart Elliott. He 
piloted Edge of Reality, trained by Tony 
Dutrow, to a gate-to-wire victory over the 
muddy track, holding off a determined 
Speak Logistics in a battle to the wire in 
1:42.20 for the mile and 70 yards. 

“It's so cool to see Stewart (Elliott) win 
this race," said Chapman. 

Owned and bred in Pennsylvania by 
The Elkstone Group, Edge of Reality 
had finished third in die Curlin Stakes at 
Saratoga Race Course prior to the Smarty 
Jones.

All four of Edge of Reality's career 
wins have come at Parx, including his 
maiden-breaker at first asking Jan. 14. The 
win boosted his earnings to $354,555. 

Although die son of Lawyer Ron— 
Our Nancy Lee, by Touch Gold, earned a 
free nomination, entry and starting fee to 
the $1 million Pennsylvania Derby Sept. 
21, Dutrow said it “wouldn't be fair to the 
horse" to run back in only 18 days. 

The rest of the afternoon proved to 
be extremely profitable for Elliott, as he 
also captured the $350,000 Turf Monster 
Handicap-G3, at the expense of favor¬ 
ite Ben's Cat, aboard 28-1 shot Storm - 
ofthecentury for former Bensalem-based 
trainer Lou Ruberto, as well as a $69,750 
maiden special weight for John Servis, 
Smarty Jones' trainer, aboard Fox Hill 
Farms' Nutmeg, a 2-year-old daughter of 
Lemon Drop Kid. 

In the two other stakes on the card,

paigned the son of Sir Shackle ton for his 
West Point Thoroughbreds in Canada widi 
trainer Mark Casse. 

The chestnut placed in the Coronation 
Futurity at Woodbine as a 2-year-old and 
competed in the Queen's Plate at 3, but an 
injury detected after a race at Woodbine 
in June 2012 sent him to the sidelines for 
nearly 10 months. 


When he returned to competition, 
Enduring Star found himself in the Parx 
barn of trainer Guadalupe Preciado, who 
handles a string for West Point.

Action Packed 

Speedy little sister Sheer Drama rolls 
to course record for Queen, Dutrow

H er name is Sheer Drama, and when 
the curtain rose on the Laurel Park 
fall meet Sept. 19, her performance 
received rave reviews. 

Running on opening day and making 
just her fourth start for owner/breeder 
Harold Queen and trainer Tony Dutrow, 
Sheer Drama dusted off four other fillies 
and mares as she overcame trouble at the 
break, got to the front, and then romped 
to a widening 8%-length victory under 
Stewart Elliott in a first level allowance race. 

If the ease with which the 3-year-old 
chestnut filly won and the margin of victo¬ 
ry seem striking, consider that her accom¬ 
plishment established a new track record 
of 1:41.79 for about IVu miles and eclipsed 
the old mark that was .34 seconds slower 
and set by Encaustic in 2010. 

“I was there and was so surprised/’ 
Dutrow said. “Obviously, it was impressive 
how easily she did it, but it was very, very 
thrilling that she set the track record as 
well. We’re really excited about her.” 

The Florida-bred, by Burning Roma out 
of the Notebook mare Riveting Drama, 
has speed and plenty of it and it runs in 
the family. She’s a full-sister to Queen’s 
multiple stakes-winning sprinter Little 
Drama and a half-sister to 2010 champion 
sprinter Big Drama, who won the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint gate-to-wire. 

But this filly likes it better going two 
turns. 

After failing to break her maiden in her 
first two starts, at a mile at Delaware when 
second to eventual Delaware Oaks-G2 
winner Dancing Afleet in June, and going 
7 furlongs at Belmont in July, Sheer Drama 
went to Saratoga and won an $85,000 maid¬ 
en special weight. The 9-furlong race turned 
into a fight, but she got there—winning by 
three-quarters of a length. 

“She has such a long stride on her that 
her best races will be at one-mile-and- 
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an-eighth, one-mile-and-a-quarter, or even 
one-mile-and-three-eighths. Her stride is 
really beautiful,” said Queen. “She’s by 
Burning Roma (a multiple graded stakes 
winner on dirt and turf) and he han¬ 
dled distance. Tony (Dutrow) trained and 
developed him for me, and we took him 
to the Breeders’ Cup (Juvenile in 2000). 
Unfortunately, he drew the 14 hole. But 
he still came running and only got beat 2 
lengths for it all (finishing fourth).” 

Sheer Drama’s career debut was delayed 
when she suffered bucked shins as a 2-year- 
old and Queen opted to give her plenty 
of time to recuperate at the Nelson Jones 
Training Center in Ocala, Fla. When he 
sent her to Dutrow earlier this year, she 
blossomed. 

“Thank God. She’s sound and she’s an 
awfully nice filly with a lot of promise,” 
said Queen. “I think she’s die best one I’ve 
had since Big Drama.” 

Rave reviews indeed. 

TRACK DRAWS PRAISE FOR START 

The operation at Laurel also generates 
high praise, especially from the horsemen 
who ship in after their summer and early 
fall meets along the East Coast close up 
for die season. 

John Assimakopoulos, who runs the 
outfits for himself, his father, Charlie, and 
New York based-trainer David Jacobson, is 
among the contingent of top-ranked New 
Englanders who call Maryland home until 
Suffolk Downs reopens in late spring. 

“I’m already here,” said Assimakopoulos 
at the end of September even though the 
meet at die East Boston track doesn’t wrap 
up until the first Saturday in November. 
“The people here treat us like gold and 
they do a fantastic job of maintaining the 
track and bodi of the turf courses. It’s a 
wonderful operation and the purses keep 
getting better and better. They’re doing the 


right thing by increasing them gradually. 
The only bad thing I can say about Laurel 
is that the competition is pretty tough now. 
You’ve got to have a runner when you go 
down there now, that’s for sure.” 

John Rigattieri, New England’s lead¬ 
ing trainer year in and year out, and Jay 
Bernardini, die winner of the 2012 out¬ 
standing trainer award bestowed by the 
New England Turf Writers Association, 
also compete at Laurel. 

“The competition is wicked now,” said 
Bernardini. “But die management is very 
nice and diey treat us very well and do a 
really nice job. The track is fantastic and 
there is a huge amount of opportunities 
to run on the turf, which is also in excel¬ 
lent shape. The racing is great, Georganne 
(Hale, the racing secretary) is great, and the 
purse structure is obviously great. But it is 
extremely competitive.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Sheer Drama’s track record was just 
one of the noteworthy happenings at 
Laurel-other than the Fall Festival of 
Racing with seven stakes races offering six- 
figure purses Sept. 21 —during the first two 
weeks (seven live days) of the meet. 

■ J.D. Acosta, fresh off his fifth riding 
tide at Timonium, achieved a career mile¬ 
stone when he notched win number 2,500 
aboard Haywired in the second race Sept. 
28. He also won the fifth race on die card 
for Dutrow witii Lulu Le’ Mon, and dien 
headed out to compete at Charles Town 
that evening. Riding by day in Maryland 
and by night in West Virginia has been 
the norm for Acosta since the rider, who 
turned 32 Oct. 1, arrived from Puerto Rico. 
But he was changing up his schedule to 
compete seven days per week at Laurel and 
at Parx to keep himself fresher. 

■ Trevor McCarthy, the 18-year-old jockey 
who finished second in the standings at the 
track’s winter meet but dien was sidelined 
for a couple of months after breaking his 
left tibia in a training accident at Laurel in 
April, rushed out of the gate with five wins 
in the early going to stand tied at the top of 
the leader board with Julian Pimentel and 
Matt Rispoli.

Galiana, twice a big-priced winner 
at Saratoga, scores on Owners’ Day

G aliana turned plenty of heads when 
she pulled a pair of upsets at this 
year’s Saratoga Race Course meeting. 
The first came at monstrous odds the 
third day of the meet, as the New York- 
bred Stonesider filly rambled from off 
the pace to win the July 21 finale. The 
victory didn’t catch owner/trainer Rodolfo 
Romero by surprise. The only thing that 
did was her price, as she returned $141.50. 

The second came 18 days later-at sig¬ 
nificantly lower odds of 7.50-to-1 that 
made her die fifth choice in a field of 10 at 
the same Qh -furlong distance-and again 
Romero was not the slightest bit shocked. 
That win earned a trip to stakes competi¬ 
tion 11 days later and Galiana caught a salty 
group of older New York-bred female 
sprinters and finished fifth of six in the 
6-furlong Union Avenue Stakes. 


Romero, knowing that Galiana was 
eligible for Delaware certified races, 
regrouped and set course for die Sept. 14 
Owners’ Day program. The $75,000 Tax 
Free Shopping Distaff going 6 furlongs 
on the main track caught his eye, one of 
six Thoroughbred stakes on the card for 
horses who started at Delaware Park in 
2013 or were Delaware-bred or certified. 

Galiana delivered another upset, just as 
she did at Saratoga and this time at the 
expense of a heavy favorite, and won for the 
fourth time in six starts this season. Abel 
Lezcano, aboard Galiana since her first Sara¬ 
toga win, guided her 1 % lengths clear of 
Cabo Time in 1:10.88. A and Out was 
another 4 lengths back, a neck ahead of 3-10 
favorite Bryan’s Jewel in the field of five. 

So, considering all that the filly who 
broke her maiden for a $7,500 tag at 


Delaware Park a litde more than three 
months earlier has accomplished, was 
Romero finally caught off guard? 

“No, but when you go in a stakes race 
anything can happen you know?” the train¬ 
er said a few days after the latest victory. 
“The only horse that was in there, the 
favorite (Bryan’s Jewel), scared me a little 
bit. But once the races started I wasn’t wor¬ 
ried. He rode her great and the filly tried 
really hard.” 

Bred by John Behrendt and Charles 
Marquis, Galiana wound up with Romero 
after he bought the then-unraced filly last 
fall. She runs in the name of Triple R 
Stable, a partnership that includes the 
trainer. 

“I bought her as a 2-year-old,” Romero 
said, not revealing the price. “He was going 
to Florida for the winter; that’s when I 
bought her.” 

The latest victory, worth $45,000, 
boosted her career bankroll to $145,040. 

The Tax Free Shopping Distaff also 
got Romero thinking about a return trip to 
New York, though she’d likely have to face 
die likes of Willet, Clear Pasaj, Beautiful 
But Blue and others. 

Romero also said he’d like to stretch 
out the filly, who is out of the unraced 
Interprete mare Baby Jess (Arg). 

“For her next race I want to see if she 
can go a mile,” Romero said. “The way 
she runs I think she can go longer. I want 
to take her back to New York, to see if 
she can go longer. Going longer like that 
she might not get as much pressure, she 
can get comfortable and everything. I like 
Belmont, that stretch is so long, so she’ll 
have a lot of time to make her run.” 

NEAR PERFECT ON TURF 

Whether it’s Arnaud or Leigh listed in 
die program doesn’t matter much, since 
the Delacour approach is very much root¬ 
ed in a team methodology. Thanks to an 
influx of horses such as Final Escrow, the 
husband and wife are clicking along at a 
strong clip this season. 

Final Escrow, a 4-year-old Bernardini 
filly sent to the Delacours by Waterville 
Lake Stable on the advice of his former 
boss, added to the Fair Hill-based couple’s 
strong season with a victory in the $75,000 
George Rosenberger Memorial Stakes on 
the Owners’ Day card. 

Arnaud Delacour gets the official credit 
for this one, his 22nd victory of the season 
and 11 di at the Delaware meet. The latter 
total is good for a tie for 13th in the stand¬ 
ings (through late September) and Final 
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Waterville Lake Stable’s Final Escrow scores in the George Rosenberger for Arnaud and Leigh Delacour. 


Around the Ovals 


Escrow is his second stakes winner of the 
season, along with Margano, winner of the 
Eight Thirty Stakes July 8 at Delaware. 

“We can’t complain, we’ve got a nice 
bunch of owners and therefore nice horses,” 
said Arnaud Delacour, whose wife had 11 
wins in her name this year through Sept. 
24. “We’re very fortunate, they trust us and 
we try to do the right thing by the horse.” 

Final Escrow didn’t need much tin¬ 
kering to get on die right path this sea¬ 
son. Stakes-placed twice in New York and 
fourth in the Grade 3 Monmouth Oaks 
while racing in Leigh’s name in 2012, 
Final Escrow returned from more than six 
months on the sidelines in a pair of main 
track races to start this season. She was 
third and fourdi in those races, the latter 
die $75,000 Monmouth Beach Stakes in 
late May before another short break. 

When she returned it was on the grass, 
something the Delacours thought would 
suit the filly out of the El Gran Senor mare 
Escrow Agent. Final Escrow was second in 
her first attempt on turf, a 1 Vis-mile allow¬ 
ance in early July at Delaware, before a win 
going the same distance a month later at 
Monmouth. 

“We gave her a break last year, nothing 
was really wrong with her but we put her 
away thinking she might improve a bit with 
age,” Arnaud Delacour said. “She did well 
when we brought her back. . . she ran OK, 
but the dirt division is tough, a little tough¬ 
er than I thought. So we breezed her once 
on (turf), she loved it and here we are.” 

The Delacours started looking at the 
Rosenberger for Final Escrow about two 
months earlier and when they got there 
it wasn’t going to be an easy task. Not 
easy thanks to the presence of stablemate 
Tippie Tap, who carried significandy more 
turf experience and wound up the 2-1 
favorite with the scratch of the Matz- 
trained Miss Lam our. 

Tippie Tap tracked die early pace of 
Whatabootie and War Prospector while 
Abel Castellano Jr. kept Final Escrow 
within striking range in fifth most of 
the way. Tippie Tap eventually faded to 
fourth while Final Escrow got in gear on 
die outside in the stretch and caught War 
Prospector at the finish to win by a half 
length. Marataya’s Tune was another IV 2 
lengths back in third. 

The Rosenberger was the first stakes 
win for Final Escrow, who came to the 
Delacours on the advice of Christophe 
Clement after the filly was unsuccessful in 
two starts at Tampa Bay Downs early in 
her 3-year-old season. 
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Arnaud said it was satisfying to get 
a stakes win for Waterville Lake Stable, 
which is owned by hedge fund executive 
John Meriwether and partners. 

“We’ve always had a horse or two for 
diem, horses that don’t quite fit in New 
York,” the trainer said. “As a 3-year-old, 
Chris tophe decided to advise them to send 
her to us, bring her along nicely, race at 
Penn National, Delaware, places like that 
and a little bit easier than running against 
horses at Belmont. We’re glad they did. 

“With that kind of filly, with the way she 
ran on the dirt, it made sense to try her on 
die turf (in a stakes),” added Arnaud. “We 
weren’t really testing the waters, because 
now we know she can run on turf so it 
made sense to me. We’re glad for the owner 
because she’s got a nice pedigree and want¬ 
ed to win a stakes. Sometimes it works out 
and sometimes it doesn’t. Actually that race 
might be a touch short for her. I thought 
she might want a bit more distance, maybe 
a mile and a quarter.” 

OWNERS’ DAY WINNERS 

Galiana was one of three winners on 
the Owner’s Day card coming off a loss 
in stakes company at Saratoga, along with 
2-year-olds Hop the Six and Debt Ceiling. 

Hop the Six, a homebred Artie Schiller 
filly for The Elks tone Group LLC, kicked 
off the day’s stakes events with a vic¬ 
tory for trainer Ron Potts in the $75,000 
Small Wonder going 5 V 2 furlongs on the 
main track. Fifth last time in the Grade 2 
Adirondack Stakes after showing speed 
early, Hop the Six got up in the final yards 
to defeat Jonesin for Jerry by a head. 


Debt Ceiling bounced back to the 
same form that saw him open his career 
with three victories, including the Grade 
3 Bashford Manor Stakes at Churchill 
Downs in June, with a powerful tally at 
1-10 odds in the $75,000 First State Dash. 
The Discreet Cat colt, sixth in the Grade 

2 Sanford opening weekend at Saratoga, 
won by 5 lengths under Eric Camacho 
for trainer John Robb. Owned by Tim 
O’Donohue, Debt Ceiling was in control 
throughout and won the 5V 2 -furlong First 
State in a quick 1:03.76. 

The other winners on the Owners’ 
Day card were Midwest Thoroughbreds’ 
Managed Account, a 4-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred gelding by Malibu Moon who 
battled Warrioroftheroses to win the 
$75,000 DTHA Governors Day by a head; 
and Thistledown shipper Diavoletto, a 
4-year-old Ohio-bred gelding by Stephen 
Got Even who took the $75,000 New 
Castle for trainer Mike Rone and owner 
Tiffany Raimonde.

Tiffany Raimonde’s Ohio-bred and based Diavoletto 
floats home in the New Castle Stakes at 16-1. 
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M aurice Sanchez had a bit of a mys¬ 
tery on his hands when he arrived 
at Charles Town for the Sept. 21 
Charles Town Oaks. 

Sanchez, the senior exercise rider for 
Kentucky-based trainer Tom Amoss, 
arrived at the track to saddle and otherwise 
oversee race preparations for 3-year-old 
filly So Many Ways. Sanchez had four days 
to prep the Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of Sightseeing for the $400,000 race, and 
when he started he wasn’t exactly sure 
what he had to work with for the 7-furlong 
test. He knew Amoss elected to scratch 
the Grade 1-winning filly from the Grade 
3 Dogwood Stakes on her home turf at 
Churchill Downs in order to run in the 
Oaks, and he thought he knew why. 

“We have horses at Trackside at Louis¬ 
ville and then we have horses at Churchill 
Downs,” Sanchez said. “Trackside is small¬ 
er-it’s a three-quarter (mile) racetrack, 
so Tom elected to send her over there. I 
stay at Churchill. I hadn’t been around her 
going on two weeks going into this race, 
until she shipped. When she shipped, Mr. 
Amoss said, ‘Maurice, can you please go 
with her because you can saddle her and 
take care of everything?’” 

Sanchez soon was convinced that 
Amoss was indeed onto something in ship¬ 
ping So Many Ways to the tight confines of 
Charles Town. It was the first visit to the 
West Virginia track for Sanchez, let alone 
the filly, but something just seemed to click 
right away. 

“It’s a cool place,” Sanchez said. “It’s a 
little different, but in a good way.” 

That was easy for Sanchez to say after 
watching jockey Miguel Mena bring the 
favorite home a 2%-length winner in 
1:26.62 over a soggy track on Charles 
Town’s fifth annual Race for the Ribbon 
stakes card. Mena, who’d never ridden the 
filly, kept So Many Ways on task after get¬ 
ting pinched at the start. He guided the filly 
through Charles Town’s two tight turns, 
catching R Free Roll near the sixteenth 
pole before sliding past and pulling away 
for the victory. 

“The turns, that was the question 
mark, but she looked good,” Sanchez said. 
“Again, it’s nice to see she rates. I don’t 
know what Tom diought about die race, 
but I’m positive he’s pleased. She looked

relaxed. Mena did good. They fit. I’m glad 
to see Mena back.” 

The victory snapped a three-race skid 
for So Many Ways, who last scored in the 
Eight Belles Stakes-G3 in May at Churchill. 
After finishing diird in the Iowa Oaks-G3, 
die filly turned in back-to-back fourths in 
Grade 1 stakes at Saratoga before arriving 
in Charles Town. 

“She had a little trouble at Saratoga,” 
Sanchez said. “For some reason she just 
wasn’t right that month. You know, we all 
get moody.” 

The mood was ecstatic for the con¬ 
nections of So Many Ways after the 
Oaks, even if Amoss and owner Maggi 
Moss weren’t there in person to enjoy 
the moment. Sanchez, who’s worked for 
Amoss for close to two decades, was glad 
to see his boss showing his sharp judgment 
once again. 

“Maggi and Tom were talking, you 
know, what’s more important-die graded 
or the money?” Sanchez said of the deci¬ 


sion to scratch out of the Dogwood in 
favor of the Oaks. “I think money won.” 

R Free Roll was a clear second while Mr 
Hall’s Opus rallied for third. 

A few days after die Charles Town race, 
money won again as Moss sold So Many 
Ways to Japan’s Northern Farm as a brood¬ 
mare prospect. The filly, purchased at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall year¬ 
ling sale in 2011 for $22,000, retires with 
five wins in 10 lifetime starts and $717,148 
in earnings. So Many Ways carries some 
Japanese connections as her granddam, 
Really Happy, was sold to that country in 
2002. Among the mare’s Japanese foals is 
Group 3-placed Satono Flora.

cheering section urging him throughout. 
Owners Lynn and Lola Cash of Colorado 
were on hand along with trainer Kellyn 
Gorder to watch the Kentucky-bred chest¬ 
nut colt beat back all challenges for a 
1 Va --length win in 1:26.27 under Luis Saez. 

Take It Like a Man also broke a date to 
run at Charles Town, bypassing a stakes at 
Parx to run in the Researcher despite never 
having been to the track. Gorder thought 
it was a good spot for the 3-year-old son 
of Run Away and Hide, based on his train¬ 
ing experience at Keeneland. Gorder said 
that while the colt trains almost exclusively 
on the Polytrack surface at Keeneland, he 
doesn’t race particularly well on it. 

“We think that he’s best at 7 furlongs 
so this was a logical spot,” Gorder said. 
“We’ve never taken him two turns, but 
he runs the turns really well. I train him 
at Keeneland on the Polytrack. We train 
him on the training track, and he gets 
around that thing great, the five-eighths- 
mile track.” 

The wet conditions on race night were 
another concern as Take It Like a Man had 
never raced in the slop. Gorder told Saez 
to keep the colt out of the worst of the 
flying mud, and the jockey did just that 
by swinging to the outside on the back- 
stretch before overtaking leader Mongolian 
Saturday heading into the stretch. 

“It kind of set up like I thought,” 
Gorder said. “I didn’t really want to be 
in behind horses and catch a lot of this 
mud, but I didn’t think they were hot on 
the front end. That’s what I told Luis, 
I said ‘I think we need to be close, but 
if you can keep him out of die spray. . . 
especially on the backside.’ That’s what he 
did. He kind of eased him out. I saw when 
they were going pretty quick on the front 
end, Mongolian Saturday and (Whiskey 
Romeo), when I saw him starting to creep 
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Favorite Golden Set streaks toward the 
finish in the Dr. Ernest Benner Handicap. 


up on them I thought we might have a 
good shot.” 

The victory was by far the biggest for 
the Cashes, who had intended to just dip 
a toe into Thoroughbred racing when 
diey attended a 2-year-old sale in Ocala, 
Fla., last year. Instead of one horse, the 
couple ended up with three. They weren’t 
even necessarily the three they wanted, 
though—Lynn Cash said he and his wife 
were outbid by $2,000 for eventual Santa 
Anita Derby-Gl winner Goldencents, who 
instead went to WC. Racing, Dave Kenney 
and RAP Racing for $62,000. 

Advised at the OBS sale by bloodstock 
agents Mike McMahon and Jamie Hill, the 
couple did want Take It Like a Man, pay¬ 
ing $27,000. Getting that colt has helped 
take some of the sting out of losing 
Goldencents that day. 

“Our experience with horses was just 
being at home, having horses for fun- 
never Thoroughbreds whatsoever,” Lola 
Cash said. “And we just started going to 
horse races. We were living in Knoxville, 
Tenn., and so Keeneland was a short dis¬ 
tance away. We got a taste of it and loved it. 
We thought it would be a year until we got 
our first one, and it was just a few months 
later that we were at the sale.” 

Gorder took charge of the colt, who 
broke his maiden for a $50,000 tag at Fair 
Grounds in his final start last year. Winning 
die Researcher pushed Take It Like a Man’s 
2013 mark to five wins in eight tries, and 
six of 12 lifetime. 

“He’s kind of an interesting horse to 
look at,” Gorder said. “If you look at him 
from the side, he looks big and strong. But 
when you sit on him, he’s kind of narrow. 
He’s sort of like a fish.” 

Lola Cash said she and her husband are 
soon planning a move to Frankfort, Ky., 
for both their construction business and to

be closer to their horses. The Researcher 
was their first opportunity to see Take It 
Like a Man in several months. 

“Each time we see him, he just looks 
better and better,” Lola Cash said.

MORE STAKES WINNERS 

Although it lacked the big money 
enjoyed by the headliners, die $85,000 Wild 
and Wonderful Stakes didn’t lack for star 
power thanks to another appearance by 
track dynamo Lucy’s Bob Boy. Still sport¬ 
ing a protective plastic cup over his right 
eye after suffering an injury at Monmouth, 
the 4-year-old state-bred Flatter gelding 
scored a 2%-length win under Gustavo 
Larrosain 1:26.23 for 7 furlongs. 

With plenty of early speed in the race, 
trainer Sandra Dono wanted Larrosa to 
hold the fiery gelding back off die pace at 
die start. That wasn’t easy. 

“I don’t think Lucy’s Bob Boy wanted 
to sit off too far,” Dono said. “He looked 
like he had his hands full trying to sit him 
back. I thought he rode him excellent. He’s 
perfect with this horse. They go together. 

“I knew (runner-up Tomorrow’s Tale) 
had some early speed, so we didn’t really 
want to get into a speed duel witii him. Gus 
was basically concerned about how the 
race was going to lay out once he broke, 
and he basically had two strategies to use. 
He went with sitting behind the speed for 
a little bit, but it looked like he had a hard 
time holding him. He really likes to be in 
front, the horse.” 

Dono said that despite the mishap 
at Monmouth, Lucy’s Bob Boy’s travel- 
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Favorite Nana Anna, who shipped in for trainer 
Wesley Ward, wins the Rachel’s Turn Stakes.

Five-year-old Fred High denied track 
legend Russell Road another victory at 
Charles Town in the $35,000 Roger Ramey 
Handicap. Russell Road, a two-time winner 
of the West Virginia Breeders Classic, had 
the lead under Jose Montano throughout 
much of the 1 Vis-mile test, but faltered 
under Fred High’s pressure in die stretch 
and had to setde for second. Wesley Ho 
rode the Crypto Star gelding across the 
wire in 1:47.43 for trainer John Robb and 
owner Edward R. Krishack. It was the bay 
gelding’s first stakes win in 33 starts. 

It wasn’t all disappointment for Mon¬ 
tano, who one race earlier had a winner 
aboard Golden Set in the $35,000 Dr. 
Ernest Benner Handicap. Trained by Jeff 
Runco for owner David Raim, the 5-year- 
old state-bred Tapit gelding notched a 
1 -length win in 1:20.22 as the 2-5 favorite 
in the 6V 2 -furlong test. 

Trainer Ollie Figgins III got a solid 
effort from 3-year-old state-bred filly 
Red Hot Diva in the $35,000 Harry 


Buch Handicap. Matt McGowan guided 
Naomi R. Long’s Devon Deputy filly to a 
414-length win over older rivals in 1:48.68 
for the lMe-mile distance. 

Nana Anna, a daughter of Henny 
Hughes, scored her first victory in the 
$51,450 Rachel’s Turn Stakes, a race 
restricted to state-bred 2-year-old fillies. 
Jockey J.D. Acosta tallied a 2-length victory 
in :53.29 for die AV 2 furlongs for trainer 
Wesley Ward and owner/breeder Norah 
B Stable. 

Amherst Street, a 2-year-old state- 
bred gelding by Luftikus, won for the 
second time in as many tries in the $51,350 
Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes. Sent off at

Virginia-bred Wardelle scored the big¬ 
gest victory of her career in the $50,000 
Pink Ribbon Stakes. It was the first stakes 
win in 54 lifetime starts for the 7-year- 
old daughter of Toccet. J.D. Acosta rode 
the mare to a 4V 2 -length score in 1:26.23 
over the 7 furlongs for trainer Dimitrios 
Synnefias and owner Peter Kazamias. 

Another Windsor Casde-sired run¬ 
ner, 4-year-old gelding Greenway Court, 
capped the night’s racing with a mild upset 
in the $51,350 It’s Only Money Stakes.

The Right Call 

Champion Groupie Doll defends title in Grade 2 
Masters thanks to record-setting performance

B uff Bradley tried to summon his 
inner-Carl Nafzger while serving up 
the call of die stretch run of Groupie 
Doll’s Presque Isle Downs Masters tide 
defense Sept. 9. 

He didn’t come close to the he art-tug¬ 
ging moment Nafzger delivered to elderly 
Frances Genter as her Unbridled won the 
1990 Kentucky Derby You remember the 
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call, right? Something like: “he’s taking the 
lead. . . Go Unbridled. . . He’s taking the 
lead. He’s on the lead Mrs. Genter, he’s on 
die lead. He’s gonna win. He’s gonna win 
. . . He’s a winner. He’s a winner. There 
he goes right there. He’s a winner. He’s a 
winner. He’s a winner. He’s a winner Mrs. 
Genter . . . You won the Kentucky Derby. 
Oh, Mrs. Genter, I love you.” 


Bradley’s went more like this: “She’s 
got a lot to do. . . now she’s running. She 
moved up to second. She’s not getting by 
die leader. I think we’re going to be second 
. . . wait, we won.” 

Fred Bradley, the trainer’s father and 
co-owner and co-breeder of Groupie Doll, 
certainly had license to be a bit confused. 
The $400,000 Grade 2 race changed that 
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quickly, with Groupie Doll seemingly being 
forced to settle for her second defeat in as 
many starts this season until kicking in just 
before the finish. 

So for all that the younger Bradley got 
wrong with his call, he got perfectly right 
with his preparation of the champion 
mare for die defense of her crown in the 
signature race of die Presque Isle meeting. 
Groupie Doll was practically flawless, too, 
winning in track-record time and seem¬ 
ingly with plenty left in the tank. Officially 
she won by 1 V 2 lengths from Purely Hot, 
running the 6V .2 furlongs over the Tapeta 
surface in 1:14.88. 

“My father, who I got up out of his 
wheelchair when I gave him the call, just 
looked at me and said, What?/” Bradley 
recalled of the moment, also shared with 
the other partners in the 5-year-old Bow¬ 
man’s Band mare, Carl Hurst and Brent 
Burns. “It was tike one breath to the next. I 
didn’t even have time to pause and she was 
up. That’s how it went. That’s one thing 
about her, when she’s got her eyes set on 
something she just keeps going. If another 
horse takes a breath on the lead, she’s right 
there at ’em and that’s what happened.” 

Indeed it did. 

Groupie Doll and regular pilot Rajiv 
Maragh raced toward the back early before 
moving up into midpack as longshots 
To to Cor and Winning Image sparred for 
the lead. Purely Hot tracked in third and 
looked tike she was about to serve up a 
supremely interesting story to the Masters 
when the 10-1 shot took the lead in the 
lane. 

Purely Hot certainly wasn’t in the same 
league as Groupie Doll, winner of the 
Eclipse Award as champion female sprint¬ 
er last season after a campaign highlighted 
by three Grade 1 victories. But coming 
into the Masters, the 5-year-old daughter 
of Pure Prize had reeled off five straight 
at Presque Isle (although later disqualified 
from the fifth) for trainer Nick Caruso. 

Caruso claimed the Maryland-bred for 
$4,000 just after the New Year at Penn 
National. She wasn’t with Caruso long, 
claimed away out of her next race by 
John Locke for $8,000. Caruso got her 
back for $10,000 in late March and Purely 
Hot hasn’t returned to claiming company 
or Penn National since. Her win streak 
included Presque Isle’s Satin and Lace 
Stakes in June. 

Purely Hot and jockey Harry Vega were 
in prime position to pull an upset, moving 
inside of Groupie Doll approaching the 
top of the lane and past the quarter pole. 
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The only problem was Groupie Doll. 

Maragh, who said afterward that the 
powerfully built chestnut mare “might be 
better” than last year, stayed busy the 
length of the lane and she responded. 

The victory was the first for Groupie 
Doll since last fall’s championship- 
clinching Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint-Gl at Santa Anita. She was second 
to Stay Thirsty in the Grade 1 Cigar Mile 
Handicap, a fourth start against top-tier 
company that probably knocked the mare 
out a little more than her connections real¬ 
ized as they embarked on a 2013 campaign 
in south Florida. 

“I felt like, where we were thinking 
about going with her this year, we didn’t 
want to push on her earlier this year,” Buff 
Bradley said, looking back on a decision to 
send Groupie Doll home from Gulfstream 
to his family’s farm in Frankfort, Ky., to 
rest up, recover and regroup. “Toward the 
end of (last) year we ran her pretty hard. 
We said if she wasn’t right we didn’t want 
to get to a situation where we got a few 
months into this year and then had to stop 
on her.” 

Bradley said there wasn’t anything spe¬ 
cifically wrong with Groupie Doll, aside 
from the typical minor physical and mental 
maladies from day-in and day-out training 
and racing. She just needed a break, more 
than the one she initially received around 
die holidays. 

“I’m glad we did it and I felt good about 
it the whole time,” Bradley said. “She did 
great at the farm, my wife Kim took care 
of her and Brass Hat took great care of 
her, too.” 

Brass Hat, the Grade 1 -winning Prized 
gelding retired at the Bradleys’ farm, always 
does his part and turning Groupie Doll 
out with the $2,173,561-earner served the 
champion mare well. 

“I’ve got so many pictures of those two 
grazing, scratching each others withers, all 
kinds of stuff,” Bradley said. “They’re two 
great horses and they’re pals. I’ve had train¬ 
ers, other horsemen, and people who work 
with me ask why don’t I keep her at the 
track (during her time off). She’s a horse 
and I want her to be a horse. The time 
with Brass Hat was great for her mentally 
and physically. 

“Then people get all freaked out when I 
turned her out with him. I’ll tell you what, 
if they’re going to get hurt they’re going 
to get hurt. We’ll let her down for a few 
days, get the buck and play out of her and 
we know Brass Hat. He’s a good one. He’!! 
buddy up to anything. When we wean our 


babies we’ll turn him out with them. He’s a 
real good babysitter.” 

Brass Hat did a bit more than babysit 
when Groupie Doll shared his paddock 
space. 

Bradley said the two “trained” together, 
sometimes running around as much as 10 
minutes at a time, which got the mare fit 
as she approached a return to the races. 
That return came in Ellis Park’s Grade 3 
Gardenia Stakes in early August, where she 
finished third after a wide trip. 

The Gardenia is a two-turn mile and 
Groupie Doll’s effort was a lot better after 
a closer look. She stumbled at the start 
and then made a four-wide run at the 
leaders around the far turn-a tall order at 
Ellis-before settling for third. She lost by 
a length and the winner, Devious Intent, 
won in 1:34.97. The track record at Ellis is 
1:34.60, so Bradley was not exaggerating 
when he said that Groupie Doll needed a 
“track-record” performance to get it done 
there, too. 

The field training with Brass Hat and 
the Gardenia led to the Masters, the third 
in a string of five consecutive victories 
last season between wins in the Grade 1 
Vinery Madison and Humana Distaff and 
Keeneland’s Grade 2 Thoroughbred Club 
of America Stakes and the Breeders’ Cup 
Filly and Mare Sprint. 

Bradley liked the proximity of Presque 
Isle-roughly a 450-mile van ride from 
Churchill Downs-and the spacing after 
the Gardenia and before a return in the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. Plus it 
was an easy trip for father and son, who 
met up with the other partners shortly after 
arriving for the Monday evening event. 

“We knew she liked the track, the 
Masters had a very nice purse and we like 
going up there,” Bradley said. “It’s not 
too far. The Gardenia fit in well and kept 
us from going all the way to Saratoga for 
the Ballerina. That would have been hard 
on her; it’s a long trip and it can be hot 
up there that time of year. This trip was 
shorter, and the races are now about a 
month apart. It worked last year so I was 
pretty much going on that.” 

HOGY’S MILE 

Another start out of the Wayne 
Catalano barn under Joe Rocco Jr. yielded 
another stakes victory for Hogy in the 
$250,000 Presque Isle Mile the day before 
the Masters. 

Quirky when he trains in the morn¬ 
ings and a definite standout when he races 
in the afternoons and evenings, Hogy 
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A Saratoga stakes winner on the turf, Hogy, a son of Pennsylvania sire Offlee Wild, adds the Presque Isle Mile on the synthetic for trainer Wayne Catalano. 


ran his record to 2-for-2 since joining 
Catalano's barn this summer with a come- 
from-behind score in the Mile. 

Rocco rode the 4-year-old son of 
Pennsylvania-based sire Offlee Wild to 
victory in his previous start, Saratoga's 
Troy Stakes going 5% furlong on the turf 
Stretched out and back on synthetic for the 
Mile, Hogy split horses in the stretch to 
win by a length from Super Chunky, who 
won a four-way photo with Hoofit (NZ), 
Occasional View and Mongolian Saturday 
for the place.

equine swimming pool produces standout 
performance. . . 

Gustavian’s win in the $150,000 Lone¬ 
some Glory-Gl steeplechase stakes had all 
those story components and more as he 
sprung a mild upset over bigger names in 
the stakes division at Belmont Sept. 19. 
The 7-year-old owned by Magalen O. Bryant 


dug in late to edge All Together by a nose 
after 2Vi miles in 4:35.92. Italian Wedding, 
part of the favored Jonathan Sheppard 
entry, finished third in a field of nine. 
Paddy Young rode the winner for his wife, 
Leslie, who picked up her first Grade 1 win 
as a trainer. 

The Youngs operate a small train¬ 
ing business out of a barn rented from 
Henrietta Alexander in the King Ranch 
country of Chester County, Pa. They’re 
not far from Jonathan Sheppard, Bruce 
Miller and the other big names geographi¬ 
cally, but the Youngs are a long way when 
it comes to achievements. 

<c We win claimers and we win an odd 
race here and there,” said Paddy. “You 
win and say job well done but you get up 
and muck out the next morning. Well 
definitely do it again (in the morning), but 
it will be with a bigger spring in our step.”

Horses like Gustavian will do that to you. 
The son of Giant’s Causeway whose dam 
Moss flower won the Grade 1 Hempstead 
Handicap at Belmont in 1998, was bred by 
Whitewood Stable in Kentucky Hickory 
Tree Stable’s Jim Treptow spent $325,000 
to buy the bay as a yearling at Saratoga in 
2007. Sent to Graham Motion, Gustavian 
won twice in 11 starts. Leslie Young 
attended Oldfields School with Treptow’s 
daughter Cheris and became Gustavian’s 
trainer when steeple chasing became an 
option in 2010. He took to his new career 
like a Labrador to water, finishing in the 
top three 11 times in 12 starts and winning 
three including a novice stakes at Belmont 
in 2012. Gustavian’s tender feet limit his 
chances and usually preclude racing at 
Saratoga, and did so again this year. 

The Youngs aimed for Belmont and 
the Lonesome Glory. Two weeks before 
die race, Treptow decided to sell and the 
Youngs called Bryant’s racing manager 
Cindy Tucker. Fresh, fit, ready and carry¬ 
ing a strong chart, Gustavian looked like a 
good buy. Bryant, whose brother George 
Ohrstrom operated Whitewood Farm, 
signed off on the deal and Gustavian 
didn’t even have to change stalls while get¬ 
ting a new owner. 

“They always said they’d send us a horse, 
it just never really happened,” said Paddy. 
“Leslie approached them when he became 
available. We could have sold him out of 
the barn for sure, but we wanted to keep 
him.” 

Bryant got a ready racehorse, who 
delivered a $90,000 payday in his first start 
in her blue silks. The only horse in the race 
without a Saratoga run, Gustavian took 
advantage-drafting in third behind Divine 
Fortune early, then rallying in the stretch to 
get past All Together who blundered at the 
last but recovered to battle back and just 
miss. The victory was easily the biggest 
of Leslie Young’s career and the richest 
steeplechase win for Bryant. 

“It couldn’t have worked out better,” 
said Tucker. “Mrs. Bryant was there, got 
to be part of it all and I think we’ve got a 
nice horse.” 

Gustavian started 2013 in April, and 
was third behind Decoy Daddy (Ire) in 
the Temple Gwathmey-G3 and then sec¬ 
ond to that rival in the National Hunt 
Cup-G3 in May. The Youngs kept their 
charge in training through die summer, 
with eyes on Saratoga but lost some time 


with a “little, tiny issue” and scuttled the 
plans. Gustavian spent much of the sum¬ 
mer swimming at Maui Meadow Farm in 
nearby West Chester-all the better to help 
diose feet-and returned in time for some 
final preps. 

“He looked fantastic,” said Paddy. “It 
was very, very hard not to go to Saratoga 
widi him. It was a wetter summer, we were 
really thinking about the A.P Smithwick. 
We could have made it, but we said let’s be 
smart’ and waited.” 

Of course, the week of the Lonesome 
Glory Gustavian stressed his connections 
with several morning coughs—20 while out 
riding Sunday, a tittle one at the top of the 
galloping hill Monday, none Tuesday, five 
or six Wednesday. He scoped clean, the 
veterinarian found nothing wrong. The 
Youngs chalked it up to allergies and head¬ 
ed to Belmont Thursday. 

“He has tittle issues, but you can main¬ 
tain them,” said Paddy. “If you want a 
horse who’s going to do his best every time, 
you won’t get better value. He always runs 
his race.” 

He did so again at Belmont, saving 
ground, waiting his cue and responding 
when asked. Behind him came proven 
Grade 1 performers All Together, Italian 
Wedding, Demonstrative, Spy in the Sky 
and Divine Fortune. 

“He excels in our place, and seems to 
enjoy the way we train them,” said Paddy. 
“He is the big horse in the barn. We’ve got 
nothing in the barn as close to as good as 


he is. He gets the best paddock, he’s first 
fed, first out. He gets acupuncture. Little 
things tike that make a difference. He feels 
tike the lord of the manor.” 

STAYING ON CHANGES 
TACTICS, WINS 

Those who know Jack Fisher may 
blanche when they read this, but...he’s 
mellowing. The trainer won the William 
Entenmann Memorial novice stakes with 
Staying On (Ire) at Belmont Sept. 19 and 
credited a change in tactics. 

“All I did was change his running style,” 
said Fisher, who was sent the horse a week 
earlier by owner/trainer Michael Moran. 
‘To me, he’s always been too on the muscle. 
I told Jeff (Murphy) to cover him up and 
see what happened.” 

What happened was a win, as Staying 
On rated early, worked into the race late 
and outran Powerofone over the final fur¬ 
long to win by three-quarters of a length 
at nearly 14-1. The Fisher-trained Sharp 
Numbers rallied late for third, a length 
behind the runner-up, as Staying On got 
2Va miles in 4:15.47. The winner came into 
the race off five consecutive losses-three 
this year and two in 2012—including a 
troubled seventh at Saratoga Aug. 1. 

TAX RULING STILL 
GOING STRONG 

The fall racing season began for real at 
Shawan Downs in Maryland Sept. 28 and 
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Irvin S. Naylor’s Tax Ruling, a multiple Grade 1 winner over hurdles, leads 
Aero en route to an open timber victory at Shawan Downs.

Old and new 

With ancient roots in China, acupuncture 
is still a viable option for treating horses 


A cupuncture, an ancient therapeutic 
technique dating back thousands of 
years in China, is helpful for pain 
management in horses, and can be a great 
adjunct to any therapy to increase comfort 
and lessen recovery time. 

Modern research shows that acupunc¬ 
ture points are where nerves penetrate tis¬ 
sue planes. Local stimulation of these areas 
results in biochemical changes within the 
nervous system that can affect the entire 
body. Simply put, from a conventional 
medicine perspective, acupuncture repre¬ 
sents a form of nerve stimulation. 

Conditions in horses commonly treat¬ 
ed with acupuncture include back pain, 
chronic pain caused by navicular disease 
and arthritis, behavior problems, reproduc¬ 
tive disorders and nerve paralysis, as well 
as gastrointestinal issues such as decreased 
appetite, diarrhea and motility problems. 


Acupuncture often is used to improve the 
quality of life for geriatric horses suffering 
from various mild chronic conditions. 

Acupuncture should not be used to cure 
a disease or replace Western treatment, 
but to provide additional therapy that can 
ease pain and improve the animal’s quality 
of life. In some cases, acupuncture may 
decrease the need for certain medications. 

TREATMENT 

Most acupuncture treatment sessions 
last 20 to 30 minutes, and most equine 
patients are amenable to therapy. The num¬ 
ber of treatments recommended will vary 
on how the horse responds to treatment, 
and generally take place 10 to 14 days apart 
for most conditions. 

Acupuncture points, or acupoints, can 
be stimulated by acupuncture needles, elec¬ 
tro acupuncture, aquapuncture, m oxibus - 
tion and acupressure. 


Acupuncture needles come in a variety 
of lengths and gauges depending upon the 
species they are being used for and the area 
of the body in which the needle is being 
inserted. Generally 28-gauge or 30-gauge 
needles are used for acupuncture in horses, 
ranging in length from a half-inch long for 
points in die face and feet, to four-inches 
long for points around die hip and gluteal 
musculature. 

Electro acupunc ture is believed to 
increase the effect of the action of the 
acupoints by running an electrical cur¬ 
rent through the acupuncture needles. In 
Western medical terms electroacupuncture 
achieves transcutaneous nerve stimulation, 
similar to a TENS unit that is often used 
on people in physical therapy. The elec¬ 
troacupuncture unit is handheld, and sev¬ 
eral leads can be connected to the horse 
at one time. The electrodes can be paired 
to run a current through the same point 
on either side of the animal, or the current 
can be used across an area of concern, 
such as a focal area of muscle pain or an 
arthritic joint. 

Aquapunc ture involves the injection 
of a substance at the site of acupoints for 
an extended period of time. Most com¬ 
monly, substances such as Vitamin B12 or 
Traumeel are used for die injections, but 
die horse’s own blood also can be used. 

Moxibustion involves the burning of an 
herb that is used to heat die needle inserted 
at an acupoint. This herb also can be held, 
while burning, just close enough over the 
acupoint to cause the skin to become 
warm. This technique is used only for 
specific disease patterns and is used most 
commonly in geriatric animals. 

Acupressure is a technique most easily 
utilized by owners in between veterinary 
acupuncture sessions. Owners can apply 
several minutes of pressure to different 
acupoints to achieve stimulation of the 
acupoint. 

Veterinarians who use only traditional 
Chinese veterinary medicine perform acu¬ 
puncture for the majority of conditions 
in horses except for emergencies such 
as hemorrhage, acute colic, lacerations 
and fractures. Veterinarians who incor¬ 
porate acupuncture and other traditional 
Chinese medicine into their Western vet¬ 
erinary practice often will offer these ser¬ 
vices when conventional medicine fails to 
achieve the desired outcome in the patient 
or is unable to diagnose the problem. 

Only licensed veterinarians are eligible 
to practice acupuncture in most states.

Advanced training in acupuncture is avail¬ 
able to veterinarians through certification 
courses. Penn Vet’s New Bolton Center 
expanded its acupuncture services in recent 
months and now has three veterinarians 
who trained in acupuncture at the Chi 
Institute of Chinese Medicine in Florida. 

ACUPUNCTURE ORIGINS 

To begin to understand the principles 
of acupuncture, it is necessary to learn 
the foundation concepts behind what has 
come to be known as traditional Chinese 
medicine. The first written record of 
acupuncture is found in a 2,700-year-old 
medical textbook, which included theories 
by Shen Nung, the father of traditional 
Chinese medicine. Shen Nung theorized 
that the body had an energy force run¬ 
ning through it, known as Qi (pronounced 
chee). He believed that the Qi consists of 
all essential life activities, which include the 
spiritual, emotional, mental and physical 
aspects of life. 

The theory is that the health of a per¬ 
son or animal is influenced by die flow 
of Qi in the body and the balance of Yin 
and Yang. The ancient philosophy of Yin 
and Yang was used to explain the interde¬ 
pendent aspects of everything in the uni¬ 
verse-everything is essentially composed 
of two opposing, yet complementary, pairs 
of opposites. Examples of Yin and Yang 
are day/night, strength/weakness, male/ 
female, summer/winter, fast/slow, health/ 
illness and warm/cold. According to 
Chinese medicine, no disease occurs if 
Yin and Yang maintain relative balance in 
the animal. 

The basis of treatment through acu¬ 
puncture derives from the ancient con¬ 
cept that Qi travels along special pathways 
called meridians, which are paired channels 
on the body. Traditional Chinese medicine 
teaches that energy constantly flows up 
and down these channels. There are 14 
major meridians, 12 of which have organ 
names such as the Bladder Meridian and 
the Lung Meridian. These organ names 
only have a loose association with the 
actual organ and its functions. 

Acupuncture points are mainly found 
along these meridians, and each point is 
identified with the meridian name and 
number, for example, Bladder 10 or Lung 
1. It is when the flow of Qi through these 
channels becomes obstructed, deficient or 
excessive, and Yin and Yang subsequently 
become unbalanced, that illness results. 


Acupuncture is thought to restore this bal¬ 
ance. 

Acupoints are specific locations where 
die meridians come to the surface of 
die skin and are dius accessible for vari¬ 
ous treatment methodologies. The ancient 
concept of acupuncture maintains that 
each acupoint has three different actions. 
For example, an acupuncture needle insert¬ 
ed beside the splint bone in a front limb 
not only has local effects on that leg, but 
also can have far reaching effects on the 
rest of the horse’s body as the stimuli is 
transmitted through the meridians. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Both Western medicine and traditional 
Chinese veterinary medicine rely on medi¬ 
cal history and physical examination to 
make a diagnosis or identify a pattern. 
Western medicine will then use diagnos¬ 
tics tests such as blood analysis, imaging 
or biopsies to help identify die problem 
with the horse. The diagnostics used for 
Traditional Chinese veterinary medicine 
are quite different and include evaluation 
of tongue color and condition, palpation 
of die pulse, and palpation of the shu 
points. Shu points are acupoints along 
die meridians that are considered diag¬ 
nostic for problems throughout the body. 
Through palpation of diese points (also 
called “scanning”), commonly through dull 
direct pressure with a needle cap, areas 
of sensitivity can be discovered, which 
will help direct die practitioner to specific 
problem areas that can be addressed with 
acupuncture treatment. 


HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 

Acupuncture is most closely associated 
with ancient China, where it remains a 
part of traditional Chinese medicine. The 
first veterinary text was written in China 
around 450 BC, and involved the treatment 
of horses with acupuncture and herbal 
medicine. Acupuncture continues to be a 
part of mainstream veterinary medicine 
in China today as traditional Chinese vet¬ 
erinary medicine and Western veterinary 
medicine become integrated. 

In the United States, interest in acu¬ 
puncture surged in the 1970s after Presi¬ 
dent Richard Nixon’s trip to China, 
where dignitaries viewed demonstrations 
of surgical analgesia using acupuncture. 
Traditional Chinese veterinary medicine 
has become increasingly popular in the 
treatment of domestic animals in the U.S., 
and many Western veterinary practitioners 
are incorporating acupuncture techniques 
as adjunctive therapy for their patients. 

Acupuncture is being used more fre¬ 
quently on horses on farm calls and in 
hospitals as more veterinarians are trained 
in the techniques and more horse own¬ 
ers realize the potential benefit for their 
horses. ^

Mikimoto’s Mojo works it in West Virginia 



T he first starter from the first 
crop of Mikimoto’s Mojo 
won at Charles Town Sept. 

25, as 2-year-old filly Mojo’s 
Pristina took a maiden special 
weight by 2?A lengths. Sent out 
by Michael Sterling for owner/ 
breeder Maple Valley Farm, the 
even-money favorite defeated nine 
other West Virginia-bred fillies at 
4Vi furlongs in a front-running 
performance. 

Mojo’s Pristina is the only run¬ 
ner in training for Anna Binkley 
and B. Neal Marshall, proprietors 
of Maple Valley in Shenandoah 
Junction, WVa. The February foal 
is also the first of three foals of 
2011 sired by Mikimoto’s Mojo, 
who took up residence at the farm in 2010. 

The 8-year-old son of champion Hold 
That Tiger was a stakes winner at 2, cap¬ 
turing die 6-furlong Lafayette Stakes at 
Evangeline Downs. He won his debut 
at Louisiana Downs and retired after six 
starts with earnings of $108,750. 

Mikimoto’s Mo jo’s family has strong 
ties to the Mid-Atlantic. Hold That Tiger 
is by Storm Cat out of stakes-winning 
Beware of the Cat, whose sire Caveat was 
a regional leader in the 1990s. 


Mikimoto’s Mo jo’s dam Munch N 
Grass is a daughter of Pleasant Colony 
out of stakes winner Dixie Accent (by 
Dixieland Band). 

Bred in Maryland by Bayard Sharp, 
Dixie Accent also produced stakes win¬ 
ners Mumbo Jumbo, steeplechase stakes 
winner Muscle Car and group-placed 
King of Dixie. She is the granddam of 
$342,706-earner Raise the Bluff. 

Third dam Averell also produced six¬ 
time stakes winner Harriman, stakes-placed 


Bucknell, and the dams of 
Primitive Hall ($528,020), Ellafitz 
($447,010), Ventana ($383,106) 
and five other stakes winners. 

Dozens of notable runners 
descend from Mikimoto’s Mo jo’s 
fourth dam, Avie. 

Her offspring include cham¬ 
pion and top sire Lord Avie and 
stakes winner Avum, who can be 
found behind the pedigrees of 
Grade 1 winner and sire Stephen 
Got Even and graded stakes win¬ 
ners Minneapple, Private Man, 
Baroness Direct, Xtension and 
Get Square. Avie’s son, Jolly Johu 
(by Restless Native), was a grad¬ 
ed stakes winner, sire and a full- 
brother to Averell. 

Binkley noted Mikimoto’s Mojo has a 
wonderful temperament, and all nine of 
his foals have attitudes like him. 

“We fell in love with him the day he 
walked off the trailer,” Binkley said. “He has 
a lot of class about him. He is a very nice 
stallion, and we even use him as a teaser.” 

Mo jo’s Pristina is the first foal out of 
the Friends Lake mare Silver Patina, who 
also has a yearling gelding and a weanling 
filly by Mikimoto’s Mojo, who stands for 
private contract.

Vinemeister breaks through 
with winner in West Virginia 


N aylee Farm’s Seattle Slew-line stallion 
Vinemeister was represented by his 
first winner when Bridezilla scored in 
a $20,000 maiden claimer at Charles Town 
Sept. 13. The 3-year-old filly from her 
sire’s first crop was bred in West Virginia 
by Naylee Farm and Rene Moore out of 
the Tank mare Rockzilla. Sold privately by 
her breeder as a yearling, she is trained by 
Stacey Viands for John Bohrer. 

Moore took an interest in Vinemeister, a 
son of graded stakes winner Williamstown, 
when the partnership racing him sought to 
find a place to stand him at stud. 
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Described as about 17 hands with a 
great disposition, Vinemeister was ini¬ 
tially bred to Naylee Farm mares- 
those chosen his first year were ones with 
“bad dispositions” Moore said. He has two 
foals in his first crop and is also the sire of 
the placed runner Jet Kwik. His popularity 
has grown each year due in large part to the 
appearance of his foals. 

At the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association horse show in 2011, 
Vinemeister’s weanling son out of Sahmday 
Sahmway, bred and owned by Kathie 
Hamlin, won his class and was reserve 


champion foal of the show. “At stallion 
shows, people go nuts when they see him,” 
said Rene’s daughter Mary Moore. “He’s 
very good looking, super correct and has 
lots of substance.” 

The graded stakes winner of $420,700 
raced seven years, making 66 starts and 
winning nine, with six seconds and a 
dozen thirds. He won the mile and 70-yard 
Storm Cat Stakes at Meadowlands at 2 and 
Monmouth Park’s Grade 3 Salvator Mile 
Handicap at 4, defeating among others 
Bowman’s Band, Sea of Tranquility and 
Jersey Giant at the 1 -mile distance. 

Vinemeister is out of the winning 
Pleasant Colony mare Fairway Jet, a half- 
sister to graded stakes winner Thirst for 
Peace and to the dam of Argentinian 
champion 2-year-old and three-time Group 
1 winner Painter (Arg). The 14-year-old 
stands for $1,000 live foal, with special 
consideration to approved mares. 
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Ballado’s Gold hits it big 
with 1st winner in W. Virginia 


T rainer Wilson Langley struck a trifecta 
with Hill’s of Gold, sending out his 
homebred filly to a maiden special 
weight victory Sept 13 at Mountaineer 
Park. Odds-on choice in the field of six 
juvenile fillies, the chestnut daughter of 
Ballado’s Gold won easily by 3 lengths at 
the 5 V 2 -furlong distance. 

West Virginia-bred Hill’s of Gold is out 
of the Ends Well mare End of the Hill. 
She is one of nine foals from the second 
crop of Ballado’s Gold, and his first starter. 
The 10-year-old son of Saint Ballado 
stands at Sandra Witherow’s Witherow 
Farm in New Cumberland, W.Va., for 
$1,000 live foal, with special consideration 
to mares foaling in West Virginia. 

Ballado’s Gold, the first foal out of 
multiple Grade 1 winner Golden Ballet (by 
Moscow Ballet), was also a winner at Moun¬ 
taineer, and retired to stand his first season 


A ndiron, a winning son of A.P. Indy 
who launched his stud career in South 
Dakota before moving to Xanthus 
Farms in Gettysburg, Pa., for his second 
season in 2011, has four foals in his cur¬ 
rent crop of 2-year-olds. The first runner, 
Janet and Ardell Sayler’s South Dakota 
homebred gelding A Hi Five, swept to a 
6%-length victory at Assiniboia Downs in 
Winnipeg, Canada, in a SVa-furlong maiden 
special weight Sept. 18. He was produced 
by the Holy Bull mare At First Glance. 

Andiron, a half-brother to millionaire 
and graded stakes-winning sire The Cliff’s 
Edge, was purchased by Walter Downey’s 
Tea Party Stable to stand in Pennsylvania. 
Campaigned by Darley Stable, Andiron 
won a E/g-mile maiden special weight on 
the turf at Saratoga in 2009. He is one of 
six winners for the Danzig mare Zigember. 

The son of Gulch was a graded stakes 
winner at 2 and 3 and earner of $1,265,258 
from 13 starts. He won the Grade 1 
Blue Grass, Grade 2 Kentucky Jockey 


at stud in 2009, the year his half-brother 
Drosselmeyer turned 2. Drosselmeyer 
went on to win the Belmont Stakes-Gl and 
the following year’s Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
Gl, retiring with earnings of $3,728,170. 

Golden Ballet, a $732,145-earner who 
won six stakes from 10 starts, sold as a 
3-year-old broodmare prospect for $1.6 
million, and resold nine years later for $1.4 
million. Six of her offspring have been sold 
at public auction as yearlings, for an average 
of $576,667. The most expensive was her 
daughter Stage Luck (by Unbridled’s Song), 
who sold for $1.6 million at Keeneland in 
September 2005. Stage Luck later won the 
Affectionately Handicap and finished third 
in the Grade 1 Ruffian. 

The family of Ballado’s Gold traces 
back to stakes-winning mare Sun Lover, 
who produced graded winners and sires 
Chati and Hawkin’s Special. 


Club and Grade 3 Iroquois Stakes and his 
seven stakes-placings included the Grade 1 
Travers Stakes, Jockey Club Gold Cup and 
Florida Derby. 

Andiron’s second dam, California Oaks 
winner Red Ember, is also the granddam 
of Kentucky Cup Turf Stakes-G3 winner 
Rezif. 

Red Ember is a half-sister to Grade 1 
winner Comedy Act ($498,687) and stakes 
winner and sire Holdfast. Also found in the 
family are Alabama Stakes-Gl winner 
Spout and additional graded winners Tiza- 
queena ($654,698.), King’s Nest ($513,024), 
Mister S. M. ($400,098), Hull and Ziggy’s 
Act, Japanese millionaires Keeneland Swan 
and Gaily Tomahawk, $505,591-earner and 
Grade 1 -placed Bareola and 2008 Breeders’ 
Cup Marathon winner Muhannak (Ire). 

Andiron, 7, has 14 registered yearlings 
in his first Pennsylvania crop, and 17 foals 
of 2013 have been registered to date. He 
stands for $3,000, with a reduced fee for 
Pennsylvania-bred foals. 


PA sire 
Rani’s Diablo 
makes most 
of opportunity 

W estern Pennsylvania breeders 
Leah Jo Therasse and Robert 
Nagy purchased the Diablo 
horse Rani’s Diablo primarily to breed 
to Quarter Horse mares, which he has 
quite done successfully, producing 
numerous offspring shown at the 
renowned All American Quarter Horse 
Congress. 

Few Thoroughbred mares have 
slipped into his book, but one that 
did-Myshareoflaughter (by Bianconi)- 
produced Spiritsinthewind, winner of 
a 6-furlong maiden special weight Sept. 
18 at Presque Isle Downs. 

Rani’s Diablo’s only current foal of 
racing age (his sole offspring of 2010 
died as a foal), 4-year-old Spiritsin¬ 
thewind races for owner/trainer Adam 
Rice. 

Campaigned exclusively at Presque 
Isle, he finished a solid second in his 
debut in June, and was third in his start 
prior to the win. Breeders Therasse and 
Nagy sold Spiritsinthewind as a wean¬ 
ling. He was foaled at their Whispering 
Spirits Stables in Cambridge Springs, a 
100-acre farm, approximately 20 miles 
from Presque Isle Downs, where the 
couple have a side business renting 
stalls, as well as rooms, to people who 
ship in for the meet at the Erie track. 

A grandson of Devil’s Bag, Rani’s 
Diablo excelled at sprint distances and 
hit the board in eight of 14 career starts, 
earning $36,808. He was produced by 
the Quack mare Rani Rose, and is 
a half-brother to Frizette Stakes-Gl 
winner Silver Maiden, in turn the dam 
of graded stakes-winning juvenile filly 
Dreaming of Liz and stakes-winning 
Liz On Polk Street. 

Spiritsinthewind’s third dam, Rose 
Pink (by Round Table), produced mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner and successful sire 
Political Ambition. Rani’s Diablo, 16, 
stands for private contract.

PA-bred juvenile Miss Behaviour 
takes Belmont’s Grade 2 Matron 

M iss Behaviour is taking her connections on quite a tide. 
The juvenile filly from the first Pennsylvania-sired crop 
of Jump Start remained undefeated after shipping to New 
York for the Grade 2 Matron Stakes at Belmont Park Sept. 29. She 
is the first stakes winner for her breeders/owners Cal MacWilham 
and Neil Teitelbaum, and first graded stakes winner for trainer 
Phil Schoenthal. 

“You get into this business to hopefully reach these heights 
without necessarily expecting it to happen/’ said MacWilham, a 
resident of Bethesda, Md., and a senior economist at World Bank 
in Washington, D.C. “It’s wonderful, fantastic.” 

Schoenthal, whose 5-year-old daughter Bryn dotes on Miss 
Behaviour— “she gives her carrots all day long and adores her, and 
the filly adores Bryn”-knew he had a “classy, sweet, nice horse” 
when the bay filly entered his Bowie barn in February. But he 
didn’t begin to see her brilliance until he worked her with another 
Jump Start juvenile, the highly regarded colt Elevated. Miss 
Behaviour continued to impress in her workouts and was creating 
backstretch buzz leading up to her first race, a 5-furlong maiden 
special weight at Parx July 22, but was totally overlooked by post 
time as another first-time starter, Gracer, went off the favorite. At 
nearly 13-1, Miss Behaviour spurted to the lead and never gave 
way, winning by 2Vi lengths over Gracer. 


It was such an impressive debut that offers 
began to come, and the decision was made 
to sell. But fortuitously for MacWilliam and 
Teitelbaum, who were beginning to have sellers’ 
remorse, the deal fell through. In her next start, 
at Monmouth Park Sept. 1, Miss Behaviour 
dominated the 6-furlong $100,000 Sorority 
Stakes. 

Taking the step up into graded company in 
the Matron, also at 6 furlongs, Miss Behaviour 
was dispatched the 3-1 third choice in a field of 
six. In pursuit from the start of favorite Sweet 
Whiskey, the winner blasted past to take con¬ 
trol heading into the stretch under regular rider 
Garry Cruise, opened up a large lead and held 
tough to the wire to win by a length. Her final 
time was 1:10.57. 

MacWilliam’s desire to own horses was 
spurred by going to the races as a child with his 
father, who had a stable at the time. MacWilliam 
had a winner in his own colors more than 20 
years ago while working in Zimbabwe, having 
purchased a yearling and eventually racing him 
in that country. But it took until November 2009 
at Keeneland for MacWilliam to make his next purchase, buying 
the young stakes-placed New Jersey-bred broodmare Successful 
Romance for $40,000 in foal to Afleet Alex. 

At that sale, MacWilliam met Carl McEntee, then general 
manager of the fast-growing Ghost Ridge Farms near York, Pa. 
MacWilliam decided to send his new purchase to Ghost Ridge. 

Successful Romance foaled her Afleet Alex filly, eventual win¬ 
ner Miss E. T. A., at Ghost Ridge, and was bred to another recent 
arrival to the farm, Jump Start. “The mare doesn’t have a lot of 
size,” noted MacWilliam. ‘We figured we needed to go to a stallion 
who could put a little more leg under her, get her a little more size 
and scale, and Jump Start certainly fit that.” 

MacWilliam’s longtime friend Teitelbaum asked to become a 
partner after he was spurred on by an outside influence: Zenyatta. 
“The Zenyatta craze was at its peak,” noted MacWilliam. “And 
now we’re in it together.” 

Still the only mare the partners own, Successful Romance, now 
boarded at Northview PA in Peach Bottom, was not bred for 2013 
after foaling a Ghostzapper colt the previous June. The daughter 
of Successful Appeal is currently in foal to Langfuhr and has a 
likely date with Jump Start in the future. 

Miss Behaviour, MacWilliam and Teitelbaum’s only runner, 
may be making her next start for new owners, after it was decided 
to test the market once again-she’s been consigned to Fasig- 
Tipton’s marquee November mixed sale in Lexington, Ky., on 
Nov. 4. But if she doesn’t sell, that’s also fine for MacWilliam, 
Teitelbaum, Schoenthal and Bryn. /Cindy Deubler

Bond Holder comes through 
in Grade 1 for breeder Lazy Lane 

L azy Lane Farm doesn’t own Bond Holder anymore. His dam 
died in 2012. And farm founder Joe Allbritton passed away 
almost a year ago. 

But that doesn’t mean die Virginia breeder stopped paying 
attention. 

“Oh my gosh, it’s bittersweet because the mare’s gone and Mr. 
Allbritton didn’t live to see it, but it means a lot to our operation,” 


said Frank Shipp, the Upperville farm’s manager. “It 
shows the kind of animal we’re capable of produc¬ 
ing.” 

And Bond Holder is some animal. 

The Virginia-bred son of Mineshaft and the 
Conquistador Cielo mare Cielo Girl ran away with 
the $250,000 FrontRunner Stakes-G1 at Santa Anita 
Sept. 28-graduating from maiden to winner to 
Grade 1 winner all in one shot. The 2-year-old rated 
as far back as eighth early in a 10-horse field, found 
running room to the outside turning for home and 
scored by 2 Va lengths in 1:45.02 for VAe miles. Sent 
off at nearly 11-1, the bay colt finished in front of 
favorite Dance With Fate, with Tamarando third. 

Bond Holder joins such Lazy Lane products 
as French Group 1 winner Seeking the Pearl and 
American graded winners Hot Summer and Position 
Limit among others. Lazy Lane is best known for 
campaigning Hansel, champion 3-year-old of 1991. 
Now 24, he’s retired on the farm. 

Bond Holder races for Reddam Racing and 
trainer Doug O’Neill, who won the 2012 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and Preakness-Gl with I’ll Have Another. 
Their newest Grade 1 winner lost his first four starts, 
including two thirds and a second at Del Mar. Racing on dirt for 
die first time in the FrontRunner, Bond Holder leaped into the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl picture-and made Shipp smile. 

“He was a nice colt when he was here, very racy with a nice big 
stride,” Shipp said. “He always showed a lot of class and was the 
kind of horse you figured would do well. You break your maiden 
in a Grade 1,1 don’t care how late in the year it is or anything else, 
you’re doing something.” 

Lazy Lane sold Bond Holder through Warrendale Sales as a 
yearling at Keeneland September, getting $90,000 from Crupi’s 
New Castle Farm. The colt went back to the sales ring in 
March, bringing $125,000 at the Ocala Breeders Sales 
Company’s selected sale of 2-year-olds in training. 
O’Neill’s brother Dennis signed the ticket and the 
colt joined Doug O’Neill’s string in California. 

Lazy Lane bought Cielo Girl for $250,000 at 
Keeneland November in 2005. The stakes winner 
of more than $330,000 was carrying a Grand Slam 
foal who turned out to be multiple winner Rawley. 
Her Congaree 3-year-old Wizwit has won three times 
including a recent score at Charles Town. Cielo Girl 
died while foaling in 2012. 

“That’s unfortunate because she was a nice 
mare, but she just didn’t have much luck,” said 
Shipp. “(Bond Holder) validates buying her and Mr. 
Allbritton would have loved this.” 

Despite Allbritton’s death, Lazy Lane continues 
to operate as a Thoroughbred nursery. The former 
Brookmeade Stud is home to a dozen mares and 
eight weanlings, with three or four yearlings waiting 
for future assignments-one to a sale, some others 
to join the racing stable. Shipp called it continuing a 
legacy left by Allbritton. 

“He insisted on quality and we’re still doing 
it,” said Shipp, who added that Hansel (featured 
as a Pensioner on Parade in July’s Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred) still does not look his age and is enjoy¬ 
ing retirement. “I can just imagine the conversations 
we would have had over this.”

humbing absently through a missal 
while a funeral sermon droned on, I was 
struck by flying hooves when Psalm 33 
reared up: 

A horse is a vain hope for deliverance . 
Despite all its great strength , it cannot save. 

The proverb cautions that horses alone 
cannot win battles. I interpret it to mean 
that brave people win battles, not mere 
horses. I smiled at the implied, that a 
good horse certainly helps the cause. 


Maryland Racing Commission deserve 
acknowledgement. 

The "Big Story" in the Maryland horse 
industry, and in the national eye as well, 
is the new Maryland-bred Owner's and 
Breeder's Awards Program, a phase- 
in plan that, in shorthand, promises to 
be "30/30/30 by 2015." A courageous 
Commission saved horse farms by 
pushing for modem adjustments to the 
ancient Maryland-Bred Program, founded 
in 1962, the first of its kind in the nation.

To present-day Maryland horse 
farmers, the "takeaway" from Psalm 33 is 
that you can't rely on horses alone to save 
what's left of the severely depleted ranks 
of the state's horse farms. Sometimes you 
need help from above, from Annapolis, 
from intelligent government leadership. 
This is where the current members of the 


On Sept. 10, a contract was signed 
between the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association, and the 
Maryland Jockey Club to reprogram 
revenues coming into the Purse 
Dedication Account from slots handle. 

So simple at its core, it is merely a 
"funding mechanism," and in the days 
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since Sept. 10, it has casually been referred to merely as 
"The Agreement." 

It took effect at the opening of the Laurel Fall Meet 
Sept. 19. What a historic day! It marked the first time 
in the long history of horse breeding in this state that a 
horse who didn't win was rewarded for finishing second 
or third, and at 30 percent of the purse earned, no less. 

On Opening Day at Laurel, I sat alone in the Ruffian 
Room on the second floor of Laurel's old clubhouse, 
watching the monitors, waiting for a Maryland-bred to 
finish second or third. It took until the fourth race, when 
Greentree Road held on for second. He was running for 
a $5,000 claiming tag while reaching for a $15,000 slots- 
enhanced purse. 

The purse earned for second place was $3,150, and the 
30-percent Breeder Award came to $945. In two weeks 
time, the breeder's check would land in the farm office of 
one of Maryland's great Thoroughbred establishments. 
Glade Valley Farm, who had lost Greentree Road on a 
$10,000 claim in May. 

Greentree Road was bred in the names of Glade 
Valley owners Sondra and Howard Bender. Mrs. Bender 
died in 2012. Mr. Bender soldiers on. In recent years, 
the depressing state of horse breeding in Maryland had 
prompted thoughts of Glade Valley Farm relocating to 
Pennsylvania. This is the farmland where Hall of Fame 
racehorses Challedon and Gallorette were foaled. A 
check for $945 may seem small solace, but it's the first 


warm breeze of spring for stalwart Maryland breeders. 
It's a sign. More to come. Hang in there, Mr. Bender. 

The Maryland Racing Commission understood the 
plight of Maryland farms. You lose the farms, you lose 
Annapolis. No other component of the horse industry 
is as vested in Maryland as its farms. Anchoring the 
landscape of communities, the farms stand alone against 
the pressures of development. 

At this old farm, the name "Country Life" carries no 
small irony these days. 

Quietly celebrating the farm's 80th anniversary, farm 
folk rally in opposition to zoning hearings in nearby 
Bel Air, where blueprints are passed for 250 "garden" 
apartments 100 yards from the farm. What could 
possibly compel a developer to link the word "garden" 
with the impervious acres of an apartment complex? 

These days, though, farm folk are also rededicated to 
the business of farming. A locally grown horse is worth 
more than it was before "The Agreement." 

There would be no Agreement without the vision of 
the Maryland Racing Commission. 

To the members-in alphabetical order, John Franzone, 
Ernest Grecco, David Hayden, John McDaniel, Mary 
Louise Preis, Bruce Quade, Charles Tildon, Louis Ulman 
and Tom Winebrener-when you look at the view of a 
farm from the road as you drive to the next Commission 
meeting, understand it is here because you were. The 
proverb says so: A horse alone cannot save.

Four-year-old filly Awe¬ 
some Flower got her second 
stakes win in her last four tries 
by taking the $100,000 HBPA 
Stakes at Presque Isle Downs 
Sept. 26. The Michael Maker- 
trained filly, claimed for 
$30,000 for Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey in her final start of 
2012, won for the fifth time in 
nine trips to the post this year 
while pushing her 2013 earn¬ 
ings to $208,959 and her life¬ 
time total $247,344. 


The 5-2 second choice in 
the 10-horse field of fillies and 
mares bided her time under 
Alan Garcia, tracking three¬ 
wide down the backstretch in 
the mile and 70-yard test over 
the Tapeta before sweeping 
past to win by 3Vi lengths over 
favorite Primed for Passion. 
Time was a sharp 1:40.82, fast¬ 
est of the year at the popular 
distance. 

Awesome Flower came 
into the race off a third in 
Churchill Downs' Locust 
Grove Stakes three weeks ear¬ 
lier.

The Jameela Stakes for 
fillies and mares on the turf 
at Laurel Park Sept. 21 came 
down to a stretch duel be¬ 


tween favorites Madame Giry 
and Ju Ju Eyeballs, with the 
year-older former besting her 
3-year-old rival by a nose. 

The race, named for the 
first Maryland-bred million¬ 
aire (Jameela, a foal of 1976, 
was a stakes winner on the 
turf but much more successful 
on the main track), attracted 
two of the region's top turf 
sprinting females plus seven 
others. 

Madame Giry came into 
the 6-furlong Maryland-bred 
stakes off a win in Saratoga's 
Smart and Fancy Stakes in Au¬ 
gust. 

Ju Ju Eyeballs won three 
straight on the turf earlier 
in the year, starting at Gulf- 
stream Park in March, and 
counted a win in Monmouth 
Park's Crank It Up Stakes on 
the grass, as well as the Just 
Smashing Stakes at the Ja¬ 
meela's distance on the main 
track. 

Ju Ju Eyeballs, a daughter 
of the late Maryland sire Ga¬ 
tors N Bears, got the jump on 
Madame Giry and had the 
lead in midstretch. 

But Cornelio Velasquez 
sent 4-5 favorite Madame Giry 
after the 3-1 second choice, 
gained a narrow advantage 
in the final 70 yards and made 
it last. The final time was 
1:08.11, less than a second off 
the course record. 

The race, worth $75,000 
(plus an additional $25,000 for 
Maryland-sired runners), was 
the fourth stakes win in Ma¬ 
dame Giry's 15-start career. 


Purchased privately as an un¬ 
raced 2-year-old by her trainer 
Cam Gambolati, Madame 
Giry didn't make her first start 
until April 2012. After break¬ 
ing her maiden in her fifth 
outing, she went on a five-race 
win streak which included 
two stakes last year-Belmont 
Park's edition of the Smart 
and Fancy and the Buffalo 
Trace Franklin County at 
Keeneland. 

The Jameela was her sev¬ 
enth win, with two seconds 
and a third, for earnings of 
$399,720. 

Bred by Raintree Thor¬ 
oughbred Farm Inc., a Tow- 
son, Md.-based racing part¬ 
nership headed by founder 
Russell Schalk Jr., Madame 
Giry is a daughter of San¬ 
ta Anita Derby-Gl winner 
Castledale (Ire) and the only 
winner from four foals for the 
First Trump mare Ballet Part¬ 
ner (GB). 

Schalk purchased Ballet 
Partner at the 2000 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic May 2-year-olds 
in training sale for $19,000. 
Ballet Partner proved to be 
a solid allowance filly, win¬ 
ning five of her 22 starts for 
Raintree Racing, and earning 
$137,350. 

In her only stakes appear¬ 
ance, she finished fifth in the 
Carousel Stakes at Laurel as a 
3-year-old. 

Ballet Partner died in 2009, 
a few months after foaling 
Madame Giry. 


Child’s play 
at Timonium 


Maryland's newest stallion. Spendthrift 
Farm and Country Life Farm's Freedom 
Child, was paraded at the Timonium 
sales grounds Sept. 29 and made 
an appearance in the sales pavilion. 

Campaigned by West Point 
Thoroughbreds, the 3-year-old son of 
Malibu Moon and the Deputy Minister 
mare Bandstand won the Grade 2 Peter 
Pan Stakes at Belmont Park this year 
and will stand the 2014 season 
at Country Life in Bel Air. 
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It was a frigid, late fall 
day in Baltimore in 1958. On 
the early morning of Nov. 
29, the day of the 22nd run¬ 
ning of the Pimlico Special, 
the Pimlico track was frozen 
and only three horses were 
brave enough to face the hot¬ 
test horse in training, Frank 
Piarulli and John Brunetti's 
4-year-old colt Vertex. 

Trainer Joe Piarulli was not 
keen to run the dark chestnut 


on a wet track. The best horse 
his father Frank ever bred and 
the best he would ever train 
had battled nagging injuries, 
including a torn hoof the year 
before which kept him from 
the races for more than 10 
months. But he was healthy 
and ready to go. Nearly 55 
years later, Piarulli, now 90, 
recalled the career of Vertex. 
"He was such an outstand¬ 
ing horse-whenever he was 


right, Td just run him. When 
he did that, he was just in the 
best shape he could be in." 

Vertex's final start of the 
year came in the invitation- 
only Pimlico Special (which 
would be the final running of 
the famed handicap test until 
its revival 30 years later). The 
Special was his third race in 
November, and would be his 
fourth victory in the span of 
31 days. "The race was there. 


it was a good race," remembered 
Piarulli. "When you'd win the 
Pimlico Special, they'd give you 
a gold cup too." 

The Maryland-bred, one of 
the best horses in training for 
three consecutive years, went 
postward in the non-wagering 
exhibition-he would have been 
the overwhelming favorite. The 
dirt oval recovered from its fro¬ 
zen state to be listed as muddy 
after the sun helped thaw it and 
the clods were broken up with "a 
Campbell pulverizer." 

The race proved to be no con¬ 
test, as Vertex turned in his cus¬ 
tomary no holds barred effort, 
going to the lead and never relin¬ 
quishing it as he strolled home to 
win by PA lengths under regular 
rider and Baltimore native Sam 
Boulmetis. "He would gallop and 
just pull away," said Piarulli. 

An account of the race noted 
that "The winner hadn't liked 
the going, and Boulmetis had 
found it necessary to sting him 
smartly at the top of the stretch, 
but he clearly was superior to the 
others." At year's end, the only 
horses in the nation to rank high¬ 
er than the Maryland-bred sen¬ 
sation were Bold Ruler, *Gallant 
Man, Round Table and Swoon's 
Son. In the spring of the next 
year, it was hard to find any to 
rival him. And from October 1958 
to May 1959, when he was final¬ 
ly forced to retire after fracturing 
a sesamoid in his left foreleg, he 
boasted the best record of any 
older horse in training. 

"He was an unbelievable an¬ 
imal," said Piarulli. "You could 
do anything with him, work with 
him. . . He got along with every¬ 
body. He never did anything 
wrong. I got him as a 2-year-old... 
He went to Joe Giangiulio's farm 
in Philadelphia, in that area. And 
then as a 2-year-old he came to 
me to be trained." 

Vertex was foaled at Pistorio 
Farm in Ellicott City, Md., on 
April 16, 1954. Frank Piarulli, a 
New Jersey real estate operator 
and owner of service stations, 
bakeries and drive-in restaurants, 
was friends with Sam Pistorio, 
who had moved to his Howard 
Comity farm in 1952. A builder 
by profession, Pistorio had pur¬ 
chased 800 acres and used 250 
to create the Turf Valley Country 
Club. Another 150 went for resi-

Even at 90, 

trainer of Vertex recalls 
class of Maryland-bred

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On a brisk, late November afternoon in 1958, Joe Piarulli led 
Vertex and Sam Boulmetis to the winner's circle following 
the Pimlico Special, their fourth victory in 31 days. 


dential development. The rest 
became Pistorio Farm. 

In residence at the farm was 
the aging stallion The Rhymer, 
Greentree Stable's 1942 Widen- 
er Handicap winner purchased 
by Pistorio in 1945 for $10,000. 
Piarulli sent his Case Ace mare 
Kanace to The Rhymer because 
the stallion "sired some good 
runners considering the class of 
mares he had." 

The Rhymer had been rep¬ 
resented in earlier crops by 
such stakes winners as Tuscany, 
Snommis, Singing Beauty and 
Rare Music. But by far his best 
was Vertex, who propelled the 
stallion to the top of the Mary¬ 
land rankings in 1958 and 1959. 
In a tragic coincidence, the day 
before Vertex won the Pimlico 
Special, The Rhymer was killed 
in a barn fire at Elmer and Louis 
Morsberger's farm in Catons- 
ville. Pistorio had given the 
brothers the 20-year-old stallion 
earlier that summer to stand at 
their farm the next season. 

The first stakes winner for 
the Piarullis, Vertex, then a big, 
raw-boned youngster, launched 
his career in New Jersey. 

"When he came to me I was 
based at Monmouth Park," said 
Piarulli. "His first race he start¬ 
ed was at Atlantic City. I had a 
boy on him who had never rid¬ 
den a race in his life. I wanted 
to win a little money with him 
and if I put a top rider on him 
there-but it didn't make any 
difference. He went off at like 
5-2, paid $8. The stewards, ev¬ 
erybody knew he was a great 
horse and could run." The 
chestnut won his first two starts 
and was fourth in the World's 
Playground Stakes in his third 
and final start at 2. 

He continued to get better. 
"We just had to train him, it was 
a matter of keeping him sound 
as much as we could and do 
what you had to with him," said 
Piarulli. "He was a super horse. 
When he went into a race he 
was just unbelievable. He won 
the way he wanted to-he'd just 
gallop-it wasn't much of a con¬ 
test really." 

His record at 3 included a 
dominating win in the Choice 
Stakes at Monmouth, just a fifth 
of a second off the lVa-mile track 
record, a score in Atlantic City's 
Boardwalk Handicap, and a 


second as the topweight in the 
Roamer Handicap at Jamaica 
to Promised Land, who was in 
receipt of eight pounds. During 
that race Vertex threw a shoe, 
which tore up his left front foot 
and put him on the sidelines. 
During those months off, Frank 
Piarulli sold a half-interest in 
his rising star to John Brunetti. 

Piarulli got Vertex back to 
the races the next September 
and in four starts from Sept. 9 to 
Oct. 8, he won just once. But the 
confidence was building, and 
he launched the run that would 
make his career. 

"There were two races that 
really stood out-against the 
horse that belonged to Calumet 
Farm (Bardstown)," recalled Pi¬ 
arulli. "The first time we met 
him, we met him at Garden 
State and we just beat him. But 
the second time we met was in 
New York and it was no contest. 
He just galloped. And that other 
horse was an outstanding horse 
who won something like 20 
races, but he couldn't beat Ver¬ 
tex." 

The Garden State race was 
the 1 bi-mile Trenton Handicap, 
Nov. 5. Vertex won by a head, 
but it's what he had to overcome 
in the race that amazed Piarul¬ 
li. "The bit had slipped in his 
mouth-I don't know if it was 
a mistake on my part or some¬ 
thing-but that bit slipped, and 
every time they went around a 
bend, he'd fall back because it 
was hurting him. But once they 
straightened up for home, he 
wound up beating the horse." 

Next out was the Idlewild 
Handicap at Jamaica. "I made 
sure that bit didn't do that 
again," added Piarulli. Vertex 
drew off to win by 5 lengths 
and finished lVa miles in 1:49bs. 
It was then on to Pimlico. 

Although the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial concluded a stellar season. 
Vertex was just getting started. 
Piarulli had him ready much 
earlier at 5, sending him out 
March 9 at Gulfstream Park. 
Vertex finished third, the only 
time that year he wouldn't go to 
the winner's circle. 

Following a win in a "paid 
workout," a betless exhibition 
that Gulfstream Park provided. 
Vertex went off as the starting 
highweight and 3-2 favorite in 
the $100,000 Gulfstream Park 


Handicap. Facing 10 others, 
he fought for the lead the en¬ 
tire VA miles, and turned back 
*Amerigo to win by a neck 
over a sloppy track. One week 
later he was in the starting gate 
at Bowie for the $100,000 John 
B. Campbell Handicap-his 
fourth race in 20 days. 

The Campbell was magnif¬ 
icent. Leading at every call, he 
steadily drew off to win by 6 
lengths and completed IMe 
miles in l:43b5, three-fifths off 
the track record. And he be¬ 
came only the second horse in 
history to win two six-figure 
races in such a short span-the 
other was Round Table, who 
won on consecutive weekends, 
at the same track, in 1957. 

Vertex reappeared six 
weeks later at Jamaica for the 
Grey Lag Handicap. Carry¬ 
ing 130 pounds, the highest 
impost of his 24 starts to date, 
he pulled out a three-quarter- 
length win. Boulmetis called it 
"one of the horse's best races" 
and added "he felt strong ev¬ 
ery step of the way," reported 
Joe Estes. 

Two weeks later Vertex was 
back in New Jersey. "Gene 
Mori, who owned Garden 
State, asked my dad to run 
him, because he was such a 
great horse and a lot of New 
Jersey people were familiar 
with him," said Piarulli. "I ran 
him there and he won the race, 
but he didn't come out of the 
race in good shape. That was 
his last race." 


Vertex was assigned 131 
pounds for the Camden 
Handicap and went off the 2-5 
favorite. Again leading at ev¬ 
ery call, he won by VA lengths 
over Piano Jim, in receipt of 19 
pounds. Lame the next day. 
X-rays were taken, revealing 
the fracture. 

Estes wrote in the 1959 edi¬ 
tion of American Race Horses , 
"Vertex left horsemen won¬ 
dering what he might have 
done if he had been sound. . . 
what he lacked in soundness 
and good luck was compen¬ 
sated by his class and courage 
... At the end of May, when an 
injury terminated his career, 
he had no rival on the morn¬ 
ing side of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains." 

Vertex retired with 17 wins, 
nine in stakes, from 25 starts 
over four seasons, earning 
$453,424, and entered stud at 
Danada Farm in Lexington, 
Ky. In his second crop, he 
sired Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Lucky Debonair. He later 
moved to Brunetti's Red Oak 
Farm in Ocala, Fla., where he 
would remain until his death 
at 27 in 1981. 

Piarulli trained for another 
20 years. But he knew during 
Vertex's run more than 50 
years ago what he had: "He 
was one of those horses you 
get once in a lifetime." ^ 

Vertex was inducted in the 
inaugural class of the Mary- 
land-bred Thoroughbred Hall of 
Fame in 2013 .

— University of Maryland — 

Fall program goes 
full speed ahead

The slow days of summer 
have turned into fall frenzy at 
the University of Maryland. 
We wrapped up the summer 
months watching our two 
foals play and bond while 
their mothers grazed off in 
the distance. Unfortunately, 
we also watched our colt, Di- 
amondback Fire, develop a 
solid case of physitis in both 
front fetlocks. 

Because the son of Friesan 
Fire is a large, fast-growing 
colt, we knew we needed to 
rein in his exercise and growth 
a bit to help moderate the con¬ 
dition. We began keeping him 
and his dam in the smaller 
grass paddock overnight as 
well as cut back on his grain 
intake. Within days, we saw 
some improvement. We also 
moved up our weaning plans, 
which meant that we would 
need to finally start building 
that "weaning paddock" we'd 
been talking about. 

The farm where the mares 
and foals are housed is more 
than 900 acres, but we've on¬ 
ly occupied about six acres 
total, including the 5.5-acre 
rotational grazing demonstra¬ 
tion site. In order to wean, we 
needed to convince the farm 
manager that it was a great 
idea to take a 3.5-acre parcel 
out of crop rotation so that we 
could set up a new pasture 
system on the other side of 
our horse barn. 

It took some convincing, 
but he agreed right after our 
first two pregnant brood¬ 
mares arrived in the summer 
of 2012. Our plan was to kill 
off the existing vegetation in 
late summer and seed in ear¬ 
ly fall. We knew we wouldn't 
graze it year-round, so we 
seeded orchard grass and 
grazing-tolerant alfalfa so that 
it would make a nice nutri¬ 


tious hay when cut, but also 
serve as a good quality pas¬ 
ture for the broodmares after 
weaning. We made hundreds 
of bales of top quality hay 
off it this spring, which were 
quickly hauled down to cam¬ 
pus in preparation for feeding 
weanlings this fall and brood¬ 
mares next spring. 

The plan to fence out the 
entire pasture system was put 
on hold due to funds, but con¬ 
struction of the 60 x 60-foot 
loafing lot moved forward in 
August thanks to a grant from 
the Maryland Horse Indus¬ 
try Board. We ran out a water 
line, moved an existing run- 
in shed into place, hired P.H. 
Drayer to put in the posts, 
and then had our staff and 
students put up the 4-board 
wood fence and gates. A week 
later, our two mares were the 
new inhabitants of the wean¬ 
ing paddock while the foals 
stayed in the rotational graz¬ 
ing site. 

Weaning went as well as it 
could go. We put lead shanks 
over the noses of the brood¬ 
mares and led them down 
a short distance to the barn. 
There were a few rears of pro¬ 
test and many whinnies, but 
our well-behaved mares did 
what was asked. The foals 
stayed back in one of our 
smaller grass paddocks with 
a student to watch over them. 
They trotted around and 
called for their moms repeat¬ 
edly, but settled fairly quickly 
before nightfall. 

Visits from students and 
staff throughout the day 
seemed to help a bit as they 
appeared to appreciate the at¬ 
tention. Even though they all 
seemed settled into their new 
situations within the week, 
there is still a feeling of loss 
and sadness that lingers. 


All of our energy has now 
quickly shifted toward the 
training of the weanlings by 
students on-campus and the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale in 
December. Luckily, we have 
a new and energetic intern, 
Johnny Weiss, who will serve 
as the assistant farm manager 
for the semester. 

Johnny brings a good bit 
of experience to the position, 
having grown up on his par¬ 
ent's Thoroughbred breeding 
operation in northern Mary¬ 
land. Also, Bill Reightler has 
taken us under his wing by 
giving us advice on sales prep, 
and his operation will consign 
the weanlings this first year. 

A quick visit to Timonium 
to Fasig-Tipton's September 
yearling sale proved success¬ 
ful. Katy Voss, a long time 
supporter of our program, 
introduced us to officers and 
employees at Fasig-Tipton. 
They were very excited to 
hear about our new venture 
and how we were creating 
new advocates for the breed¬ 
ing, racing and sales sector. 
We also got a better feel for 
what we can expect when we 
ship in for the sale. 

Besides sales prepara¬ 
tion, we are shoring up the 


the pregnant mares who will 
foal on campus in our spring 
Equine Reproduction class. 
We had to cap our class size at 
16 students last year, but with 
more mares to foal, we can 
expand the student numbers 
this year. We hope to expand 
our horse herd by at least one 
additional mare next year.

Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation “Open Barn” 


T he Thoroughbred Retire¬ 
ment Foundation at James 
River held its annual Open Barn 
event Sept. 15, attracting a huge 
crowd that included Secretary 
of Public Safety Marla Decker, 
Deputy Secretary Bryan Rhode, 
and former NYRA and Maryland 
Jockey Club Racing Secretary 
Lenny Hale. 

“We had a huge crowd and 
you could just feel the enthusiasm 
in the barn,” said TRF President 
Anne Tucker. “I think people 
were very inspired by hearing 
the men talk about the horses 
they cared for. I think they were 


very pleased with the way all the 
horses looked.” 

Organized in 2007 by blood¬ 
stock agent L. Clay Camp 
and former Virginia Racing 
Commission Chairman Robin 
Traywick Williams, the program 
has rehabbed and adopted out 35 
horses and certified more than 50 
inmates using the Groom Elite 
curriculum. There are currently 
22 horses in the herd. 

Williams highlighted the 
importance of Hale’s attendance. 
Hale is a TRF National Board 
member and the head of the 
TRFs committee for prison 


Virginia-breds preferred 
at Gold Cup 


F or the first time at the Inter¬ 
national Gold Cup races this 
fall, all races were Virginia-bred- 
preferred to encourage Virginia- 
bred ownership. The change grew 
out of the success of the Old 
Dominion Turf Championship 
and is part of the Gold Cups 
continuing efforts to promote 
both attendance and participa¬ 
tion. 

“We wanted to rebuild parti¬ 
cipation by Virginians in horse 
racing,” said Gold Cup consul¬ 
tant Mike Pearson. “Say a person 
had a steeplechase horse, you 
wouldn’t necessarily know you 
were going to get in at the Gold 
Cup races. This way the owner 
of a Virginia-bred can plan to 
enter his horse at the Gold Cup 
and know he has first preference 
to participate and make the cor¬ 
responding invitations and party 
plans for a day at the races.” 


Pearson cited the suc¬ 
cess of the Old Dominion 
Turf Championship as part of 
the driving impetus behind the 
change. The Old Dominion Turf 
Championship is a series of races 
held at the Foxfield Fall Races 
Sept. 29, Virginia Fall Races Oct. 
5 and 6, and International Gold 
Cup Races Oct. 19, in which 
Virginia-bred or Virginia-sired 
horses are awarded points in lead- 
up races. Leaders are preferred 
in the Championship race, held 
at the International Gold Cup 
Races and run for a $15,000 
purse. 

“It’s a terrific opportunity 
for Virginia-breds to perform 
in front of a home audience,” 
Pearson said. “We looked at the 
value of that and that’s one of the 
reasons that the Gold Cup has 
gone to Virginia-bred-preferred 
in all races.” 


programs (the Second Chances 
Program). 

“It is great to have some¬ 
one with Lenny’s experience in 
the industry on the TRF board,” 
Williams said. “The fact that he’s 
also a horseman means he has 
the respect of the volunteers car¬ 
ing for herds at the local level. It 
certainly meant a lot to all of us 
at the James River chapter that 
he drove down from Baltimore 
to see the program and meet our 
officers and volunteers.” 

Decker and Rhode spent a 
couple of hours at the event, 
talking to inmates about the pro¬ 
gram, meeting volunteers and 


discussing the program with TRF 
officials. 

“We were so pleased to have 
a member of Gov. McDonnell’s 
cabinet there,” Williams said. 
“The governor has put a lot of 
emphasis on re-entry programs 
for inmates being released, and 
we were glad to have a chance 
to show Secretary Decker how 
ex-racehorses can contribute to 
successful re-entry for motivated 
inmates.” 

The barns stayed full through¬ 
out the day, with shuttle driv¬ 
ers making many trips from the 
parking area to the barn. 


Virginia Breeders Fund 
Yearling Futurity results 


T he VTA hosted the 13th 
annual Virginia Breeders 
Fund $15,000Yearling Futurity at 
the Warrenton Horse Show Aug. 
31. Judged by Fasig-Tipton lumi¬ 
nary (and Virginian) Bill Graves, 
the futurity also included ringside 
commentary by Virginia horse¬ 
woman Susie Hart and a seminar 
hosted by Graves. 

After a VTA breakfast, a good 
crowd gathered ringside during 
the futurity to hear Hart’s com¬ 
mentary. She pointed out the 
characteristics that are desirable in 
young racehorses as each class was 
judged, emphasizing both con¬ 
formation and walk. The fillies 
dominated the day, with the first 
and second place in that division 
taking Champion and Reserve 
Champion.

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Jonathan Sheppard to be honored 
with NSA’s F. Ambrose Clark Award 




Jonathan Sheppard, a record-breaking horseman and a highly respected 
leader within the American Steeplechasing community, has been selected to 
receive the National Steeplechase Association’s prestigious F. Ambrose Clark 
Award. The award will be presented Nov. 22 at the National Steeplechase 
Museum in Camden, S.C. 

“This is a great honor. There have been so many people who have put so 
much into steeplechasing, and I’m humbled to be among those receiving the 
F. Ambrose Clark Award,” Sheppard said. 

Named for a legendary steeplechase horseman in the first half of the 20th 
century, the F. Ambrose Clark Award is presented periodically to those indi¬ 
viduals who have been leaders in promoting, improving, and encouraging the 
growth and welfare of American Steeplechasing. The award was most recently 
presented in 2007 to Austin A. Brown. 

“Jonathan Sheppard exemplifies the finest virtues and values of American 
Steeplechasing,” said NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. “As a horse trainer, he 
has no peer. He has trained young horsemen and sent them on to highly suc¬ 
cessful careers. He is the consummate sportsman and has contributed to the 
sport as an owner and breeder. And, he has provided consistent leadership for 
American Steeplechasing.” 

Elected to Thoroughbred racing’s Hall of Fame in 1990, Sheppard has 
established records for steeplechase victories by a trainer as well as for purse 
earnings in National Steeplechase Association races. Recent seasons have been 
a series of milestones for Sheppard, beginning with his 1,000th victory over 
fences in 2010. He passed the $20-million mark in career steeplechase purses 
the following year, and last year marked his 3,000th career win as a trainer. 

Through the Saratoga meet, he had 1,045 victories over fences, and he has 
more than $21-million in NSA earnings in a career that began in 1966. 

Among the current trainers who worked under him are Janet Elliot, also a 
Hall of Fame member, and H. Graham Motion, trainer of 2011 Kentucky Derby 
(Gr. 1) winner Animal Kingdom. 

The 72-year-old native of Ash well, England, is an active owner and breeder 
whose homebred Italian Wedding won the $150,000 New York Turf Writers 
Cup (Gr. 1) at Saratoga Race Course on Aug. 22. He also is the co-owner and 
co-breeder of Divine Fortune, a finalist for last year’s Eclipse Award. 

In addition, he served as the National Steeplechase Association’s president 
from 2004 through 2006. As a Clark Award recipient, Sheppard joins two pre¬ 
vious recipients who are longtime clients and former NSA presidents. George 
Strawbridge Jr., the sport’s all-time leading owner, received the F. Ambrose 
Clark Award in 1979, and Bill Pape was the recipient in 1988. Both Strawbridge 
and Pape served multiple terms as the NSA president. 

The long associations with Strawbridge and Pape are testaments to Shep¬ 
pard’s horsemanship and integrity. Early in their association, Strawbridge was 
impressed when Sheppard admitted an error in his preparation of a horse for 
a race. Over the years, Sheppard has trained most of the top horses owned by 
Strawbridge’s Augustin Stables.Sheppard trained Strawbridge’s Cafe Prince,

to the 2008 Eclipse Award as champion turf female, and the following year the 
owner’s Informed Decision received the Eclipse as champion female sprinter. 

Pape and Sheppard have been associated with four champions, including 
Hall of Fame member Flatterer, whom they owned in partnership with George 
Harris. Flatterer was a four-time champion from 1983 through 1986 and was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame in 1994. 

Pape raced Athenian Idol, the 1973 champion, followed by Martie’s Anger in 
1979. Most recently, Pape claimed the Eclipse Award with Mixed Up in 2009.

Plenty of action remaining on NSA fall calendar 


With the arrival of November, the days are 
growing shorter, and the National Steeplechase 
Association 2013 season is approaching its excit¬ 
ing conclusion. 

The November calendar features lots of action 
in all divisions. Getting the month off to a fast 
start are the Steeplechase at Callaway and the 
Montpelier Hunt Races, both on Saturday, Nov. 2. 

The Steeplechase at Callaway in Pine Moun¬ 
tain, Ga., offers $165,000 in purses and pres¬ 
ents two stakes races for important National 
Steeplechase Association divisions. The $50,000 
AFLAC Supreme Hurdle will be the final event 
for novices, or horses in their first seasons of 
competition over fences. 

Also on the Callaway card is the $50,000 
Crown Royal Stakes for fillies and mares. The 
Crown Royal is run in memory of George Sloan. 

Both Callaway races are Sport of Kings con¬ 
tests, with purse enhancements from the National 
Steeplechase Foundation. 

The Montpelier Hunt Races, staged at the 
historic Montpelier property of Marion duPont 
Scott, features the $45,000 Noel Laing Handicap, 
which is run over natural brush fences. The Vir¬ 
ginia meet offers $100,000 in purses. 

The timber division wraps up its stakes sched¬ 
ule on Sunday, Nov. 3, with the $35,000 Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hunt Cup in Unionville. The testing four 
miles of the Pennsylvania timber classic may well 
have a say in this year’s timber championship. As 
the fall season began, several timber specialists 
were within a few thousand dollars of each other 
in the standings.

Each year, the steeplechase season begins in 
South Carolina, and the fall season follows the 
sun to an exciting conclusion in South Carolina. 
First up will be the Charleston Cup Races at 
the Stono Ferry Course in Hollywood, S.C., on 
Sunday, Nov. 10. The featured contest will be a 
$25,000 optional allowance. 

Racing for the 2013 season concludes with 
the Colonial Cup meet at the Springdale Course 
in Camden, S.C., on Saturday, Nov. 23. For the 
fourth year, the Colonial Cup will feature a sa¬ 
lute to American servicemen, with a swearing-in 


ceremony for Army recruits and a parachuting 
demonstration onto the racecourse. In addition, 
3,000 general-admission tickets and 500 infield 
parking spots will be available free of charge to 
members of the military. 

The day’s feature will be the $100,000 
Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) for 
the sport’s top division.

E. KIRK BROWN III 

Thoroughbred and Standardbred horse¬ 
man E. Kirk Brown III passed away Sept. 5 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, 
Md. He was 74. 

Mr. Brown raced Standardbreds in the 
1970s, switched to cutting horses and later 
Thoroughbreds. He developed a success¬ 
ful pinhooking business in the 1980s and 
was active at the sales. Mr. Brown was 
the proprietor of the Wyoming Tavern 
in Wyoming, Del., for 50 years. He is sur¬ 
vived by his wife Barbara Brown, daughter 
Elesha Kelly Lands, son Dale Brown and a 
granddaughter. 

GEORGE E. CHASE SR. 

George E. Chase Sr., one of the founders 
of the Atlanta Steeplechase and a longtime 
supporter of the Georgia event, died Sept. 
16. He was 87. 

Mr. Chase was born in Connecticut and 
grew up riding show horses. He moved 
to Atlanta in the early 1950s, foxhunted 
and in 1966 helped found the Atlanta 
Steeplechase widi longtime friend John 
Wayt and others. The steeplechase has 
moved twice since, but continues and held 
its 48tli running in April. 

In addition to his support of the Atlanta 
Steeplechase, he campaigned standout 
steeplechase horse Census, winner of 
the first Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase in 
1986. The Speak John gelding, trained by 
Janet Elliot, was the National Steeplechase 
Association’s leading earner in 1984 and 


1986 and clashed memorably with future 
Hall of Famer Flatterer on several occa¬ 
sions-out-earning his rival by a little more 
than $5,000 with a career bankroll of 
$426,524 over jumps. 

Mr. Chase is survived by his wife Jan 
Perdue Chase and his son George. The 
family suggests contributions to Northside 
Church, 2799 Northside Dr. NW, Atlanta, 
Ga. 30305, or the Atlanta Steeplechase, 
375 Pharr Rd. NE, Atlanta, Ga. 30305. 

J. NOEL MAGEE 

Former trainer J. Noel Magee, 84, died 
suddenly while walking his dogs near his 
home in Newnan, Ga., Sept. 6. The native 
of Ireland was a trainer and breeder of 
Thoroughbreds. He is survived by his wife, 
Una Magee; son, Sean; daughters, Grainne, 
Sonya and Orla. A nephew, Kieron Magee, 
is currently based at Bowie. 

ANN STERN 

Ann Couch Stern, who raced record-set- 
ting timber horse Saluter with her late 
husband Henry, died Sept. 27 at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Richmond, Va. She was 86. 

An avid tennis player and golfer, she 
acquired an interest in steeplechasing in her 
later years. The Sterns enjoyed the exploits 
of Saluter, the National Steeplechase 
Association’s timber champion in 1994, 
1995, 1998 and 1999. Trained and ridden 
by Jack Fisher, Saluter won the Virginia 
Gold Cup in six consecutive years from 
1994-’99 and set a record with 21 career 
timber victories. Henry Stern, an NS A 


officer and director, died in 2011. The 
Sterns also campaigned such stars as Darn 
Tipalarm and Paradise’s Boss. 

Mrs. Stern is survived by her brother, 
Billy Couch; sister, Fay Sandtidge; sons, 
Sidney Stern and Hank Stern; daughter, 
Connie Moore; 12 grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild. 

HARRY F. THOMPSON JR. 

Leading Penn National trainer Harry F. 
Thompson Jr., 75, passed away Sept. 17 at 
die Milton S. Hershey Medical Center in 
Hershey, Pa. 

Born in Manassas, Va., Mr. Thompson 
began training at Penn National in 1989. 
He ranks third among conditioners in the 
40-year history of the track with 2,187 
wins. Mr. Thompson was Penn National’s 
leading trainer seven times-1995, 1996, 
1997, 1999, 2000, 2002 and 2003. At 
Penn National and elsewhere, he regis¬ 
tered 2,672 victories, 35th all-time among 
Thoroughbred trainers in North America. 
Among his stakes winners were High 
Flying Bid, Doedee and Kailiki. He was 
credited with his final starter on Sept. 14. 

Mr. Thompson was a proud member 
of the U.S. Marine Corps and was buried 
with military honors at Quantico National 
Cemetery in Virginia. He is survived by 
wife Lynn, and sons Barry, Garry, Kerry, 
and Terry.

10years ago 

I A new stallion operation 
was set to launch in Maryland, 
as bloodstock agent and 
owner/breeder Don Litz and 
a group of investors publicly 
announced details about 
Maryland Stallion Station. 

Plans for the ambitious 
project, on land adjacent to 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, 
included building a stallion 
barn “expected to look like a 
scaled-down version of Lane’s 
End,” which had working ties 
with the new venture. 

While ground-breaking 
wasn’t scheduled until that 
fall, Maryland Stallion Station 
already had a contingent of 
promising stallions who would 
stand the 2004 season at 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine. 
Joining die well-connected 
duo of Eastern Echo and Jazz 
Club, who stood the previous 
two years at Shamrock, were 
new arrivals Outflanker, Rock 
Slide and Seeking Daylight, the 
latter two standing their first 
seasons at stud. 

Maryland Stallion Station was 
the first major Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing establishment built from the 
ground up in Maryland since the 
1960s, and stallions moved into 
their well-appointed new surround- 
ings just prior to the start of the 
2005 breeding season. Maryland 
Stallion Station quickly became the 
second most active stud farm in the 
state, but when negotiations failed to 
renew the land lease in 2008, eight 
stallions were moved to other loca¬ 
tionsfor 2009. 

I Trainer Ben Feliciano Jr. 
had a trio of Maryland-bred 
speedsters in his barn, prompt¬ 
ing Sean Clancy to write, “Fire 
and gasoline provide less 
spark.” 

Allen’s Prospect’s 6-year-old 
stakes-winning son Crossing 
Point was a track record setter 
at Laurel in 2002. In his most 
recent start at Pimlico, he set 
another record, completing 
5 furlongs in :56.71, bettering 


the 10-year-old mark held by 
Goldminer’s Dream. 

Multiple stakes-winning 
5-year-old Baby Shark (by 
Dover Ridge), was a master at 
distances less than 5 furlongs. 
He set the quarter-mile mark 
at Calder (:20.81) in the 2002 
Rocket Man Stakes, and also 
set a 4 1 /2-furlong record of 
:50.28 at Mountaineer in his 
most recent start. 

Elaine and Nick Bass ford’s 
4-year-old Ameri Brilliance 
was not a stakes winner, 
but die son of Ameri Valay 
was a world record holder 
after scorching 4 furlongs 
atTimonium in :43.76. He 
took more than four-tenths 
of a second off the previous 
mark set at Stampede Park in 
Calgary, Alberta. 

“I knew he was sharp but 
he was gone and he didn’t 
make the turn that well. I hate 
to think how fast he would 
have gone if he made the 
turn,” said Feliciano. 

Ameri Brilliance became a 
stakes winner the next year, setting 
Mountaineer's existing track record 
of :50.16 when winning the West 
Virginia Legislature Chairman's 
Cup, breaking Baby Shark's 
4Vi fur long mark set the previ¬ 
ous year in the same stakes. The 
4-furlong world record held up until 
2006, when broken once again at 
Stampede Park. 


I George Strawbridge’s dis¬ 
tance-loving turf horse, 7-year- 
old Rochester, defended his 
tide in the Kentucky Cup Turf 
Handicap-G3 at Kentucky 
Downs. The win didn’t come 
easy-he was compromised 
by Art Variety (Brz) near the 
wire and missed by a head, but 
the stewards took action and 
dropped Art Variety to third. 

Rochester’s five career 
stakes wins were at the daunt¬ 
ing distance of IVi miles. The 
Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Green Dancer, who made a 
solitary start each of his first 
three seasons to race, proved 
a durable runner in many 
ways, with 27 starts in his 
three seasons since. From 30 
career outings, the Jonathan 
Sheppard trainee racked up 
earnings of $834,727. 

Rochester raced through age 10 
on the flat, amassing more than 
$1.2 million and adding one more 
stakes to his resume, Keeneland's 
VA-mile Grade 3 Sycamore, which 
he won for the third time in 2005 
(he contested the race six times, 
also winning in 2001 and 2002). 
He was tried in timber races in 
two starts at 12 and won both 
before being retiredfor good to 
Strawbridge's Augustin Stable near 
Cochranville, Pa., where he resides 
as a pensioner. 

I Historic Glen Riddle Farm 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore 
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in Berlin, once the training 
grounds for Man o’ War and 
War Admiral, was in a state of 
wildness and decay, and set to 
be developed into a housing 
development and golf club. 

Purchased by Philadelphian 
Samuel D. Riddle in 1915, the 
farm had once encompassed 
17,000 acres. Riddle was best 
known for having purchased 
Man o’ War as a yearling at 
Saratoga for $5,000. Riddle 
also bred and campaigned Man 
o’ War’s son War Admiral, 
Triple Crown winner of 1937. 

After Riddle’s death in 
1951, the property passed to 
Walter Jeffords Sr., Riddle’s 
business partner and husband 
of his wife’s niece, and later 
to Jeffords’ heirs. Trimmed 
down to 972 acres, the land 
and buildings, including the 
original training barn, was set 
to become the gated commu¬ 
nity of GlenRiddle. The train¬ 
ing barn would be renovated 
as a clubhouse for the two 
18-hole championship golf 
courses. And approximately 
650 homes, priced in the range 
of $450,000 and $1 million, 
would be built and sold. 

All was completed within the 
next decade. And the training barn, 
now clubhouse, is also home to a 
Ruth's Chris Steak House, which 
notes the decor includes “much of 
the original woodwork which was 
restored" and “stall doors used as 
table tops in the bar and grill". 

25years ago 

I On a day founder Jim 
McKay proclaimed “celebrates 
Maryland’s great racing indus¬ 
try,” the third Maryland Mil¬ 
lion belonged to Rollicking. 

Nancy Leonard’s 21 -year- 
old stallion, a son of 
Rambunctious who stood his 
entire career at Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick, had four 
winners on the card-three in 
$100,000 stakes as well as the 
$200,000 Classic. 

Sondra and Howard Bender 
owned two, Snow King 
(Nursery) and King’s Nest 
(Sprint), who had been trained 
by Marvin Moncrief up until 
his death from cancer a week 
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earlier. Dark Tzarina took the 
Distaff for 77-year-old Elena 
Trenholm of Florida, who 
said: “I’ve been racing horses 
for nearly 50 years now and 
that’s the biggest purse Fve 
ever won.” And Samuel F. 
Morrell’s Mister S. M., a full 
brother to King’s Nest and the 
longest shot on the board at 
16-1, outgamed Due North in 
the Classic while establishing 
a track record 2:01.60 for die 
1 Vi miles. 

One of the biggest 
disappointments of the day 
came in the Lassie, when 2-5 
favorite Safely Kept finished 
third behind Ms. Gold Pole 
and Open Mind. 

I Legendary Maryland horse¬ 
man Stuart S. Janney Jr. died 
following an automobile acci¬ 
dent near his Glyndon home. 
The active 81-year-old owner/ 
breeder had attended the 
Maryland Million four days 
earlier. 

The four-time Maryland 
Hunt Cup-winning rider had 
campaigned witii his wife, 
die former Barbara Phipps, 
homebred Ruffian, one of the 
greatest fillies in history. The 
Janneys bred approximately 
two dozen stakes winners, 
including Private Terms and 
Icecapade. 

“Stuart S. Janney Jr. may 
have been the fairest man I 
ever met,” wrote Snowden 
Carter, who met him more 
than 40 years earlier. “He was 
also brilliant, competitive and 
austere. When Mr. Janney 
spoke, no one turned a deaf 
ear.” 

I Acquired by Northview 
while still in competition, 
multiple Grade 1 winner 
Waquoit would join Caveat, 
Smarten and Two Punch at die 
new stallion station in 
Chesapeake City, Md., for the 
next breeding season. The son 
of Relaunch, who had earned 
nearly $2 million at die time of 
purchase, was in the process 
of being syndicated. 

I Less than a year after 
meeting Bob Levy at Pimlico 
while coveting the Preakness

Stakes as a staff writer for the 
Thoroughbred Times , Wendy 
Moon was hired to build and 
manage Levy’s Muir field East, 
an all-new 268-acre farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

Encouraged to purchase 
the property by his old friend 
Allaire duPont, Levy left most 
of the planning and execu¬ 
tion of details to Moon, who 
plotted the layout and design 
of the entire property and 
oversaw the building of two 
large barns - one for yearlings 
and one for broodmares-and 
die construction of six miles 
of new fencing. More than 30 
horses were already in resi¬ 
dence, including a yearling filly 
by Vice Regent out of Passing 
Look who had been purchased 


for $175,000 at the Keeneland 
July sale. 

The recorded message 
heard when calling the farm 
was: “Hi. You’ve reached 
Muir field East, the Levy fam¬ 
ily’s new home of future 
champions. . .” 

The Vice Regent filly was 
eventual Grade 1 -winningjuvenile 
Trumpet’s Blare , an earner of 
$532,810. A yearling from the 
same crop, bred by Murphy Stable 
and Levy's mother Blanche Levy, 
also spent his early days at the farm: 
two-time Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter and 2013 National 
Thoroughbred Racing Hall of 
Fame inductee Housebuster. 

I Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
filly Sham Say, who made 
headlines that spring when 
sold privately for $2 million to 
C. N. Ray’s Evergreen Farm, 
captured the Grade 1 Ruffian 
Handicap at Belmont Park. It 
was her seventh stakes win 
from 10 career starts. 

I Jay Trump, the first winner 
of the English Grand National 
bred, owned and ridden by 
Americans, and one of the 
most famous “Cinderella 
horses of all time,” died at his 
owner Mary Stephenson 
LeBlond’s farm in Ohio. The 
famed Maryland-bred timber 
horse, a three-time winner of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup and 
National Thoroughbred 
Racing Hall of Famer, was 31. 


50years ago 

I The leading sire in the 
region as the year was wrap¬ 
ping up was Rejected, a 
13-year-old son of Revoked 
who had been purchased one 
year earlier from King Ranch 
by a Maryland and Virginia 
syndicate. The best of his run¬ 
ners in 1963 was sophomore 
Admiral Vic, winner of the 
$100,000 Hawthorne Gold 
Cup. Rejected stood at Pistorio 
Farm in Ellicott City, Md. 

I Mrs. Augustus Riggs IV’s 
Hussar became a second-gen¬ 
eration homebred to win the 
Maryland Futurity at Laurel, 
following in the footsteps of 
his dam, Best Contract. 

Jockey Eldon Nelson guid¬ 
ed the two winners nine years 
apart, while Henry Clark 
trained the son of Sun Bahram. 

I The advertisement for 
Glade Valley Farm’s new stal¬ 
lion owned by Woodside Farm 
stated simply: “Rambunctious, 
stakes-winning son of *Rasper 
II—*Danae II, by *The Solici¬ 
tor II, will stand in Maryland 
for the 1964 season.” 

It was the beginning of a long 
and amafing Maryland stud career. 
Retired at 3 to New Jersey in 1963 
and sire of one foal in hisfirst crop, 
he covered mares the next 26years. 
His best runners were millionaire 
Jameela and major regional sire 
Rollicking.
